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ADDRESS. 


GENTLEMEN oF ‘Tite Crry Covncr: 

By the exercise of that prerogative which is the 
cherished heritage of freemen, we have been called, in 
a degree, from our accustomed pursuits, to conduct 
through the following year the affairs of this ancient 
City. 

Appealing to us through her illustrious history, by 
considerations the noblest and most persuasive that 
can be addressed to an honorable and grateful people, 
she seeks to inflame us with that pure’ devotion to 
her welfare which can be nurtured only by unselfish 
aims. . 

Exhibiting on every hand her institutions of religion, 
education and charity, the bounteous memorials of 
those who have preceded us in citizenship and council, 
she incites us to generous rivalry with them, in sus- 
taining unimpaired these monuments of her social 
elevation and progress. 

Karly in the foremost rank among the commercial 
cities of the country, she ‘was the first freely to dis- 
pense capital and enterprise upon those works of inter- 
nal improvement which seek the annihilation of time 
and distance, and which have extended our direct 
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communication, not only to neighboring States, but to 
the provinces on the North and East, and to the rising 
cities and waving harvests of the mighty West. 

Stimulated still by the rapid growth in her imme- 
diate vicinity, of a vast population, busy, prosperous, 
intelligent and happy, and by the flowing products of 
that wise and fortunate union of capital and labor 
which has wrought with creative power upon the 
industry of New England, she may well expect us to 
regard every facility within the province of her legisla- 
tion, which may promote and strengthen her mercantile 
growth and importance. 

Established in integrity as firm as her own change- 
less hills; with a public credit renowned wherever 
virtue is cherished and honor valued; with the repu- 
tation for individual probity among her people, which 
has been her pride at home, and their passport to every 
social and commercial privilege abroad, she appeals to 
us for the contimuance of that prudence, watchfulness 
and fidelity to every interest, which may transmit this 
distinction to generations yet to come. 


By the provisions of the City Charter, we are entrust- 
ed with “the administration of all the fiscal, prudential 
and municipal concerns of the City, with the conduct 
and government thereof.” I shall not be expected to 
compass in these remarks the details of so wide a field 
of duty as is here presented, nor, at the outset, to define 
a policy applicable in every particular to the various 
departments of the City Government. But it may be 
expected, and it 1s appropriate, that a general view of 
our duties should be presented, accompanied by such 
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suggestions as may now seem worthy of consideration, 
leaving their ‘final adoption or rejection to be deter- 
mined by closer examination and the teachings of expe- 
rience. And it may be proper to state, at the outset, as 
the guiding principle of our administration, that my 
conception of our duty, in accordance with the general 
demand of our fellow citizens, inclines to the exercise 
of discretion and sagacity in perfecting, if possible, the 
institutions and means which we already possess, rather 
than to embarking in new and dazzling municipal 
enterprises, which, however promising, may prove in 
the end to be only costly experiments; not that we 
should shut our eyes against the recognition of new 
facts which the wonderful activity of the times is daily 
unfolding; not that a city which has led off in so 
many useful and noble schemes for the benefit of her 
people, should now fall behind her competitors; nor 
that we should pertinaciously cling to any policy 
sumply because it is old, and in the course of its experi- 
ence has done good service. 

The rapid extension of the City over territory here- 
tofore unoccupied, the changes and transformations 
effected or demanded by the increase of business, and 
the necessity for its accommodation in new and _hith- 
erto unsuitable localities, the steady growth of our 
population, with the whole tide of facilities necessary 
for its convenience and support, all point to a future, 
which must, at whatever cost, be furnished with means 
and appliances commensurate with our increasing 
wants. But even this consideration, supported though 
it should be by a full treasury, and by the well-known 
liberality and wealth of our people, does not justify 
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prodigal expenditure, since the general truths applica- 
ble to the thrift and success of individual enterprise, 
are equally pertinent to corporate institutions, whether 
for business or government. In the examination of 
our municipal affairs, therefore, let our first inquiry 
be for any useless wastes in the current. expenses, and 
let us stop them, if found. Next, let us inquire whether 
the means employed in each department are adequate 
to the purpose intended; and if not, whether they 
can be made so by modification. Wherever radical 
changes are necessary, let them be made; but on the 
scale of strict economy, regarding everywhere utility 
rather than ornament, but blending both in the degree 
appropriate to our condition. And by economy I by 
no means intend mere pecuniary stint, to serve the 
purpose of to-day, but that wise and judicious disburse- 
ment which, in works of permanent necessity, shall 
through a series of years require least change or addi- 
tional outlay. 

It is no unusual complaint, that too much is ex- 
pended upon specific objects, when first undertaken, 
and that a scale less ample would well enough answer 
present purposes, leaving the burden of future neces- 
sity to be borne by those who shall succeed us. And, 
in some instances, doubtless, this complaint. is reason- 
able and true ; but its converse is also frequent, and is 
equally true in its application to another class of 
expenses, namely, that a moderate investment at a 
fortunate period might have prevented certain now 
irremediable evils, and avoided the necessity of vast 
outlays for present safety and convenience. If we 
compare these two classes of complaints, and analyze 
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their foundations, we shall find their significance to 
be this: In the affairs of this, as of every commu- 
nity, there are certain objects and interests which 
are purely incidental or empirical, and others which 
are permanent and certain; and the successful study 
and application of economy depends much upon dis- 
crimination at this point. The first of these classes 
of objects admits of the practice of the most rigorous 
and stringent pecuniary limitations consistent with a 
proper provision for immediate wants; and more than 
this is liable to leave monuments of folly behind it; 
while the latter class admits of the ampler scale which 
looks to the requirements of growth and _ progress: 
the governing principle in each case being respectively 
the same that guides the prudent man in the 
reculation of his current expenses, and in the selection 
of his permanent investments. No folly can be greater 
than to provide for an age what may be superseded in 
a day, or to build for a day what should have com- 
passed the wants of a generation. 


FINANCES. 


There is difficulty m presenting an intelligible and 
yet comprehensive view of the financial condition of 
the City, from the fact that the expenses of consecu- 
tive years are necessarily involved together, that the 
municipal and financial years are not conterminate, 
and that the liabilities of the City do not appear in the 
books of the Auditor or Treasurer until appropriations 
have been made by the City Council; though contracts 


may have been made, public improvements authorized, 
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or damages incurred, involving actual indebtedness to 
an extent which is to be afterwards ascertained. 
Whatever statement is presented, therefore, must be 
regarded as somewhat approximate, nominal and tem- 
porary ; since the nature of the case hardly admits 
of such a view as might be presented of a concern 
suspending business and going into liquidation of its” 
affairs. Could we suspend all public improvements, of 
every description, it is clear that the amount of money 
to be raised in any one year, would be the actual 
expenses of conducting the government for that year, 
plus the loans then maturing, and the interest on the 
balance ; and if these items could be definitely ascer- 
tained at the commencement of the financial year, we 
should then have a definite view of the total labilities 
of the City, and we could determine a rate of taxa- 
tion which should provide for the current expenses, 
to a certainty; and also for an annual per centage 
upon the amount of the City Debt, which should 
make its liquidation positive within a fixed term of 
years. This net debt would become the amount of 
loans actually authorized and funded, less cash on 
hand, bonds, &c., and the value of the public lands, the 
proceeds of whose sales are specially appropriated to 
this object. Since, however, public improvements must 
continue to some extent, and since the annual amount 
of appropriations is based upon estimate and not upon 
fact, and this estimate frequently proves fallacious, 
rendering special loans necessary to meet deficiencies, 
or to provide for new projects; the actual net City 
Debt becomes an indefinable sum, contingent upon the 
amount of these new loans, and upon the purposes for

which they are made; whether for mere outlay, as for 
example, in paving; or for investment, like improving 
the public lands, by which, possibly, their value might 
be increased, and offset the increase of indebtedness 
by an increase of means. It will be perceived, more- 
over, that this difficulty is, so to speak, organic; that 
is, it lies in a primary necessity, to some extent, beyond 
the option of legislation. For if tne City increases, 
its wants also increase, and involve cost. This cost 
may be met by means on hand, if sufficient; if msuffi- 
cient, more must be raised by taxation or loans; if by 
loans, then the debt isincreased. With these prelimi- 
nary observations, I proceed to the following statement 
of the City Finances, prepared at the Auditor’s office, 
and representing our condition this day :

Other loans will probably be needed before the close 
of the present financial year, for the Library Building, 
House of Correction, incidentals, &c. Large sums must 
also be provided for in the financial year 1856-7, to 
meet the expenses of the extension of Friend Street, of 
opening Chauncy Place, and of other undertakings, au- 
thorized and commenced by our predecessors, but to be 
completed and provided for by the present City Coun- 
cil. What the aggregate amount of these will be, is at 
present unknown. 


STREETS. 


It should be constantly remembered, that Boston is — 
subjected to one item of expense which is almost un- 
known in cities of more modern origin, or of more per- 
fection in their original plan. The numerous narrow 
and crooked streets which well enough answered the 
convenience of a provincial town, are found to be 
totally inadequate to the wants of a great city, daily 
becoming more and more crowded with business and 
population. The sum appropriated or expended for 
widening and improving streets during the past five 
years, has been three hundred and eighty thousand 
dollars. No provision exists for defraying this heavy 
expense, except direct taxation and loans; and since 
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it seems inevitable that these improvements must con- 
tinue, until a considerable portion of our original 
territory has been rebuilt, and that there is scarcely an 
instance where the estates abutting upon these improve- 
ments are not greatly enhanced in value by them, it 
seems but simple justice that the cost of necessary 
alterations should be in part met by those who are 
pecuniarily benefited thereby; leaving to the public 
treasury only that portion which is commensurate with 
the increase of public convenience. You are fully 
aware, doubtless, that legislative authority will be 
necessary for the accomplishment of this desirable end. 

Until this authority is obtained, great caution should, 
in my judgement, be observed, in undertaking large 
street enterprises, except in those cases where individu- 
als iterested will liberally co-operate with the City in 
the accomplishment of improvements which appear 
inevitable within a limited period. . Had the City 
Government the powers requisite to project these 
enterprises upon a larger scale and equate the cost, as 
before suggested, there can be little doubt that economy 
would, in many cases, dictate that they be earlier 
undertaken and more rapidly consummated. Indeed, 
our municipal history furnishes examples where pen- 
etrating forecast, coupled with ample means and a bold 
exercise of executive authority has accomplished the 
erandest results in similar improvements, when viewed 
simply in the aspect of pecuniary speculations. Under 
the present limited powers of the city in this matter, 
something must continue to be done; and this much 
should be accomplished strictly in accordance with 
plans for the prospective improvements of adjacent 
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estates, where such will ultimately be required. In 
view of what appears the inevitable necessity, at no- 
distant day, of widening and extending some streets, 
not only for the accommodation of business, but also 
for relieving some of our great thoroughfares of travel, 
I commend to your consideration the expediency of 
procuring such authority as shall in such an emerg- 
ency protect the City’s interests. 

Intimately connected with this subject, is ne great 
expense annually incurred for paving, cleaning, and 
lighting the streets. In no particular has the reputa- 
tion of the City been better sustained, and the health 
and general comfort promoted, than in the cleanliness 
and good order of our streets. These objects must 
suffer no abatement, from pecuniary considerations. 
Inventive genius in the minds of several of our citizens 
has suggested various improvements over the common 
cobble-stone pavement; and experiments, with the view 
of testing their practical utility, have been made during 
the past and immediately preceding years, at points 
likely to demonstrate their comparative value. So 
large is the cost of the street provisions in the particu- 
lars above referred to, that they should receive, with 
other disbursements, special examination, both as to 
materials and labor employed, and the economy of their 
supply. While upon this subject of streets, and some- 
what immediately connected with the pomt under 
consideration, I venture to suggest that additional 
regulations seem necessary, or that existing ones be 
enforced, with respect to occupying large portions of 
the public streets and sidewalks with brick and lumber, 
while building upon abutting estates. The public 
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convenience ought not to yield to private accommoda- 
tion, beyond reasonable limits; yet it almost invariably 
happens that, while building, the entire sidewalk and a 
considerable portion of the street are occupied for weeks 
or months, forcing pedestrians, at the peril of their per- 
sonal safety into the street, which is often necessarily 
dirty, and at points excessively crowded with vehicles. 
It seems reasonable that a portion of the sidewalk 
should always be reserved for free passage, or that a 
plank sidewalk of suitable width for single passengers 
should be constructed around the building materials, 
whenever the entire closing of the sidewalk is mndispen- 
sable. 


THE PUBLIC LANDS 


Constitute an interest of primary importance to the 
City, both as a source of revenue for the gradual liquid- 
ation of the City debt, and as collateral security for its 
fiscal obligations and the basis of public credit. The 
discretion with which they are managed may therefore 
be regarded as being, in no small degree, indicative of 
the wisdom of any municipal administration. 
Considerable diversity of* opinion has prevailed, 
respecting the policy governing these lands, which shall 
best promote the public advantage. On the one hand, 
it has been urged that so limited is the territory of the 
city, and so increasing the demand for dwellings within 
a short distance of, business, that but little time can, 
under any circumstances, elapse, before all these lands 
will be wanted, and at prices so high that they will 
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ultimately yield more by being reserved than if sales be 
effected at present prices, with the advantage of some 
saving of interest and outlay. 

And this view is supported by the fact that the value 
of land in adjacent cities and towns is rapidly advan- 
cing, and for this reason less inducements are presented 
year by year to those who seek suburban residences on. 
the score of economy; and also by the fact that as our 
lands diminish in quantity, they will advance the more 
rapidly in price. On the other hand, it is argued that 
these lands are not proper objects for speculation ; but, 
on the contrary, that they should be removed as far as 
possible from its influence, and be converted to legiti- 
mate uses as rapidly as opportunities offer; and that, 
with this end in view, the sooner they are covered with 
taxable property, the sooner shall we realize their value. 
There can be little doubt that one incipient cause of 
the rapid increase of population in the vicinity of the 
City, has been the high price of land in Boston, and the 
scarcity of dwellings adapted to the wants and means 
of persons of moderate circumstances. The frequent 
and easy access to cheaper lands by railroad, has not 
only taken from the City great numbers of people 
whose business and social attachments are here, but 
has also diverted the attehtion of builders to the same 
localities, where hundreds of thousands of dollars have 
been expended in building up new communities out of 
population legitimately our own. This population is 
lost to us, in a great measure, with respect to their 
interest In our municipal concerns, and in the support 
of the various philanthropic institutions and enterprises 
which have so distinguished our community; and, in 
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many cases, while reaping all the advantages of liberal 
and expensive public provisions for thé security of their 
property and the transaction of their business, they 
often bear but an inadequate proportion of their cost. 

During the past few years, increased attention has 
been paid to beautifying and rendering more available 
the vacant lands upon the Neck, and in those inviting 
localities, East and South Boston; and the handsome 
squares and stately edifices which now adorn places 
hitherto waste and comparatively unknown, and the 
rapid growth of whole streets of commodious and 
comfortable dwellings in localities of less value, but 
scarcely less ineligible than the squares, clearly indicate 
the readiness of people of all conditions to select resi- 
dences within our municipal limits, whenever proper 
inducements are presented. 

Enterprise and capital on the part of builders have 
been expended upon these lands to a much greater 
extent than could reasonably have been anticipated ; 
and, as I am happy to learn, with such success as to 
warrant continuance. It has been stated, upon what 
may be regarded as reliable authority, that since the 
first of April last, more than two hundred and thirty 
buildings have been erected in that portion of the City 
south of Pleasant street alone; many of which are for 
private residences, and compare favorably with similar 
structures in any of the great cities of the Union. In 
addition to these, about sixty buildings, mostly of brick, 
have been completed since the first of January of 
last year; and the foundations of about forty more 
have been laid; making in all nearly three hundred 


and fifty buildings there erected or commenced during 
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the year 1855. The advantages for manufacturing 
establishments, of location in the vicinity of tide water ; 
the saving in cost of transportation of raw materials 
and mill products; together with the constantly approx- 
imating expense of steam and water power for driving 
machinery — all these and other considerations are 
beginning to attract the attention of persons interested 
in these enterprises, to the advantages which Boston 
presents, both as a site for the manufacture of goods, 
and a favorable market for their sale and distribution. 
From the statistics recently collected and compiled in 
the office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth, it 
appears that the productive industry of the City bids 
fair to rival, at some period, even the returns of its 
commerce. It seems expedient, therefore, that the 
City Council should, to the fullest practicable extent, 
facilitate the sale of these lands for buildmg purposes, 
under such limitations and restrictions as shall insure 
their speedy occupancy. 

The importance of the subject will, I trust, excuse 
the further extension of its discussion. The City still 
owns public lands at South Boston and South of Dover 
street, of upland and flats, over seven million square 
feet, of the estimated value of two million five hundred 
thousand dollars, besides landed property to a large 
amount in other places. It is obvious to every judi- 
cious mind, that the management of so vast an estate as 
this, to be improved and finally disposed of, ought not 
to depend on the chances of experience, or the fluc- 
tuations of judgment on the part of committees which 
may be annually constituted by the City Council, © 
whose members are elected for a single year. Apart 
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from the views which have already been presented, 
there is a great consideration of future health, beauty, 
convenience and economy to be settled, in respect to 
these lands; and unless we are prepared, with the future 
requirements of the City before us, to assume the 
responsibility of renewing the mistake which was made 
by the early settlers of Boston, and to hazard the neces- 
sity, within another quarter of a century, of repeating 
the same work of demolition, and of straightening and 
widening streets, which is now going on in the older 
sections, it is Indispensable that both the policy adopted, 
and the managing power over these lands, shall assume 
and maintain a good degree of permanency. Other 
considerations which support these views are the 
necessity for forecast and judgment respecting the 
classification of these lands for the various purposes 
seeking accommodation; that there shall not be an 
unhealthy and depreciating mixture of dwellings, 
laboratories and manufactories, with all its attendant 
inconveniences. In order to attain ends so desirable, 
I am induced to recommend to your consideration the 
expediency of constituting a more permanent body for 
the management of these lands, upon such a plan as 
shall secure all the advantages of experience on the 
one hand, coupled with a fresh influx of popular enter- 
prise and vigor on the other, and preserving with both 
a prudent continuity of plan and purpose. We are 
met at the outset with the objection, that the experi- 
ment of a Board of Land Commissioners has been once 
tried, and, for reasons satisfactory to our immediate 
predecessors in office abandoned. Without design- 
ing to enter upon the reasons for this course, it 
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is sufficient to say, that the powers given to that 
Board by the ordinance establishing it, were too 
limited to admit of its successful action; and the divi- 
sion of its proper prerogatives with the Public Land 
Committee of the City Council, rendered the whole 
managing authority too cumbersome to be either pro- 
fitable or convenient. It would not be expedient to 
repeat that experiment. It is important that the whole 
control of these lands, apart from the usual concurrent 
action of the City Council, should be vested in one 
body ; and the only striking objection to the present 
arrangement of a Joint Standing Committee on this 
subject, is the lability to hurtful change in its mem- 
bers. It seems to me that, by suitable modifications, 
this Committee may still retain all its present advan- 
tages, and attain those which are needed in addition. 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Have always constituted the pre-eminent distinction 
of our city, and have been the models of systems of 
free instruction elsewhere established. For no object 
do our citizens more cheerfully contribute, and the 
success of none affords juster satisfaction. 

Under the consolidated organization of the schools, 
as it is termed, the relative cost of conducting the 
Grammar Schools has, as I am informed, been some- 
what reduced; and though the increasing number of 
pupils, the construction of new school-houses, and the 
expenses incident to desirable changes, have hitherto 
rendered the customary large appropriations for school 
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purposes necessary, yet it is to be hoped that this 
department may now be found so well supplied, as to 
justify, for the present, at least, a suspension of heavy 
outlays beyond liberal appropriations for current ex- 
penses. Grammar school-houses, commodious and 
elegant structures, are now in process of erection at 
Kast and South Boston, and upon the neck; and also 
several primary school-houses in localities where they 
were much needed. It is estimated that there are 
within the City about thirty-two thousand children of 
suitable age to attend school, and that twenty-four 
thousand of these are in the public schools, and that of 
the balance all but about five hundred are under pri- 
vate instruction. So universal a regard for the educa- 
tion of the young not only reflects the highest honor 
upon our community, but deserves, and should receive, 
the most liberal encouragement from the City Govern- 
ment. Its parallel cannot, probably, be found in any 
City in our land. For further particulars relating to 
the powers and duties of the School Committee, which 
were materially changed by the City charter recently 
adopted, and for a more complete view of the present 
condition of the schools, I take pleasure in referring 
you to the first annual report of this Committee, and to 
the accompanying report of the able and accomplished 
Superintendent of Public Schools, both of which have 
just been issued.

Which may be appropriately regarded as the culmi- 
nating provision of our free educational system, is com- 
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mended by the universal sentiment of our fellow 
citizens to the special favor of the City Council. The 
distinguished and beneficent gentleman, who has indis- 
solubly associated his name with this institution, will 
receive the lasting gratitude of a community in which 
is daily deepening the appreciation of his thoughtful 
munificence, and which is already enjoying the foretaste 
of those intellectual privileges which, when completely 
organized and furnished, the Public Library will afford. 
The commodious and substantial edifice now rising on 
Boylston street, will furnish ample accommodations for 
a great literary exchange, open to persons of both sexes 
and of almost all ages, who may enjoy its advantages 
without cost, and under as few restrictions as are com- 
patible with the maintenance of its privileges and the 
security of its property. 

This building will probably be completed during the 
present year, and the names of the eminent gentlemen 
who compose the Board of Commissioners for its erec- 
tion, remove all solicitude respecting its faithful and 
timely progress and its adaptation to the use intended. 
The original estimate of the cost of the Library build- 
ing was one hundred and thirty-one thousand dollars, 
and those familiar with the subject are confident that 
this sum will prove sufficient. The ordinance fixing the 
powers of the Commissioners provides that the amount of 
money to be expended by them shall be determined by 
the City Council, and that the aggregate of all contracts 
made, and money expended, shall at no time exceed 
the amount previously appropriated by the City Coun- 
cil for the erection of this edifice. 
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But ninety-five thousand dollars have thus far been 
appropriated, and I improve this opportunity to bespeak 
your favorable and prompt consideration of whatever 
additional appropriations may be required for its 
completion. 


PUB LEON N SREP OURL ONS: 


Among the subjects referred to the present by the 
last City Council, is that contained in the report of the 
Committee on Institutions respecting the expediency 
of placing all the Public Institutions of the City under 
one Board of Overseers. The institutions here referred 
to are the Houses of Correction, of Industry and Refor- 
mation, and the Lunatic Hospital, each of which is, at 
present, under the direction of a separate Board, whose 
aggregate number is needlessly large for this service. 
It is obviously beneficial to secure the greatest unity 
and simplicity of purpose and action in the manage- 
ment of institutions of a kindred character, and neces- 
sarily connected as component parts of one whole 
public charity. Under the present organization, while 
the several Boards have fulfilled their respective trusts 
with unquestioned fidelity, there has been but little 
concerted action ; but on the contrary, the very anxiety 
on the part of each to secure every advantage to which 
their peculiar charge is entitled, has in some instances, 
perhaps, led to jealousy of privileges sought by the 
neighboring institutions, and which might often be 
granted without detriment to any. Were all these 
institutions under the government of one Board, 
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elected for different periods of service, with a suit- 
able representation of its members in the City Council, 
and the remainder chosen from the citizens at large, 
and vested with appropriate powers, it is believed by 
those best able to judge, that the institutions would be 
greatly benefited and the public economy promoted. 

That there is also need of a new classification of 
the inmates of these houses is admitted. There is no 
propriety, but great injustice and cruelty, m sending 
those, whose only inheritance is misfortune or poverty, 
to dwell with criminals by inclination and practice ; 
and especially in sending the young into the midst of 
associations calculated to deaden their moral sensibili- 
ties, and to stifle the highest aspirations of immortal 
beings. - Yet there are old and young, the chaste and 
the dissolute, the alien and the poor from our own 
community, housed in humiliating or pernicious inti- 
macy in some of these establishments. Economy of 
supplies also demands this change, as it is improbable 
that separate committees, purchasing at different places 
and without concert, and often, doubtless, with that 
haste which is all that men in active business can 
sometimes give to extraneous calls, could purchase as 
judiciously as a single committee, or as one proper 
person might do, if appointed general purveyor for the 
whole, under suitable restrictions and advice. 

I would also suggest inquiry respecting the con- 
ditions for the support of these officers, who are now 
allowed for their services a fixed salary and their fam- 
ily expenses. Objections to the system are obvious. 
Economy is a habit of prudence, rather than an original 
element of character, and depends much upon cultiva- 
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tion and practice. The daily supply of one’s wants, 
which involves no necessary regard to cost, 1s opposed 
to the cultivation of this habit, and its influence is 
unsalutary wherever else it extends. No one of the 
estimable officers at the head of these institutions, 
whose services the City has sought for so many years, 
and who have received so many proofs of its high 
appreciation of their fidelity, would say that the public 
treasury ought not to have the safeguards which they 
would recognize as essential in the management of 
their own affairs, and more especially, as the present 
system is equally open to abuse from the opposite 
quarter; since the government might impose upon 
the immunity of the officer for entertainments to the 
ageregate annual amount of his own living, and yet 
the delicacy of their relations might forbid his placing 
the odium of these. superfluous expenses where it 
justly belongs. 

[am informed that additional accommodations may 
be required for the boys in the House of Reformation 
who are now necessarily provided for, to some extent, 
in the Boylston School. 

The change in the policy of the Commonwealth 
respecting the support of its insane paupers, has so 
far relieved the Lunatic Hospital, as to render its 
capacity sufficient for present wants; and the question 
of purchasing a site and erecting a new building, 
which has been the subject of much solicitude in 
previous years, is fortunately put at rest; and no 
appropriations, except for its current expenses, will 
probably be necessary for this institution. Extensive 


alterations are progressing in the brick building on 
4 
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Deer Island, in anticipation of the removal of the 
House of Correction to that locality, towards which 
the attention of the City Government has been long 
directed, as the ultimate site of most, if not of all, its 
public institutions. 


MARKET. 


Among the subjects which may demand your atten- 
tion are our market regulations, and the investigation 
of any causes, within the sphere of municipal authority, 
which may lead to alleged abuses, and of their appro- 
priate remedy. As this subject demands much inquiry 
and research, before an intelligent opinion upon it can 
be formed, it is not my purpose to say much more 
than to recommend that it be undertaken in the spirit 
of entire impartiality. 

That the price of provisions is much higher in Boston 
than in other large cities, is a prevalent idea, and 
whether justly or otherwise, the public has the impres- 
sion that this evil arises from existing market regula- 
tions, for which the City is responsible. The simple 
fact stated respecting the price of provisions, does not, 
of itself, justify the conclusion drawn. There are causes 
which, in some degree, account for higher prices here 
than are paid in other cities, which imply no abuses on 
the part of dealers. It is stated that the quality of ( 
provisions sold here is superior, for the most part, to 
that of those with which the comparison is made, and 
that the cost of preparing provisions for this market, is 
greater than for others. There is manifestly a physical 
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difficulty in the way of rendering this a cheap market 
for fresh provisions. The soil of New England is, for 
the most part, unsuited to agriculture. The popula- 
tion of our State is dense and given mostly to manu-— 
facturing, mechanical and mercantile pursuits, number- 
ing, therefore, few producers and many consumers. 
Local demands require and absorb what is raised in 
each neighborhood, and consequently the great mass of 
supplies which reach Boston, is raised upon expensive 
land, worked at high cost, or has been subjected to 
longer transportation and corresponding freights. The 
location of the cities with which the comparison is 
most often made, is quite different in this particular ; 
they are to a greater extent the natural outlets of 
farming districts. While, therefore, this circumstance 
ought, in some degree, to prepare us for higher prices, 
it also furnishes a cogent reason why there should be 
no needless causes to aggravate the evil. Owing to 
the removal of families from the vicinity of Faneuil 
Hall Market, it has changed materially from fulfilling 
its original purpose of supplying families with their 
daily wants, and has become a wholesale depot of 
provisions, almost as much for the neighboring cities 
and towns as for Boston; and, as I am informed, 
establishes the price of provisions for the greater part 
of New England; while numerous smaller establish- 
ments have arisen in all parts of the City, which afford 
convenient supplies to our citizens, but which neces- 
sarily involve additional cost. Various plans have 
been suggested for reducing the price of provisions, 
such as selling the market building, enlarging it, &c.; 
but it is not apparent how the mere title to a particu- 
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lar building, or its capacity, should materially affect 
the price of provisions for the whole community. The 
evil, however, exists; and while it is the duty of the 
City Council to exercise all its powers to correct it, 
whether by privileges or restraints, it seems proper, 
also, that our citizens themselves should seek a remedy 
through business channels, in the same manner as 
changes are effected in other branches of trade, by 
facilitating the communication between the producer | 
and the consumer, and by reducing all intervening ex- 
penses. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT, 


Upon which the security of the property of our citi- 
zens and the public safety so much depend, is in 
its usual efficient and praiseworthy condition. The 
steam fire engine, purchased some two years since, has 
not yet been tested in actual service at fires; but there 
is a general desire that it may be kept in proper con- 
dition for use, should there be occasion, by reason of a 
great conflagration, when the amount of hand appa- 
ratus might be insufficient. The value of this machine 
can only be tested by use; if upon trial it is found a 
valuable auxiliary to the fire department, it should be 
made and kept available for that purpose. If found to 
be a useless machine, the sooner the fact is ascertained 
the better, that the necessity which it was designed to 
meet may be otherwise provided for. 
! 
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WATER. 


The present condition of the Water Works, and of 
other interests in that department, will soon be brought 
before you in the report of the Water Board. All the 
outstanding claims against the City, occasioned by the 
original construction of the works, have been settled. 

The supply of water proves to be abundant for all 
needful purposes, and there has been no return of the 
impurities therein, which for a time caused so much 
inconvenience and such general anxiety. For the long, 
able and arduous services of the Water Board, its mem- 
bers are entitled to the grateful returns of their fellow 
citizens. 


COUNTY EXPENSES. 


No subject to which I can allude appears to require 
more earnest attention than our county expenses. , By 
an act of the Legislature of 1831, 1t was provided that 
the town of Chelsea should release to Boston all its 
title and interest in whatever real or personal estate 
then belonged to Suffolk County, and that Boston 
should have entire control and jurisdiction of the county 
institutions, courts, &c., upon condition that some 
court within the City should have jurisdiction of Chel- 
sea affairs; and that in the assessment of taxes, Chelsea 
should not be taxed any thing for county purposes. 
This act was to continue and be in force for twenty 
years, and thence afterwards, until altered by the 
Legislature. 
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When this connection was formed, its conditions 
were doubtless equitable to the interests of all con- 
cerned. The rights of the town of Chelsea, in the 
county property ceded to the City, were of small im- 
portance; while the burden assumed by Boston was 
that of the county expenses ofa small population, hav- 
ing only indirect communication with the City, and 
whose requirements in this relation would probably be 
very small. Since that period, however, the territory 
of the town of Chelsea has been twice divided, and now 
embraces the thriving towns of Chelsea, North Chelsea 
and Winthrop, with an aggregate population of some 
twelve thousand people,—nearly equivalent to the pop- 
ulation of an entire ward of the City; all looking to 
Boston for county privileges, and yet no one of these 
towns pays a dollar towards defraying the county 
expenses. Moreover, by a more recent act of the Leg- 
islature, the County Commissioners of Middlesex County 
have authority over certain matters within these towns, 
instead of the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Bos- 
ton, who are, by law, constituted County Commissioners 
for Suffolk, so far as the duties of such officers apper- 
tain to affairs within our City limits. Under existing 
conditions, therefore, the officers of another county are 
by law empowered to construct highways and other 
public works in three of our neighboring towns not 
tributary to us, which must be paid for out of the 
treasury of the City of Boston. 

Other matters of inequality in this relation are exclu- 
ded by the scope of this communication, with a single 
exception, which is of so much consequence as to 
demand special notice at this time. The last Legisla- 
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ture of this Commonwealth passed an act establishing 

a new court for Suffolk County, called the Superior 

Court, to have jurisdiction in all cases that the Court of 
Common Pleas then had in this county. This act pro- 

vides for this court, besides the other necessary officers, 

a Chief and three Associate Justices, who shall also be 

ex officio Justices of the Municipal Court of the City of 
Boston; and it also provides that all the expenses 

incurred in the administration of justice under this act, 

including salaries, shall be paid by the City of Boston. 

It is not my province to discuss the necessity for this 

Court, or the constitutionality of its establishment ; but 

the consequences of its existence upon financial inter- 

ests are proper subjects for comment, and ought to be 

clearly understood. By this act, it will be observed 

that the Court of Common Pleas will no longer hold 

sessions in this county, and that the entire expense of 
its substitute, and of the Municipal and Police Courts, 

about two-thirds of which has heretofore been paid by 

the Commonwealth, will hereafter be required of the 

City of Boston. From official sources I have informa- 

tion that, upon the basis of the court expenses of 1854, 

the additional cost to the City consequent upon the 

establishment of this court, will be in the neighborhood 

of $59,000 per annum. 

There seems to be wanting some good and sufficient 
reason why the City of Boston, representing the County 
of Suffolk, should be made the exception to every other 
county in the State, in being deprived of its proportion- 
ate share of reliefin this class of expenses. And even 
if it be compelled to bear all its own court expenses, 
with what justice or propriety can it be called upon to 
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bear the whole expense of a Court which has jurisdic- 
tion over three towns in the County whose inhabitants 
are not taxed at all for its support, and especially, why 
should it be obliged to bear its proportion of the expenses 
of the Court of Common Pleas after it has ceased to 
have any jurisdiction whatsoever within the County of 
Suffolk? It is observable that under the act of 1831], 
upon which this connection in county affairs between 
Boston and the towns referred to depends, the connec- 
tion would have expired by limitation nearly five years 
ago; and that it now exists only under the provision, 
that it should continue until altered by the Legislature. 
From the limited attention which I have been able to 
give to this subject, and from the information that has 
been given me, I am persuaded that the whole basis of 
the county expenses is mequitable; and I commend 
such action as shall be necessary to effect its thorough 
reconstruction. 

I have thus endeavored, Gentlemen, to set before 
you some of the leading interests which will constitute 
the sphere of our common duty. Of the imperfect 
manner in which this has been done, no one can be 
more painfully sensible than myself. Other topics and 
further details, if necessary, will form the subject of 
special communications, as occasion may require. [I 
would gladly be the medium of deepening the sense of 
responsibility which rests upon every member of the 
City Council, in view of the great trust committed to 
our care, the full contemplation of which, I confess, has 
become somewhat oppressive. A sphere of duties so 
various and so incorporated with interests purely local 
and often personal, is beset with embarrassments on 
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every hand, and few have been able to retire from it 
attended by the full approbation of those whom they 
may have faithfully served. In the spirit of magna- 
nimity, rarely exhibited, our fellow citizens have hon- 
ored us with their confidence, asking no other pledges 
than that we shall serve with fidelity the best interests 
and common welfare of our beloved City of Boston. 
Let us here pledge to each other our mutual support 
and co-operation in the spirit of forbearance and con- 
ciliation ; and, summoning our best purposes for an 
impartial and fearless response to every reasonable 
expectation, let us go forward to our duties in full 
reliance upon that recompense which is the ultimate 
reward of public fealty and personal uprightness. 
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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Section 1. The Mayor, and in his absence, the Chair- 
man of the Board, shall take the chair at the hour to 
which the Board shall have adjourned, and shall call 
the members to order, and a quorum being present, 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding meeting to be 
read ; and in the absence of the Mayor and Chairman, 
the senior member present shall preside as chairman 
pro tempore. 

Sect. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers; and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Board, by motion regularly seconded ; 
and no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal shall have been decided. 

Sect. 3. He shall declare all votes, but if any mem- 
ber rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return of the 
members voting in the affirmative, and in the negative, 
without debate on the question. 
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Sect. 4. He may read sitting, but shall rise to state 
a motion or put a question to the Board. 

Secor. 5. When the Mayor shall desire to vacate the 
chair, he shall call the Chairman of the Board to take 
it, and in his absence, the senior member present. 
When the Chairman of the Board or the Chairman pro 
tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any 
member to it, but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 

Sect. 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
the Chair shall take the sense of the Board by yeas and 
nays, provided any member shall so require. 

Sect. 7. The Chair shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except, 
that in the naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 8. After a motion is stated or read by the 
Chair, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Board, and shall be disposed of by vote, but the mover 
may withdraw it at any time before a decision or amend- 
ment. 

Sect. 9. When a question is under debate, the Chair 
shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to lay on the 
table, to postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, 
or to postpone indefinitely ; which several motions shall 
have precedence in the order in which they stand ar- 
~ ranged; and a motion to strike out the enacting clause 
_ of an Ordinance shall be equivalent to a motion to 

postpone indefinitely. 

Secr. 10. The Chair shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order, except on an immediate 
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repetition ; and that motion, and the motion to lay on 
the table, or to take up from the table, shall be decided 
without debate. 

Sect. 11. When a vote has passed, it shall be in 
order for any member to move a reconsideration there- 
of, at the same or the succeeding meeting, but not after- 
ward; and when a motion for reconsideration is decided, 
that vote shall not be reconsidered. 

Sor. 12. Every member when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall confine 
himself to the question under debate, and avoid per- 
sonalities. 

Sect. 13. No member speaking shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising to a call to order. 

Sect. 14. No member shall be permitted to vote, or 
serve on any Committee, on any question where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 

Secr, 15. Every member, who shall be present when 
a question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote, unless the Board, for special reasons, 
shall excuse him; application to be so excused, on any 
question, must be made before the Board is divided, or 
before the calling of the yeas and nays, and such appli- 
cation shall be accompanied by a brief statement of the 
reasons, and shall be decided without debate. 

Secr. 16. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, 
if the Chair shall so direct. 

Seor. 17. Any member may require the division of 
a question, when the sense will admit of it. A motion | 
to strike out and insert, shall be deemed indivisible ; 
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but a motion to strike out, being lost, shall not preclude 
amendment, or a motion to strike out and insert. 

Sect. 18. No motion or proposition, of a subject dif- 
ferent from that under consideration, shall be admitted 
under color of amendment. 

Sect. 19. Motions and Reports may be committed 
or recommitted, at the pleasure of the Board. 

Sect. 20. When a vote is doubted, the members for, 
and against the question, when called on by the Chair, 
shall rise and stand till they are counted. | 

Sect. 21. All questions relating to priority of busi- 
ness to be acted upon, shall be decided without debate. 

Sect. 22. When a motion is made to refer any sub- 
ject, and different Committees are proposed, the question 
shall be taken in the following order : — 

Ist. To a Standing Committee of the Board ; 

2d. To a Select Committee of the Board ; 

3d. To a Joint Standing Committee ; 

4th. To a Joint Select Committee. 

Sect. 23. The following Standing Committees of the 
Board, to consist of three members each, shall be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor :— 

Committee on Armories and Military A ffairs—Bridges 
—Cemeteries—Common and Public Squares—County 
Accounts—Fire Department—Faneuil Hall (to be com- 
posed of the Committee on Public Buildings on the 
part of this Board)—External Health—Internal Health 
—Lamps, Bells, and Clocks—Laying out and Widen- 
ing Streets—Licenses—Jail—Market—Paving and Re- 
pairs of Streets—Sewers and Drains—Steam Engines 
and Furnaces. All other Committees, unless otherwise 
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provided for, or specially directed by the Board, shall 
be appointed by the Chair. | | 

Sect. 24. At every regular meeting of the Board, 
the order of business shall be as follows :— 

1. Communications from His Honor the Mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances. 

3. Papers from the Common Council. 

4, Reports of City Officers. 

5. Reports of Committees. 

6. Motions, orders and resolutions. 

And the above order of business shall not be departed 
from, but by the votes of a majority of the members of 
the Board present. 

Sect. 25. Hach Committee edcted on the part of 
this Board shall organize at its first meeting by the 
choice of a Chairman, and shall report the same to this 
Board, and in all cases where the Chair appoints a 
Committee, unless otherwise provided for, the member 
first named shall be Chairman, and in his absence the 
member next in order, who shall be present, shall be 
Chairman pro tempore. 

Sect. 26. Committees of the Board, to whom any 
matter is specially referred, may be required to report 
within four weeks, or ask for further time. 

Sect. 27. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed at any time except by 
the vote of two-thirds of the members of the Board 
present at the time.

Sect. 1. At the commencement of the Municipal 
Year, the following Joint Standing Committees shall 
be chosen by ballot, viz: — 

A Committee on Finance, to consist of the Mayor, 
the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, and seven 
members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Accounts, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

And the following committees shall be appointed, 
VIZ :— 

A committee on Public Lands, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Buildings, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Instruction, to consist of three 
Aldermen, and the President and four members of the 
Common Council. 

A committee on Institutions at South Boston and 
Deer Island, to consist of three Aldermen and five 
members of the Common Council. 
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A committee on Fuel, to consist of two Aldermen 
and three members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Water, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on the Treasury Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

A committee on the Assessors’ Department, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. | 

A committee on the Harbor, to consist of two Alder- 
men and three members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Printing, to consist of one Alder- 
man and two members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Public Inbrary, to consist of three 
Aldermen and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Ordinances, to consist of three Alder- 
men and five members of the Common Council. 

A committee on Zelegraphic Fire Alarms, to consist 
of two Aldermen and three members of the Common 
Council. 

A committee on Clams, to consist of three Aldermen 
and five members of the Common Council, who shall 
have full power and authority to investigate all claims 
against the City, and to’ take any measures for the de- 
fence of such claims that they may deem expedient, 
and also under the advice of the Mayor to adjust and 
settle all claims not exceeding the sum of $500. 

The members of the Board of Aldermen and of the 
Common Council, who shall constitute the Joint Stand- 
ing Committees, shall be chosen or appointed by their 
respective Boards. 
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The Mayor, the President of the Common Council, 
and the Chairman of the Committee of Finance on the 
part of the Common Council, shall, according to the 
ordinance, constitute the Committee on the Reduction 
of the City Debt. 

The member of the Board of Aldermen first named 
on every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not a 
member, shall be its Chairman; and in case of his 
resignation or inability, the other members of the same 
Board, in the order in which they are named, and after 
them, the member of the Common Council, first in 
order, shall call meetings of the Committee and act as 
Chairman. 

Snot. 2. In every case of disagreement between the 
two branches of the City Council, if either Board shall 
request a conference, and appoint a Committee of Con- 
ference, and the other Board shall also appoint a Com- 
mittee to confer, such Committee shall, at a convenient 
hour, to be agreed upon by their Chairman, meet and 
state to each other verbally or in writing, as either 
shall choose, the reasons of their respective Boards, for 
and against the matter in controversy, confer freely 
thereon, and report to their respective branches. 

Szor. 8. When either Board shall not concur in any 
action of the other, notice of such non-concurrence 
shall be given by written message. 

Secor. 4. Hither Board may propose to the other, for 
its concurrence, a time to which both Boards shall 
adjourn. 

Sect. 5. All By-Laws passed by the City Council, 
shall be termed “Ordinances,” and the enacting style 
shall be:—Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Com- 
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mon Council of the City of Boston, in City Council 
assembled. 

Sect. 6. In all votes, when either or both branches 
of the City Council express any thing by way of Com- 
mand, the form of expression shall be “Ordered ;” and 
whenever either or both branches express opinions, 
principles, facts, or purposes, the form shall be “ Re- 
solved.” 

Sect. 7. In the present and every future financial 
year, the specific appropriations for the several objects 
enumerated in the general appropriation bill shall be 
deemed and taken to be the maximum amount to be 
expended by the several Committees having the charge 
thereof for the entire financial year, and shall be ex- 
pended with a proper regard thereto; and after the 
annual order of appropriations shall have been passed, 
no subsequent expenditures shall be authorized for any 
. object, unless provisions for the same shall be made by 
special transfer from some of the appropriations con- 
tained in such annual order, or by expressly creating 
therefor a City Debt; in which cases the order shall 
not be passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number 
of each branch of the City Council shall vote in the 
affirmative, by vote taken by yea and nay. 

sect. 8. In all contracts or expenditures to be made 
under the authority of the City Council, whenever the 
_ estimates shall exceed the appropriations specially - 
made therefor, or whenever any committee shall have 
expended the sum specially appropriated for their use, - 
in the order of appropriation for the year, and in either 
case shall require a further sum; it shall be the duty 
of such Committee having such matter in charge, to 
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submit the fact to the City Council for instructions, 
accompanied with a detailed statement in print, of the 
cause or causes which have created the necessity for 
such application, and the object for which the same is 
needed. And no contract shall be made, or expendi. 
ture authorized in either case, unless by a specific vote 
of the City Council first making the necessary provision 
for the payment resulting therefrom, and no debt shall 
be created, or transfer from one special appropriation 
to another be made, until such report or statement 
shall have been submitted to the City Council, by the 
Committee requiring the same. 

Sect. 9. Joint Standing Committees shall cause 
records to be kept of their proceedings, by a Secretary 
to be chosen at their first meeting, in books provided 
by the City for that purpose. No Committee shall act 
by separate consultations, and no report shall be re- 
ceived, unless agreed to in Committee actually assem- 
bled. 

sect. 10. It shall be the duty of every Joint Com- 
mittee, to whom any subject may be specially referred, 
to report thereon within four weeks, or to ask for fur- 
ther time. 

Secor. 11. All reports and other papers submitted to 
the City Council, shall be written in a fair hand, and 
no report or endorsement of any kind shall be made on 
the reports, memorials, or other papers referred to the 
Committee of either branch. All reports shall be 
signed by the writers thereof, unless otherwise directed 
by the Committee. And the Clerks shall make copies 
of any papers to be reported by Committees, at the re- 
quest of the respective Chairman thereof. 
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Sect. 12. No Chairman of any Committee shall audit 
or approve any bill or account against the City, for any 
supplies or services, which shall not have been ordered 
or authorized by the Committee. 


RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


Duties and Powers of the President. 


Sect. 1. The President shall take the chair precisely 
at the hour to which the Council shall have adjourned ; 
_ shall call the members to order; and on the appear- 
ance of a quorum, eause the minutes of the preceding 
meeting to be read, and proceed to business. 

Srcr. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers ; and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Council, by motion regularly seconded ; 
and no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal shall have been decided. 

Secr. 3. He shall declare all votes, but if any mem- 
ber rises to doubt a vote, the President shall cause a 
return of the members voting in the affirmative, and 
in the negative, without further debate on the ques- 
tion. 

Secor. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or to 
put a question, but may read sitting. 

Sect. 5. In all cases the President may vote. 
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Sect. 6. When the Council shall determine to go 
into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall 
appoint the member who shall take the chair. The 
President may at any other time, call any member to 
the chair, but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 

Sect. 7. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
the President shall take the sense of the Council by 
yeas and nays, provided one-fifth of the members pres- 
ent shall so require. 

sect. 8. The President shall propound all questions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the sub- 
sequent motion shall be previous in its nature, except, 
that in the naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 9. After a motion is stated or read by the 
President, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
-Council, and shall be disposed of by vote, but the 
mover may withdraw it at any time before a decision 
or amendment. | 

Sect. 10. When a question is under debate, the 
President shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to 
lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone 
to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have prece- 
dence in the order in which they stand arranged ; and 
- a motion to strike out the enacting clause of an Ordi- 
nance shall be equivalent to a motion to postpone in- 
definitely. 

sect. 11. The President shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order; and that motion, and the 
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motion to lay on the table, or to take up from the 
table, shall be decided without debate. 

Sect. 12. He shall put the previous question in the 
following form: “ Shall the main question be now put ?”’ 
and all debate upon the main question shall be sus- 
pended until the previous question shall be decided. 
After the adoption of the previous question, the sense 
of the Council shall forthwith be taken upon amend- 
ments reported by a Committee, upon all pending 
amendments and then upon the main question. 

Secr. 13. On the previous question, no member shall 
speak more than once without leave; and all incidental 
questions of order, arising after a motion is made for 
the previous question, shall be decided without debate, 
except on an appeal; and on such an appeal, no mem- 
ber shall be allowed to speak more than once without 
eave of the Council. 

Sect. 14. When two or more members happen to 
rise at once, the President shall name the member who 
is first to speak. 

Secor. 15. All Committees shall be appointed and 
announced by the President, unless otherwise provided 
for, or especially directed by the Council. 


Rights, Duties, or Decorum of Members. 


Sect. 16. In the absence of the President, the senior 
member present shall call the Council to order, and 
preside until a President pro tempore shall be chosen by 
ballot; and if an election is not effected on the first 
trial, on a second ballot a plurality of votes shall elect. 


Sect. 17. Every member when about to speak, shall

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rise and respectfully address the President ; shall con- 
fine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
personalities ; and shall sit down when he has finished. 
No member shall speak out of his place, without leave 
of the President. 7 

sect. 18. No member speaking, shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising up to call to order. 

Secr. 19. No member shall speak more than twice 
on one question, without first obtaining leave of the 
Council; nor more than once, until the other members, 
who have not spoken, shall speak, if they desire it. 

Sect. 20. When a vote has passed, it shall be in 
order for any member who voted in the majority, to 
move a reconsideration thereof, at the same or the suc- 
ceeding meeting, but not afterwards; and when a 
motion for reconsideration is decided, that vote shall 
not be reconsidered. 

Sect. 21. No member shall be obliged to be on 
more than two Committees at thé same time, nor Chair- 
man of more than one. 

Sect. 22. No member shall be permitted to stand 
up to the interruption of another, while any member is 
speaking; or to pass unnecessarily between the Presi- 
dent and the person speaking. 

Seor. 25. When any member shall be guilty of a 
breach of either of the rules and orders of the Council, 
- he may, on motion, be required by the Council to make 
satisfaction therefor; and in such a case, he shall not 
be allowed to vote, or speak, except by way of excuse, 
till he has done so. 

Szctr. 24. No member shall be permitted to vote or 
serve on any Committee, on any question where his 
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private right is'immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 

Sror. 25. Every member, who shall be present when 
a question is put, where he is not excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote, unless the Council, for special rea- 
sons, shall excuse him; application to be so excused, 
on any question, must be made before the Council is 
divided, or before the calling of the yeas and nays, and - 
such application shall be accompanied by a brief state- 
ment of the reasons, and shall be decided on without 
debate. 

Secr. 26. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, 
if the President shall so direct. | 

Sect. 27. Any member may require the division of 
a question, when the sense will admit of it. A motion 
to strike out and insert, shall be deemed indivisible ; 
but a motion to strike out, being lost, shall not preclude 
amendment or a motion to strike out and insert. 

Seor. 28. No motion or proposition, of a subject 
different from that under consideration, shall be admit- 
ted under color of amendment. 

Sect. 29. Motions and reports may be committed or 
recommitted at the pleasure of the Council. 

Secor. 80. At every regular meeting of the Council, © 
the order of business shall be as follows :— 

1. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

2. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

3. Communications and Reports from City Officers, 
Presentation of Petitions, Remonstrances, and Memo- 
rials. 

4, Reports of Committees. 

5. Motions, Orders or Resolutions. 
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And the above order shall not be departed from but 
by the votes of a majority of the members of the Coun- 
cil present. 

Sect. 81. When a vote is doubted, the members for, 
and against the question, when called on by the Presi- 
dent shall rise and stand till they are counted. 

Secr. 52. All questions relating to priority of busi- 
ness to be acted upon, shall be decided without debate. 

Sect. 53. When a motion is made to refer any sub- 
ject, and different Committees are proposed, the question 
shall be taken in the following order :— 

A Standing Committee of the Council ; 

A Select Committee of the Council ; 

A Joint Standing Committee ; 

A Joint Select Committee. 

Sscr. 34. The seats of the members of the Council

An ORDINANCE IN RELATION TO Ciry OFFICERS. 


Be wt ordained by the Aldermen and Common Counerl of 


the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as 
follows : 


Section 1. All City Officers required by the City 
Ordinances to be elected or appointed by the concur- 
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rent vote of the City Council, or to be appointed by 
the Mayor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Board of Aldermen, excepting those officers, the time 
of whose election or appointment is otherwise pre- 
scribed by the Statutes of the Commonwealth, also, 
excepting the Treasurer, Auditor and Assessors, shall 
be elected or appointed, as the case may be, on the 
first Monday of January, in each year, or within sixty 
days thereafter. 

Sect. 2. Every City Officer elected or appointed 
under the provisions of the foregoing section, shall 
hold his office, if not sooner removed, for one year 
from the first Monday of January, in the year in 
which he shall be elected or appointed, and until a 
successor be elected or appointed, but he may, at any 
time, be removed by the authority under which he 
may have been elected or appointed, and any vacancy 
occasioned by the removal, resignation or death of 
such City Officer, may be filled at any time. 

Sect. 3. Nothing in this Ordinance shall require the 
election or appointment of any City Officer, during 
the present municipal year, to be made prior to the 
respective times heretofore prescribed for such election 
or appointment; but every City Officer, with the ex- 
ceptions mentioned in the first section of this Ordi- 
nance, who may be elected or appointed during the 
present municipal year, shall hold his office, if not 
sooner removed, until the first Monday of January, in 
the year eighteen hundred and fifty-seven, and until 
another is elected or appointed in his place. 

Sect. 4. So much of any Ordinance as may be in- 
consistent herewith, is hereby repealed.

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A constant watch is kept at the Central Office night and day. Each 
operator is on duty four hours. Two persons are required to be about 
the office at all times for safety, in case of accident to any of the 
machinery, or sudden illness of the attending operator. 

No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch unless expressly 
relieved by some one else. 

Each operator is accountable to the Superintendent for any omis- 
ae or mistakes that may occur at the Central Office during his hour 
of duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each alarm, and . 
of the District and Station from whence it originates. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office from the Signal 
stations or Boxes by turning the crank in the Box. The Police, 
Watch, and a person resident near each Box, have each a key to the 
Boxes. 

Alarms are usually given in less than a minute from the time the 
crank is turned in any Box, which is done in accordance with the 
following directions :— 


DIRECTIONS TO THOSE WHO HOLD SIGNAL KEYS. 


1. If a fire is discovered in your vicinity, go to the nearest box in 
the District. 


2. Turn the crank twenty-five tumes, rather slowly at first, then 
quite fast at last. If convenient, wait at the box so as to direct the 
Firemen where to go. 


3. If you hear no reply at the box, or on the bells, turn again. If 
still no reply, go to another box in the District. 


4, The Watch, upon hearing the bells, will spring their rattles 
and call the number of the District. 


The alarm will be given from the Central Station by striking the 
number of the District on the bells, and tapping the number of the 
Station in the boxes. 


CAUTIONS. 


1. Be sure that your box is locked before leaving it. 


2. Never open’ the box or touch the apparatus except in case of 
fire. 


3. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless called for by 
the City Authorities.

REGULATIONS. 


LAWS. 


Srction 1. All vessels in the upper harbor are to anchor according to the 
directions of the Harbor master. 

Sxction 2. All vessels in the upper harbor, not intended to be hauled into 
some wharf immediately, must anchor below the range of India Wharf, and the 
easterly point of East Boston, either on the north or south side of the channel, 
designated by the following marks, viz. : on the south by the tall steeple in Han- 
over street, in range with the Granite block on Long Wharf, and on the North 
by Long Island Light, in range with the half moon battery on Governor’s Island. 

Srcrion 3. The master, commander, or owners of vessels, shall, as soon as 
practicable, after having hauled to the end of any wharf that extends to the 
channel in said harbor, cause her lower yards to be cock-billed, and her top-sail 
yard to be braced fore and aft, and her jib-boom to be rigged in, and the yards 
and jib-boom shall be kept so arranged, while such vessel lies at the end of the 
wharf, as aforesaid, and until she is preparing immediately to leave her berth. 

Srction 4. All vessels found lying in the stream, not anchored according to 
the regulations, and not having a sufficient crew to move them, will be moved 
by the Harbor-master at the vessel’s expense. 

Szction 5. No person shall throw or deposit in said harbor, or any part 
thereof, any stones, gravel, ballast, cinders, ashes, dirt, mud, or other sub- 
stances, which may, in any respect, tend to injure the navigation thereof. 

Section 6. No warp or line shall be passed across the mouth of any slip, for 
the purpose of hauling any vessel by the said slip before the vessel shall be 
within one hundred feet of said slip, if the owners or occupants thereof object, 
unless the Harbor master may think it necessary. 

Section 7. All vessels at anchor in the harbor of Boston, shall keep an 
anchor watch at all times, and shall keep a clear and distinct light suspended 
at least six feet above the deck, during the night ; and whenever the provisions 
of this section shall be violated on board any vessel, the master or owners shall 
be liable to a penalty of not more than twenty dollars, to be recovered in the 
manner provided in the Act to which this is in addition, and shall be held 
liable to pay all damages that may be occasioned by such violence. 

Under no circumstances whatever are vessels permitted to anchor in the 
track of the ferry boats, or in Fore Point Channel. 


An Act in addition to an Act to establish Regulations concerning the Harbor of Boston. 


Sxorion 1. The Harbor-Master shall have authority to regulate the anchor- 
age of all vessels in the upper harbor of Boston, and when necessary, to order 
the removal of such vessels, and to cause the same to be removed in obedience 
to such order, at the expense of the master or owners thereof; and if any 
person shall obstruct said Harbor master in the performance of any of his 
duties, as prescribed by this Act, or by the Act to which this is in addition, or 
shall neglect or refuse to obey any lawful order made by said Harbor master, 
he shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars for each offence.

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PRELIMINARY REMARKS.

MAYORS. 


The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested than on 
any former year. There were not less than eight several ballotings 
by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on the 21st of February, Thomas 
A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, William 
Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the 6th of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining health, 
resigned the office of Mayor; which resignation, however, was not 
accepted by the City Council, and on the 22d of November he died, 
being the first Mayor who has died in office, since the organization of 
the City Government in 1822. 

On the 11th of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected Mayor by 
the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. 

Benson Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman 
of the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851, Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alderman - 
of the City for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said year. 

At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, he 
resigned as an Alderman and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three ballot- 
ings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the meantime 
the duties of Mayor were performed’ by Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman 
of the Board of Aldermen. 


ALDERMEN. 


Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re-elected ; 
and Thomas B. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 1825, declined. 

George Blake, re-elected for 1826, declined. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organization. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

William Parker, elected for 1845, resigned. 

George E. Head, elected for 1848, resigned—having been chosen one 
of the principal Assessors. 
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In 1853, Lyman Perry, Esq., who had been duly elected an Alder- 
man, died before his qualification. 

At the Municipal Election in 1852, nine Aldermen had a majority 
of ballots; but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had the 
highest number of votes were declared elected. 

Lhe Municipal Government, for 1855, was the jirst one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided for 
the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


William Bowes Bradford, Ward 8, elected 1822, did not qualify 
himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no provision for 
affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 

Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer Howard, Ward 
2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 1823; also, Holmes 
Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined prior to the organization. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Bowles, Ward 3, re-elected for 1838, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 1830. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

Washington P. Gragg, Ward 4, spelt Gregg since 1836. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was elected 
Superintendent of Health. 

‘There have been six successfully contested Elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member from 
Ward 6, on the ground that ‘closing the poll before the hour at which 
the voters were notified it would be closed was a violation of the rights 
of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the members of Ward 
3, who were returned as having been elected at an adjourned meeting, 
December 11, 1834, on the ground of irregular proceeding to render 
the whole number of votes certain by taking the highest number of 
votes for candidates on each opposing ticket; adjournment of the meet- 
ing by the sole authority of the Warden, and other irregularities at the 
annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three members 
of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal voters, sufficient to 
effect the choice, voted at the polls. 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three members 
from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned meeting, December 
14, on the ground that four votes for non-resident candidates, (after 
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having been first thrown out by the Ward officers,) *were counted at 
the annual election, December 12, thereby preventing the choice of two 
other candidates, who, by excluding the said four votes, were by the 
decision of the Council declared elected, leaving one vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two members from 
Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned meeting 
which was illegally held. At the subsequent trial the same members 
were again returned to the Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three members from 
Ward 8, on the ground that they were chosen at an adjourned meeting 
which was illegally held. 

The seventh, in accordance with the Report of the Commitice on 
Elections, vacated the seats of three members from Ward 11, on the 
ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had no right to issue warrants 
for election of members of the Common Council, after the annual 
Election, and before the organization of the Government elect. But 
inasmuch as the elections in question were conducted bona fide, and 
no other informality was apparent, and as this custom of supple- 
mentary elections had been in vogue for twenty years, the members 
thus elected were by the vote of the Common Council declared entitled 
to their seats. The passage of the Plurality Law, of 1854, will remedy 
most of these cases for the future.

In conformity with the 4th section of the Ordinance 
in relation to Streets, dated September 30th, 1850, I 
_ have the honor to submit my Annual Report of the 
expenditures of the Paving Department during the year 
1855, and of the financial year of 1855 and 1856, to 
the Ist of January, 1856. 

The amount of appropriation ala for by the Com- 
mittee on Paving, for the financial year 1855-56, com- 
mencing May Ist, 1855, was $185,000. The amount 
appropriated was $140,000, to which was added a loan 
of $5,000 for the paving of a part of Lehigh Street, 
See the total amount of appropriation for Paving, 

c., $145,000. The amount appropriated for the 
boi year 1853-54 was $180, 000; for 1854-55, 
$195,000. 

The amount expended during the present financial 
year to January Ist, 1856, and charged to the appro- 
priation for Paving, &ec., was $136,402.80, leaving an 
unexpended balance of $8,597.20. 

The amount expended during the year 1855, em-

There were lodged with the City Treasurer during 
the year 1855, under the provisions of the ordinance 
of July 18th, 1853, bills for collection for constructing 
sidewalks and for old materials sold, amounting to 
$15,873.85. There was also left with the City Trea- 
surer for collection a bill of charges against the Boston 
and New York Central Railroad Company, for money 
advanced to build bridges across streets of South Bos- 
ton, and for labor performed last year and in 1854 by 
the Paving Department, amounting to $10,002.91. 

The amount paid into the City Treasury during the 
year 1855, and credited to the paving appropriation for 
sidewalks, &c., was $9,951.80. 

The amount paid into the City Treasury during the 
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present financial year to January Ist, 1856, for work 
done by the Paving Department, was $4,020.33. 

A portion of the granite blocks taken up from Wash- 
ington Street, State Street, and West Street, were used 
in paving Webster Avenue and South Street Place; 
also for crossings in Lehigh Street, and in various 
streets, and the balance, some 700 tons, was sold at $1 
per ton, delivered on the street. 


Having thus given a detailed statement of the opera- 
tions of the Paving Department during the past year, 
I proceed respectfully to bring the following matters to 
your notice : 


IRON PAVEMENT. 


In October last, 1465 yards of Terry’s Iron blocks 
were laid down in Washington Street, between Court 
and School Streets, at a cost of $6 per square yard, 
being $4 per square yard less than the Iron pavement 
in Court Street. Total amount of cost, $8,790.00. 
The block used in Washington Street, with the excep- 
tion of 155 yards, covers 14 inches on the surface, but 
is not so deep or so heavy as the one on Court Street. 
It is, however, deemed sufficiently heavy for a secure 
and durable pavement. The interstices are also con- 
siderably larger than those of the Court Street block, 
which is considered an improvement. This new block, 
made by the company in New York, was, before it was 
laid down, approved by Mr. Terry, the inventor of the 
Iron block pavement, who has since deceased. He 
was a worthy and estimable citizen, of a highly in- 


LY 
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ventive mind, and for several years previous to his 
death, was afflicted with blindness. Durmg the time 
he was blind he invented the Iron paving block. The 
Iron pavement was laid down in Washington Street, 
with granite stone gutters, and the whole presents a 
handsome and safe roadway for traveling. Some fears 
have been expressed that the iron points will in the 
course of a few years wear so sharp as to injure the 
horse’s frog; but it is believed that the gravel filling 
in the interstices will preserve the bearing of travel so 
equal as to make the wear perfectly even. There was 
some difficulty experienced in laying down the Iron 
blocks, owing to their being imperfectly cast, and the 
additional expense of chipping a part of them, was 
borne by the parties contracting to perform the work. 

The 155 yards alluded to above is laid with 12 inch 
surface blocks, of lighter weight and somewhat larger 
interstices than the Court Street blocks. These 12 inch 
blocks are connected with the 14 inch blocks by a cast- 
ing made for the purpose, at the foot of School Street, 
and extend to the crossing which divides the Iron and 
wooden pavement. 

The first Iron pavement in this City was laid down 
in Howard Street in the latter part of the year 1852. 
It was a small piece, but it stands now as well as it 
did the first day it was placed there. This was done 
at the cost of the parties then interested in the Terry 
patent. The next piece of Iron pavement was that 
with which Court Street was paved from Washington 
Street to Court Square, in July, 1853. This is now in 
perfect order, and has had no repairs upon it, 

The Iron Pavement Company who now possess the 
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Terry patent have laid down in Nassau Street, New 
York, some of their Iron blocks, and they have given 
entire satisfaction. So writes the company’s agent. 

The company last year sent an agent to England 
(O. H. Knapp, Esq.) for the purpose of having the 
Iron pavement introduced into that country. In a 
letter from Mr. Knapp to me, dated London, Dec. 12th, 
1855, requesting information respecting the wear of 
the new block on Washington Street, he says: “I am 
filling an order from the City of London, and am happy 
in being able to say that our Iron pavement is liked 
here very much, and in Scotland.” 


NICOLSON'S WOOD PAVEMENT... 


In N ovember, 1443 yards of Nicolson’s Pavement 
were laid down under his immediate direction in Wash- 
ington Street, from the termination of the Iron pave- 
ment at School Street to Franklin Street, a North River 
stone crossing separating the two. ‘The price of this 
pavement was $2.25 per square yard. ‘Total cost, 
$3,246.75. 

In West Street, from Tremont Street to 128 feet from 
Washington Street, there was also laid down last fall 
824 7-9 yards of “Nicolson’s Pavement.” The whole 
cost of this piece.of pavement was $1,855.75, of which 
the City paid $805,75, and the balance, $1.050, was 
paid by the abuttors on the street who desiréd that it 
should be so paved. 

The “Nicolson Pavement” laid down in Mason 
Street in the Spring of 1854, is in a sound condition. 
A long strip of this pavement was taken up last sum- 
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mer for the purpose of changing gas-pipes, and replaced 
without much difficulty, and, as yet, without any per- 
ceptible change in the surface of the roadway. One 
advantage “ Nicolson’s Pavement” has over other 
kinds, is, that when taken up in winter, no frost 1s 
found in the ground underneath. This enables repairs 
to be made of pipes under ground to great advantage. 
Mr. Nicolson’s pavement has attracted the favorable 
attention of the authorities of the flourishing and pop- 
ulous city of Chicago. 

The Iron and Nicolson pavement are now upon the 
main avenue of our City, and will both, of course, be 
thoroughly tested, and the public will be able to decide 
as to their respective merits. Both pavements are the 
inventions of Boston men. | 

Complaints having been made since the Nicolson 
pavement was placed on Washington Street of the odor 
arising from the coal tar preparation used in underlay- 
ing and covering the same, Mr. Nicolson, in a note 
addressed to me, says: ‘‘As the odor of coal tar and 
asphaltum appears to be offensive to some persons, you 
will please state when you have occasion, that both 
may be dispensed with in my pavement, substituting 
therefor pine tar, which is both sanitary, and to almost 
all persons, an agreeable perfume; the expense of it, 
however, would increase the cost of paving from ten to 
twenty cents per yard. Bitumen of all kinds may be 
dispensed with if desired, but in such case, to prevent 
decay, the wood must be subjected to a chemical pro- 
cess—either that of Kyanizing or Burnettizing ; both 
methods are supported by numerous testimonials in 
this country and in Europe, that wood so prepared will 
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resist the common causes of decay for many years, and 
at small cost.” 


ROUND STONE PAVEMENT. 


State Street, from Washington Street to Wilson’s 
Lane, on the northerly side, and Washington Street, at 
the heads of State Street, were repaved last fall with a 
small size kidney stone, brought principally from the 
York Beach, in the State of Maine. To this style of 
round stone pavement I take pleasure in referring the 
City Council, as being, in my humble judgment, what 
round stone pavement should be on all the main 
avenues of the City. These pieces of round stone 
pavement were laid with great care by experienced 
workmen, and at an average cost of $1.40 per square 
yard. I confidently believe that arrangements could 
be made with the captains of vessels who bring cargoes 
of paving stones from the shores of Maine and the 
coast of our own State, to select on the beaches enough 
stones like those on State Street, to pave one to two 
thousand yards every season—the cost of which would 
not exceed $1.40 to $1.75 per square yard, varying 
according to the price of common size paving stones 
during the year. 


REPAVING THE ‘* NECK.” 


The repaving of Washington Street, from the Rox- 
bury Ime to Brookline Street, which was commenced 
in the fall of 1854, and completed as far as Springfield 
Street that year, was finished last summer. This por- 
tion of the main street of the City, I have been in- 
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formed, had not been repaved before for twenty-eight 
years. ‘The state of the pavement had become so bad. 
that it was found impossible to patch it to any advan- 
tage. In my last annual report mention was made of 
the saving to the City by the use of a very fine quality 
of gravel selected from a hill near the shore in Rox- 
bury, owned by E. Bartlett, Esq. The same kind of 
gravel was used last summer in completing the work, 
some of which, near the shore, was found fully equal 
to that from the beaches. The number of tons of 
gravel used was 15,000, and the difference of cost from 
the beach gravel delivered on the street for use, amounts 
to $6,772. The pavement has thus far stood well, and 
adds much to the appearance of this wide thorough- 
fare. 


OPENING STREETS. 


In previous reports, attention has been called to the 
manner in which the streets are left after they have 
been opened for various purposes. The injury done 
more particularly to paved streets by the manner in 
which the paving stones are replaced by inexperienced 
hands is increasing largely every year, and it is an evil 
to which I again ask the attention of the Board of Al- 
dermen, and respectfully suggest that there is need of 
further regulation in the matter. 


WATERING STREETS. 


The subject of the detriment to paved streets by the 
manner in which they are watered, is one which I take 
the liberty of again bringing to the notice of the Board 

3 
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of Aldermen. ‘There is no doubt but that the way the 
fresh water is poured on our streets is a positive injury 
to round stone paving, and, what is more important, it 
is considered unhealthy. Several of our most respec- 
table physicians stated to me last summer that keeping 
so many of the streets so thoroughly and continually 
soaked with water, would tend to unhealthiness, and 
greatly increase the number of that exceedingly trou- 
blesome insect—the musquio. Much complaint was 
also made by pedestrians of the unnecessary muddiness 
of the streets. The watering of the streets with salt 
water, as they were formerly, before the introduction 
of the Cochituate water, would remedy the evils com- 
plained of. If this cannot be done, then some strin- 
gent regulations should be adopted as to the number 
of times a watering cart should pass over a street 
during a day. 


BOSTON AND NEW YORK CENTRAL RAILROAD—STREETS AT 
SOUTH BOSTON. 


The location of the track of this railroad through 
South Boston was filed Jan. 16th, 1854,* and the work 
of cutting into the streets was carried on that year 
until the financial difficulties of the company prevented 
its completing the bridges across the streets which had 
been cut through. A bond was taken by the City of 
Boston for $50,000 as security for the performance of 
this work, for repairing sewers, water pipes, &c., but all 
the signers to the bond became insolvent. The com- ~ 


“A previous location had been filed by the Midland Railroad Company. 
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pany only bridged over Third Street, part of Broadway 
and Sixth Street, leaving the other streets in a very 
dangerous condition for several months. The Com- 
mittee on Paving, (under an order which passed the 
Board of Mayor and Aldermen, February 13th, 1854, ) 
at a meeting held February 22d, 1855, voted that the 
President and Directors of the Boston and New York 
Central Railroad Company be notified to meet the 
Committee on Paving, and show cause why the streets 
of South Boston were left in such a dangerous condi- 
tion. Mr. Bates appeared as counsel in behalf of the 
company, and stated that the directors were aware of 
the dangerous state of the streets, but that they were 
unable to do any thing at the time towards completing 
the bridging of the streéts. The Committee decided 
that it was important to the interests of the City that 
the highways should be made safe for public travel. 
Mr. Bates said the work of erecting the bridges and 
grading up the streets could be done by the company, 
if the City of Boston would guarantee the payment of 
the contractors if the company failed to pay them. 
He thought the company might be able to meet the 
expense by the time the bills would become due to the 
City of Boston, if the City should be obliged to pay 
them. It was voted by the Committee to procure esti- 
mates through the Railroad Company for building 
bridges over Second, Fifth and Silver Streets and Dor- 
chester Avenue, and completing the one over Broad- 
way. The estimates were obtained, and the Superin- 
tendent of Streets was authorized to have the work 
executed by the Boston and New York Central Rail- 
road Company, and if the bills were not paid by said 


‘ 
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company, to be approved by him and the Chairman of 
the Committee, and charged as money advanced to said 
corporation. The bills for the bridges and fillig were 
made out to the Boston and New York Central Railroad 
Company, and endorsed by their officers. The Paving 
Department performed labor on the bridges and the 
streets other than that above alluded to, which has 
been charged to the company. The total cost to the 
City in this department, including the advances for 
bridges, is $10,002.91, including a bill which will be 
paid Ist of February, of $18.00. 


STREET RAILROADS. 


The track of the Cambridge Horse Railroad was, 
under the authority of location established by the 
Board of Aldermen, Dec. 4th, 1854, laid down through 
Cambridge Street to Bowdoin Square the latter part of 
November and during the month of December, with 
double tracks to Chambers Street, and single track 
from Chambers Street to Bowdoin Square, with a turn- 
out in the square. The time for performing the work 
was very unseasonable for a paved street, and the pave- 
ment was badly replaced, and nearly, if not quite the 
whole, will have to be repaved in the spring. The 
Railroad Company are obligated to keep as much of 
the street as is used for their track in good repair at 
all times. 


GRADING STREETS. 


The earth excavated from Fifth Street was used in 
filling up Third Street from Oto P. The filling up 
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of this section of Third Street, which was located over 
a swamp, actually swallowed up five thousand squares 
of solid earth. The gravel taken from Broadway, be- 
tween P and the water, was taken for grading Fourth 
Street from K to O, part of Ninth Street, Dorchester 
Street, F Street and Fifth Street, and repairing other 
streets. The earth from G Street was used in grading 
Ninth Street and Dorchester Street. 

The opening of Broadway, from P to the water, 
throws open to public travel an avenue 80 feet wide 
the whole length of South Boston, from Dorchester 
Avenue to the beach opposite Fort Independence, one 
half of which is paved. 

The earth taken from Trenton Street was used in 
grading Chelsea Street, Hast Boston. The number of 
squares of earth taken for grading this street, from 
Decatur Street to Prescott Street, was 6,903 ; and there 
were also used in covering that part of said street from 
Decatur to Porter Street, 1,651 loads of gravel. 


Accompanying this Report is a schedule of the prop- 
erty belonging to the Paving Department.

In compliance with the requirements of the Ordi- 
nance relating to the Boston Lunatic Hospital, making 
it incumbent upon the Board of Visitors, in the month 
of December, annually, to transmit to the City Council 
the report of the Superintendent, with such observa- 
tions and suggestions of their own as they may deem 
of importance, the Board of Visitors respectfully sub- 
mit the followimmg communication with the report re- 
ferred to: } , 

The City Council will readily appreciate the impor- 
tance and usefulness of this Institution, and understand 
its present condition and wants, after a perusal of the 
very able and comprehensive report of our excellent 
Superintendent, Dr. Clement A. Walker. 

There is, therefore, little left for us to do beyond an 
endorsement of his report. Up to the year 1855 the 
number of those seeking the benefits of this Institution

was constantly on the increase. It will be noticed 
that, in 1851, while there were comfortable accommo- 
dations for only 200 patients in the Hospital, the ac- 
tual number, by the report, was 241. The Board of 
Visitors of that year brought this fact to the notice of 
the City Council, with the recommendation, that mea- 
sures be taken to furnish enlarged accommodations, to 
relieve the crowded condition of the Hospital and to 
provide for prospective wants. Although the evil has 
since been increasing, and the attention of the City 
Council has been called to it each year, nothing has 
been, as yet, accomplished. More patients have been 
received this year than during any year since the first 
of its establishment, yet we report at this time seven- 
teen less in the Hospital than at the commencement of 
the year. | 

This is owing in part to the facts shown by the 
report of the Superintendent, that a number have been 
removed to the State institutions, and also that a larger 
number than usual in one year, have been discharged 
as cured. 

We are satisfied that enlarged accommodations would 
conduce to the comfort and happiness of the inmates, 
and tend to promote their health, and strengthen the 
prospects of ultimate cure; and we should urge this 
subject upon the attention of the present City Council, 
but for the following considerations, viz: 

About three-fourths of our patients are State paupers, 
and, consequently, a State charge, 

The State authorities are now erecting a new Asylum 
for the Insane, at Northampton, which, when com- 
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pleted, will be capable of accommodating at least 250 
patients. 

It is shown to be the policy of the State to take 
charge of their own paupers, by the erection and occu- 
pancy of State Almshouses, at Bridgewater, Tewks- 
bury, and Monson. 

In view of these facts, we cannot recommend any 

expenditure for the purpose suggested, at present, but 
would simply say that an addition to the “Cottage 
Building,” to allow room for exercise to the patients 
confined there, and the additions of the lands on the 
northerly side of First Street, lately occupied by the 
House of Industry, as proposed by the Supermtendent, 
all of which may be done at a very small expense, are 
all that are wanted in that line of improvement. 
* Owing to the uncertainty, as to what would be the 
action of the City Government in relation to the re- 
moval of this Institution to some other locality, nothing 
of moment has been done, for several years, to improve 
the interior arrangements of the building. Feeling 
certain that no change would be made, for some years 
to come, we have this year refurnished and done much 
‘to improve the apartments occupied by the Superin- 
tendent, introduced gas throughout the whole building, 
and procured new furnaces, for heating, to take the 
place of the old ones, which had become almost worth- 
less. These expenses, together with the extra cost of 
almost every article of food, will make our expenses 
this year somewhat larger than they have been hith- 
erto. We think, however, that nothing has been done 
that should not have been done, and that we have had 
a due regard to economy in all the expenditures. 
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We believe much good has been accomplished the 
past year by this Institution. In several instances pa- 
tients have been restored to health, to reason, and to 
_ friends, who have been looked upon hithereto beyond 
hope. | 

Dr. Walker has proved himself to be peculiarly and 
thoroughly qualified for the duties of his office; and 
we feel that much credit is due to him for his devotion — 
to those duties, and the skill and ability he has mani- 
fested in the performance of them. With our best 
wishes for his welfare and happiness, and prayers that 
the favor of Heaven may rest upon the Institution and ' 
the poor unfortunates who- are forced to seek its aid, 
we close our remarks.

GENTLEMEN: — The Superintendent begs leave to 
present the following tables and statements as the Six- 
teenth Annual Report of the Boston Lunatic Hospital : 

Nothing has occurred in our household to render its 
history, for the year that has just closed, in any way 
remarkable. The number of those who have sought 
and found, at our door, the protecting charity of the 
City has been large. Many have been removed by 
friends and guardians; many have been borne out 
. freed from all earthly trouble, and a goodly number 
have gone forth “clothed, and in their right minds.” 

Thankful for whatever of success has attended our 
efforts, and deeply regretting our failure to do more, 
we enter upon the duties and trials of another year, 
with more to encourage us than we had a twelvemonth 
ago. 

The following tables of statistics, necessarily imper- 
fect, and in some particulars unreliable, are believed to 
be fuller and more correct than usual. 
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The first affords a concise tabular history of the 
Hospital from its foundation, sixteen years ago.

The number admitted during the past year is very 
large. During no other year, since the first, have so 
many been accommodated. Three hundred and fifty- 
three have, durmg the year, found an asylum, for a 
longer or shorter period, within these walls. Ninety- 
seven of this number have been admitted since De- 
cember I, 1854. 

Karly in the Spring, the State Authorities removed 
a portion of the State patients to the Alms Houses and 
the Taunton Hospital. Since then no one has been 
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refused who has sought admission, and more have 
applied to the Police Court than usual. To this cause 
may be justly attributed the large number of commit- 
ments here, and not, I think, to any material increase 
of insanity in this community. During the summer, the 
seven patients supported by the City at the Worcester 
Hospital were removed by your direction, and are now 
resident here. 

Nearly one-third of those admitted were less than 
thirty years of age, and the number of the very aged 
was also remarkable. One of our Halls, in a quiet 
afternoon and evening, has very much the appearance 
of an Old Ladies’ Home, its cheerful aspect only marred 
by the reflection that death only will break the circle. 

I am happy to say that a change has been made in 
the mode of commitment, and that it is no longer 
necessary that any insane person should appear in open 
court. The whole process of examination and commit- 
ment is now completed in a private room. This is a 
change in the right direction, and will relieve the un- 
fortunate subjects from useless and cruel annoyance, 
and us from much trouble. 

The recoveries during the year have been nearly 
double those of the year before. An unusually large 
number of those remaining under treatment are more 
or less rapidly recovering, and give good promise of 
early restoration to health and society. This is grati- 
fying and encouraging in itself, and more so that it 
fully confirms the justness of the opinion advanced in 
the last Report. 

While speaking of our apparently lessened success, 
it was remarked that 
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“There is comfort in the thought, however, that we 
have, in all probability, seen the extent of this evil, 
and that hereafter, if we be no better off, we shall, at 
least, be no worse. The future can be no more barren 
of success, while it may chance to be more fruitful.” 

We begin another year with more confidence than 
we could reasonably claim in entering upon the past. 
But the good effected in a Lunatic Hospital, more par- 
ticularly in one, like this, for the poor alone, should 
not be measured by the number of recoveries. All 
that is done to soothe the misery of a terrible and life- 
long affliction should go into the account. In this way 
we trust we have done more than appears in the above 
tables. Every improvement made, in the care and 
management of such a household, is a positive good 
secured. 

The number of deaths, though large, is smaller, and 
relatively much smaller, than that of the preceding 
year. More than half of those who have deceased 
were old inmates, worn out by insanity and gradually 
destroyed by chronic disease. Many have been brought. 
here in an almost dying condition. In several instances 
it has been deemed necessary by the court to advise 
the instant removal of the patient to the Hospital, even 
before the legal papers could be completed. 

The removal by the State of thirty-two of our in- 
mates to the State institutions, although only three or 
four single rooms were thereby vacated, revived the 
hope of domg something more for our Cottage patients, 
but the immediate and continued influx of others from 
the court has kept all of that class of rooms, in the 
female apartments, in constant use. We cannot, there- 
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fore, report progress in this particular. The hope of a 
change for the better is not abandoned. 

Because of the uncertainty which still surrounds the 
future location of this institution, I forbear to urge 
again upon your attention the subject of the alteration 
heretofore proposed in the Cottage building. For the 
same and other reasons, the cry, that has annually 
gone forth for increased accommodations, is not now 
heard. In this particular we shall probably go through 
another year comfortably. 

Allow me to leave this subject with the suggestion 
that the grounds around the old House of Industry, on 
this side of First Street, might be profitably annexed 
to our little territory, so long as they shall remain un- 
occupied. | 

The introduction of gas throughout the Hospital has 
added greatly to our convenience and more to the com- 
fort and pleasure of the inmates. But little injury to 
the fixtures has been done by the patients, all treat- 
ing with due respect the source of light and pleasure 
during these long winter evenings. 

The improvements made in our heating apparatus, 
although expensive, have been of great service. We 
have had but little trouble in keeping the halls warm 
during the coldest weather. ‘They have never been so 
uniformly comfortable in winter as now. Jam of the 
opinion, however, that there is no saving in the quan- 
tity of fuel consumed. 

The expenditures for the year have been made, as 
heretofore, by the Committee on Supplies. They are 
large, but it should be remembered that while flour 
and meat —the great staples in our daily consumption 
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—have been high throughout the year, many other 
articles, of which we consume largely, have been nearly 
doubled in price since the year began. 

IT am happy to say that, through the efforts of one 
of your number, a foundation is laid for a substantial 
Library. During the coming year we hope to make it 
worthy of the name. 

Chapel services have been acceptably conducted, 
since March, by the same member. 

We are again indebted to Signor Blitz for the enter- 
tainment he kindly afforded the inmates, by an exhibi- 
tion of his learned birds and magic tricks. For one 
day, at least, sunshine and joy prevailed. The mem- 
ory thereof has not yet died out. We take pleasure 
in thus publicly acknowledging our obligations for his 
kind thoughtfulness of us. 

At no former period have the patients here enjoyed 
so many sources of amusement as during the past sea- 
son. The removal of the piano, old and poor as it is, 
to the upper female hall, has been a source of daily 
pleasure. We have fortunately had one or more in- 
mates able and willing to use it for the general gratifi- 
cation. It has been our custom, also, to call in occa- 
sionally, from the street, a strolling organ, and, at a 
trifling expense, thus to greatly relieve the tedium of 
confinement. ‘The entrance of one of these musicians 
is always hailed with expressions of delight. 

The influence of these amusements upon our house- 
hold is apparent. If we have made any advancement 
in the management of this often turbulent family, it is 
owing to this in a great degree. 

To Mrs. 8. E. Hall, of Dorchester, our thanks are

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due for a donation of ten dollars, to be devoted to the 
purchase of pictures, with which to adorn the walls of 
our halls. Hon. Moses Kimball has kindly promised 
us a‘donation of engravings for the same purpose. 

In addition to weekly News and Religious papers, 
which have so often been gratefully acknowledged, we 
have this year received, from the City Hall, a daily 
supply of the morning and evening journals.. Your 
Chairman, through whose thoughtfulness, we were thus 
favored, can hardly conceive of the enjoyment that has 
been afforded thereby.

APPENDIX: 


Ix compliance with the recommendation of “ THE AssocrATION 
OF MeEpicAL SUPERINTENDENTS OF AMERICAN INSTITUTIONS FOR 
THE InsANz,” the following propositions on the construction of 
hospitals for the insane, as adopted by that body, are appended 
to the foregoing’ Report. 


ON THE CONSTRUCTION OF HOSPITALS FOR THE INSANE. 


‘ 

I. Every hospital for the insane should be in the country, not 
within less than two miles of a large town, and easily accessible 
at all seasons. . 

Il. No hospital for the insane, however limited its capacity 
should have less than fifty acres of land, devoted to gardens and 
pleasure grounds for its patients. At least one hundred acres 
should be possessed by every State hospital, or other institution 
for two hundred patients, to which number these propositions 
apply, unless otherwise mentioned. 

Iif. Means should be provided to raise ten thousand gallons 
of water daily, to reservoirs that will supply the highest parts of 
the building. 

IV. No hospital for the insane should be built, without the 
plan having been first submitted to some physician or physicians, 
who have had charge of a similar establishment, or are practi- 
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eally acquainted with all the details of their arrangements, and 
received his or their full approbation. 

VY. The highest number that can with propriety be treated in 
one building is two hundred and fifty, while two hundred is ‘a 
preferable maximum. 

VI. All such buildings should be constructed of stone or 
brick, have slate or metallic roofs, and, as far as possible, be’ 
made secure, from accidents by fire. 

VII. Every hospital, having provision for two hundred or 
more patients, should have in it at least eight distinct wards for 
each sex, making sixteen classes in the entire establishment. 

VII. Each ward should have in it a parlor, a corridor, single 
lodging-rooms for patients, an associated dormitory, communicat- 
ing with a chamber for two attendants; a clothes-room, a bath- 
room, a water-closet, a dining-room, a dumb waiter, and a speak- 
ing-tube leading to the kitchen, or other central part of the 
building. . 

IX. No apartments should ever be provided for the confine- 
ment of patients, or as their lodging-rooms, that are not entirely 
above ground. 

X. No class of rooms should ever be constructed without 
some kind of window in each, communicating directly with the 
external atmosphere. 

XI. No chamber for the use of a single patient should ever 
be less than eight by ten feet, nor should the ceiling of any story 
occupied by patients be less than twelve feet in height. 

XII. The floors of patients’ apartments should always be of 
wood. 

XIII. The stairways should always be of iron, stone, or other 
indestructible material, ample in size and number, and easy of 
ascent to afford convenient egress in case of accident from fire. 

XIV. <A large hospital should consist of a main central build- 
ing with wings. 

XV. The main central building should contain the offices, 
receiving rooms for company, and apartments entirely private, 
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for the superintending physician and his family, in case that 
officer resides in the hospital building. 

XVL The wings should be ‘so arranged that, if rooms are 
placed on both sides of a corridor, the corridors should be fur- 
nished at both ends with movable glazed sashes, for the free 
admission of both light and air. 

XVI. The lighting should be by gas, on account of its con- 
venience, cleanliness, safety, and economy. 

XVII. The apartments for washing clothing, &c., should be 
detached from the hospital building. | 

XIX. The drainage should be under ground, and all the 
inlets to the sewers should be properly secured to prevent offensive 
emanations. 

XX. All hospitals should. be warmed by passing an abun- 
dance of pure, fresh air from the external atmosphere, over pipes 
or plates, containing steam under low pressure, or hot water, the 
temperature of which at the boiler does not exceed 212° F., and 
placed in the basement or cellar of the building to be heated. 

XXI. A complete system of forced ventilation, in connection 
with the heating, is indispensable to give purity to the air of a 
hospital for the insane; and no expense that is required to effect 
this object thoroughly can be deemed either misplaced or inju- 
dicious. 

XXIL The boilers for generating steam for warming the 
building should be in a detached structure, connected with which 
may be the engine for pumping water, driving the washing appa- 
ratus, and other machinery. 

XXIII. All the water-closets should, as far as possible, be 
made of indestructible materials, be simple in their arrangement, 
and have a strong downward ventilation connected with them. — 

XXIV. The floors of bath-rooms, water-closets, and basement 
stories should, as far as possible, be made of materials that wal 
not absorb moisture. 

XXYV. ‘The wards for the most excited class should be con- 
structed with rooms on but one side of a corridor, not less than 
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ten feet wide, the external windows of which should be large, and 
have pleasant views from them. 

XXVI. Wherever practicable, the pleasure-grounds of a hos- 
pital for the insane should be surrounded by a substantial wall, 
so placed as not to be unpleasantly visible from the building.

To tHe City Covuncin:— 


The Committee.on Paving, &c., would respectfully 
report, that the appropriation for Paving has been 
nearly exhausted, and that the Superintendent of 
Streets estimates that there will be needed to defray 
the expenses already incurred in removing snow from 
the streets, and those which will probably arise from 
the present condition of our streets, the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars. The Committee would state that 
the balance of the Paving appropriation January Ist, 
1856, was $8,597.20, and this amount the Superintend- 
ent of Streets states would have been sufficient to have 
defrayed the expenses of the department during an 
ordinary winter, but the present winter has been one 
of unusual severity, and the quantity of snow which 
has fallen, is much heavier than for some thirty years. 
A great additional cost has been thrown upon the City 
in consequence of the blocking up of the streets by the 
snow thrown from roofs, yards, and alleys. The Com- 
mittee believe that the money has been judiciously 
expended, and that it is the bounden duty of the City 
to see that its highways are safe for public travel, and, 
as far as possible, that the citizens are made secure 
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from damages from sudden thaws and rains, by the re- 
moval of the immense quantities of snow in the streets. 
For this end the money has and will be expended. The 
Committee on Paving, therefore, for the above reasons, 
ask for the additional appropriation of twenty thousand 
dollars.

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REPORT. 


To tHe Honorasie Crty Councin: 


The City Registrar respectfully asks to submit his 
Annual Report, together with such observations as 
seem to him worthy of attention. 

It is a matter for congratulation, that the subject of 
Registration is receiving so much of popular attention. 
Its importance is appreciated not only by men of learn- 
ing and ability, to whose labors its present elevated 
position is indebted, but it is becoming more and more 
understood by all classes, and its just value will, ere 
long, it is hoped, be generally acknowledged. 

In no part of the country have Vital, or Mortality 
Statistics, been regarded with so much favor as in Mas- 
sachusetts; and by no State has so much been done to 
ensure exactness in all their details. The various Re- 
ports on the subject, emanating from the State depart- 
ment, possess a value not equaled by those of any 
other State, and reflect great credit on their authors. 
In these Reports, the advantages to be derived from a 
perfect system of Registration, by all classes of the com- 
munity, have frequently been set forth, and need only 
to be properly considered to receive general assent. 

The Annual Reports of the City Registrar are de- 
signed, not only to apprise the City Council of what 
has been accomplished in his department the preceding 
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year, but to present the facts coming within his reach, 
in such a shape as to commend them to public atten- 
tion. ‘Those issued under the supervision of the late 
‘City Registrar have been regarded with much favor by 
those who have consulted them, and who appreciate 
the labor that is required to furnish a document of this 
character, and even of such brief dimensions. The ~ 
same general features which characterized these Re- 
ports, have been preserved in those of his successor, 
who has endeavored to ensure accuracy in his state- 
ments, and to present those facts which have seemed 
to him justly entitled to public attention. With these 
few general remarks, the following statements, and ob- 
servations thereon, are respectfully submitted for your 
consideration. 

Copies of the Births, Marriages, and Deaths in the 
City of Boston during the year 1855, duly certified, 
have been forwarded to the office of a Secretary of 
State, as the law requires. 


BIRTHS. 


The duty of canvassing the City for the Births © 
during the year, was again entrusted to Mr. George 
Adams, under whose supervision it has been faithfully 
and intelligently performed. 

The annexed Table presents an increase of 128 births 
over the number collected the preceding year, which 
corresponds Very nearly with the average increase of 
the last six years.

The foregoing statement indicates that the births in 
Boston the last year, were in the ratio of 1 to every 
27.98 of the population. The greatest number of 
births occurred in Ward 1, but the greatest comparative 
productiveness was in Ward 2, (East Boston, ) where the . 
births were as 1 to 22.32 of its population. ‘The ward 
second in productiveness is the 7th, which produced 
one birth to 24.57 of its population. Ward 4 exhibits 
the greatest comparative sterility, by furnishing one 
birth only to 64.32 of its residents. | 

There were 29 births of colored children—15 males 
and 14 females—being 1 to 76.55 of the colored popu- 
lation. , 

There were fifty instances of twin births. In twenty- 
one of these, both children were boys; in eleven, both 
were girls; and in the remaining eighteen, a boy and” 
a girl in each case. Nine pairs of the twins were the 
children of American parents, and twenty-seven pairs 
belonged to Irish parents.

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MARRIAGES. 


During the past year, the Intentions of Marriage of 
3,061 couples were entered, a decrease of 268 from 
the number entered the previous year. ‘To the present 
' date, the number of ee recorded that were sol- 
emnized in 1855, is 2,855—273 less than the number 
recorded the previous year. | 

Of the males, 1,159 were born in the United States, 
making 40.60 per cent. of the whole number; 1,110 
were born in Ireland, being 38.88 per cent.; while 
other foreign places claim the remaining 20.52 per 
cent. 

Of the females, 1,117 were born in America, making 
39.12 per cent. of all that were married; 1,239 were 
born in Ireland, constituting 43.40 per cent.; the re- 
mainder being. made up of females born in othe foreign. 
places. | 

The residence of 2,196 of the males at the time of 
marriage was Boston; 480 belonged to other towns in 
_ the State; and 179 came from places out of the State. 

Of the females, 2,373 resided in Boston; 384 be-. 
longed to other towns in the State; and 98 were sought 
for beyond the limits of the Commonwealth. 

The number of non-resident couples, who either dwelt 
in other towns in the State, or came from other States 
to be married here, was 324. 

Included in the whole number of marriages, are 52 
couples, one or both of whom were residents of Boston, 
but who were married in other States. The Marriage 
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Act requires such parties to register their marriages 
within seven days after their return. 

There were 35 colored couples married, in addition 
to nine instances, in which the grooms were colored, 
and the brides white. One of the first named, was that 
of a youth of 18, united to a girl of the same age. 
Another was that of a widower of 40 and a girl of 19. 

An examination of the first division of the following 
table will show, that of the 1,159 American males 
married, 969 were united to American females: Of 
the 1,110 Irish males, 1,025 married a like number of 
Trish females. Anticipating the natural result of these 
unions, we find that only 33.94 per cent. of the pro- 
spective increase will be of purely native blood, (sup- 
posing, at the outset, that the parentage of the parties 
married was of that character,) while 35.90 per cent. 
will be of an unmixed Milesian strain. The remaining 
30.16 per cent.—almost equal of itself to the Anglo- 
Saxon substratum—will, of course, be of an amalga- 
mated character, wholly defiant of classification. 

By the second division of the same table, it will be 
noticed, that 61 males under 21 years of age were mar- 
ried. Of this number, 40 were 20 years of age, 12 
were 19, and 9 were only 18. 

Of the 491 females under 20 years of age, 77 were 
of 18 years, 54 of 17, 24 of 16, 2 of 15, and 1 of 14. 
This last married a young man of 21 ;—they are next to 
the youngest couple married during the year. The 
youngest couple was that of a youth of 18 and a girl 
of 16. 33 

Several instances of considerable disparity in the 
ages of parties married may be noticed: such as a 
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widower of 35 to a girl of 16; a young man under 21 
to a female over 30 years; another of 26 to a widow 
of 40; a youth of 18 to a widow of 20; another of 20 
to a widow of 28 (who brought with her two children, 
by the way); and several others of a similar char- 
acter. One of 74 took for his third wife a widow of 
44, while another chose for his fifth a maiden of 23! 

The oldest male married (indicated in Table ILL. by 
an asterisk) was a widower of 91, who took for his wife 
a maiden lady of 71! } 

The favorite period of life at which males select their 
partners, seems to be that between the ages of 21 and 
25. The number that married in 1855 within that 
period, is 1,018, or nearly 35.65 per cent. of the whole 
number married. A second favorite period is that be- 
tween the ages of 25 and 30, when 961, or 33.66 per 
cent. changed their condition. <A third period—that 
between 30 and 40—has many ardent lovers,—593 of 
whom, or 20.77 per cent., took to themselves help- 
meets. | 

The favorite matrimonial period for females appears 
to lie between the 20th and the 25th year. It will be 
observed, that 1,297, or nearly 45.43 per cent. of the 
whole number of marriages, were consummated during 
that interesting period. The second period,is the same 
as that of the males,—between 25 and 30. Here, 647, 
or 22.66 per cent. of the females married, received 
their husbands. The third is that falling below the 
age of 20, at which time the goodly number of 491 
selected their partners. A fourth period,—also a favor- 
ite with the other sex,—lies between the sober boun- 
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daries of 30 and 40. During this period, 593 males 
and 326 females changed their conditions. 

Of the females under 20 years, 31 married men over 
30; and three obtained husbands who had passed their 
fortieth year. One female between 20 and 25, married 
a man who was upwards of 50, while another of the 
same age, received a husband in a man of the mature 
age of 60! 

Of the marriages of the males, 2,449, or 85.77 
per cent. were first marriages; 2,290, or 80.21 per 
cent. were to maidens; 156 to widows; and three to 
those who had been widows twice. The number of 
second marriages was 373;—253. of these were to 
maidens; 116 to widows; and four to those who had 
been widows twice. Of the 25 third marriages, 14 
were to maidens, 9 to widows, and one to a widow 
the second time, and one to a widow the third time. 
There was one fourth, and one fifth marriage ;—the 
first to a maiden of 30, and the other to a maiden of 
23! | 

The first marriages of females number 2,559, or — 
89.63 per cent. of the whole number. Of these, 2,290 
were to single males; 253 to widowers; and 14 be- 
came third wives! 

The condition of five couples, who came from other 
States, without certificates, is unknown. 
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MORTALITY OF THE YEAR. 


The report of the mortality of the past year 1s sub- 
mitted with regret, that greater accuracy in the speci- 
fication of the causes of death was not possible. A 
large portion of the mortality is made up from those 
who received no medical attendance during their illness, 
and therefore no professional statement of the causes 
of their death was to be obtained. In such cases, the 
particulars required for registration were only to be 
derived from the most unintelligent sources; and so 
manifestly incorrect were many of these, that it was 
preferred to record the causes of death as “unknown,” 
rather than to duplicate the absurdity on the face of 
the return. As long as the present law remains in 
force, requiring undertakers, instead of physicians, to 
make returns of deaths, it is not easy to see how any 
amendment in this respect can be looked for. It would 
seem, that the correct ascertainment of the cause of 
death was one of the first objects of the Registration 
system ; but until some other method of reporting shall 
be adopted, this desirable result, it is clear, cannot be 
looked for. 

The annexed tables show, that there were 4,080 
deaths in Boston in the year 1855,—361 less than the 
mortality of the preceding year, and 204 below that of 
1853. This indicates that Boston is one of the health- 
iest cities in the Union. Compared with New York, 
whose population does not differ very materially from 
our own in character, the disparity between the rates 
of mortality of the two cities is considerable. Esti-

mating the population of the latter place at 625,000, 
the deaths there in 1853 (exclusive of stillborn chil- 
dren, which are embraced in the City Inspector's table 
of mortality,) were 1 to 29.58 of the population. As 
this result agrees very nearly with that of several pre- 
ceding years, it probably does not differ essentially 
from that of 1855. On the other hand, the rate of 
mortality in Boston the past year was 1 to 39.88. In 
1850 it was 1 to 37.84. According to the Sanitary 
Report of the City of Buffalo for the year 1854, the 
rate of mortality there for that year was 1 to 25.90 of 
the population. In Baltimore, the ratio of deaths in 
1855 to the population was 1 to 39.40. Although 
nothing absolutely certain is intended to be predicated 
upon the above comparisons, certainly something is to 
be gathered,—sufficient to show, at least, that the sani- 
tary condition of Boston is of a very gratifying char- 
acter. } 

The following table shows the population of each 
ward, the per centage of the same to that of the whole 
city, the number of deaths in each ward, and their per 
centage to the entire mortality.

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It should be stated, that the deaths in the hospitals. 
at Deer Island and Rainsford Island (numbering 37 and 
66 respectively,) are comprised in the mortality of | 
Ward 2; the deaths in the Massachusetts Hospital, 
(amounting to 101,) are counted among those of Ward 
5; while the deaths in the City Institutions at South 
Boston (numbering 59) are placed to the credit of 
Ward.12. This explanation will assist the reader, in 
some measure, in accounting for the excess in the per 
centage of the deaths in each of those wards over the 
per centage of the population of the same. 

It will be néticed, that while Ward 1 contains only 
11.83 per cent. of the population of the City, its per 
centage of the deaths amounts to 14.38. That fact is 
accounted for, when it is remembered, that that part of 
the City comprises a large number of our foreign-born 
citizens. ‘The same remark applies to Wards 7 and 8, 
and in some measure to Wards 2 and 12. The similar 
excess in Ward 5 may be accounted for by the deaths 
in the Massachusetts Hospital, and is not indicative of 
the general health of the ward. 

+ Wards 3, 4, 6, 9, 10, and 11, present a favorable san- 
itary condition,—the per centage of deaths in each 
falling considerably below the per centage of its popu- 
lation. Especially is this the case in regard to Ward 
6, where the bulk of the colored population reside. 
This agrees with the statement made elsewhere in this 
report, that the per centage of mortality among this 
portion of the community, is considerably less than 
among the whites. Wards 4 and 9 exhibit a fair con- 
dition of health. ‘The first embraces portions of North 
and Cross Streets, and many crowded lanes and alleys 
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at the north-east part of the City; and the latter con- 
tains a large population in similar localities in the 
vicinity of the Back Bay. 

The aggregate ages of all who died in Boston during 
the year 1855, amount to 81,130 years, averaging 
19.88 years to each—a slight falling off from the aver- 
age of the preceding year. If the number of those 
who died from casualties, &c., (amounting to 182) be 
deducted from the deaths by natural causes, we have 
the reduced number of 3,898, which indicates the 
actual sanitary condition of the City. This, then, 
gives the average of nearly 21 years. 

The number of males that died is 2,084. Their 
agoregate ages amount to 41,177 years, allowing to 
each the average age of 19.75. 

Of females, there died 1,996, their aggregate ages 
reaching 39,953 years, giving an average of 20 years 
to each individual. Last year’s report recorded an 
average age of over 22 years. 

The aggregate ages of those who were foreign-born, 
together with their children (only 209 of whom reached 
their fifth year) amount to a fraction over 43,405 years 
which allows to each an average of only 14.97 years! 

Of married males, there died 557, a decrease of 44 
from the number recorded last year. This class furnish 
13.65 per cent. of all the deaths, and 26.72 per cent. 
of the males. The deaths of 60 widowers are recorded ; 
last year there were 84. | 

The mortality of married females is set down at 410, 
being 10 per cent. of all the deaths, and 20.54 of the 
females. The number of widows was 248, 10 less than 
died the preceding year.

Sixty-three colored persons died during the year—30 
males and 33 females. The aggregate ages of these’ 
amount to a little more than 1,798 years, averaging 
over 28 years to each person, and being more than 
eight years in their favor over the whites. The males 
average 22.33 years, and the females 34. 

Of colored males under 1 year, 7 died ; females, 5 ; 
from 1 to 5, 2 males, 4 females; from 5 to 15, 2 males. 

By the last census of the City, recently published, - 
the colored population is stated to be 2,220; by that, 
the rate of mortality among that class is 1 to 35.28. 
Among the whites, the ratio is as 1 to 39.96. 

There were 186 deaths from casualties, homicides, 
suicides, &c. Of these, 153 were males, ande33 females. 

The following table purports to show the deaths on 
each day of the year. Doubtless there are mistakes 
here. Even concerning such a simple fact as reporting 
the dates of death, errors are often made. Hxcept 
when considered in connection with meteorological ob- 
servations, or in some special cases, this uncertainty is, 
perhaps, of no particular moment.

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During the first eight months of the past year, the 
deaths were 540 less than they were during the same 
time the previous year; while the last four months 
they were 179 more. As usual, the month of August 
gives the largest mortality, although there was a falling 
off of 68 from last report. 

It will be noticed, that the class of deaths denomi- 
nated as ‘“‘accidents,” present a larger number than are 
usually recorded in our bills of mortality. Although 
there has been a slight increase of casualties, &c., the 
past year, the present augmented list is owing to the 
term “accidents” being made to embrace a large num- 
ber of deaths which have heretofore been otherwise 
classified. There does not ‘appear to be any good rea- 
son, why-one class of accidental deaths should be de- 
signated as “burns and scalds,”—without specifying 
whether death was caused by burning or scalding,— 
another as “drowned,” while all deaths resulting from 
collisions on railroads, or by shooting, maiming, and a 
dozen other ways, must be content to be recorded 
under the indefinite term of “accidental.” All acci- 
dental deaths, therefore, whether by drowning, expo- 
sure, or any sudden casualty, are designated as “ acci- 
dents.” 

The number whose deaths were caused by accidents, 
is 152,—nearly 4 per cent. of all the deaths. 

Apoplexy.—Thirty-seven deaths from this cause are 
recorded. In each of the five years commencing with 
1849, the deaths from apoplexy were 22, 27, 32, 23, and: 
20 respectively. In 1854 the number was 36, 24 
being American born, the remainder foreign. In the 
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present table they stand, 19 of the former and 18 of 
the latter. 

Inflammation. of Bowels.—The number of deaths thus 
designated is 37, a decrease of 15 from the previous 
year’s record, ‘There were, however, in 1854, 48 speci- 
fied as occurring from “ disease of the bowels,” against 11. 
the past year. ‘This term is a vague one, and serves to 
embrace a class of cases, concerning which nothing 
beyond the probable seat of the disease could be ascer- 
tained. It is a matter of regret, that so large a por- 
tion of the annual mortality should bear so indefinite a 
designation. 

The deaths from Diseases of the Brain amount to 
135,—3.30 per cent. of all the deaths. 

Cancer.—Thirty-one deaths from this cause are re- 
corded. The location of the disease in each case is 
given, with the exception of one, where no more defi- 
nite information could be obtained, than that the cancer 
was “on the head.” 

Cholera Infantum.—The deaths from this cause num- 
ber 231, or 5.66 per cent: of all the deaths. Of this 
number, 63 were children of American parents, one 
was foreign-born, and 167 were children of foreign- 
born parents. The year before, there were but 82, 
thus reported,—149 less than appear in the present 
table. 

Consumption.—The number of deaths from. this cause 
the past year is 735,—17 less than occurred in 1854. 
Though the deaths from this disease are less, there is, 
in fact, a relative increase. The previous year. the 
deaths, from consumption made 16.93 per cent, of all) 
the deaths. This year it constitutes upwards of 18 per 
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cent. From the following statement, it will be seen, 
that of the whole number of victims to consumption, 
foreigners and their children comprise 69 per cent. :

Of the whole number, those born in Ireland com- 
prise more than half. Of these last, the two sexes 
furnish about an equal number, while of those born in 
the United States, the females considerably prepon- 
derate. 

The deaths from Convulsions number 128, exhibiting 


a decrease of 28 from the amount similarly reported 


the previous year. The children of American parents 
furnish only 23 of the victims. 

Croup.—This disease proved fatal in 145 instances— 
the exact number that died from it in 1854. The 
children of American parents comprise only 47 of the 
whole number. 

Debihty.—Those thus designated in this year’s table 
number 55—a slight increase over the number thus 
reported in 1854. 

Of Diarrhea and Dysentery, 22 and 141 are reported, 
respectively. There is a decrease of 32 from the first, 
and of 8 from the latter. It should be observed, how- 
ever, that notwithstanding the difference plainly evident 
between these two diseases, they are not unfrequently

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confounded together. The certain prevalence, or fatal- 
ity of either, cannot always, therefore, be determined 
by the record. 

Infantile Diseases.—The various Histactl incident to 
the first days of infantile existence, proved fatal in 278 
instances. Next to Consumption, the mortality from 
causes thus designated are the most numerous ;—they 
make 6.81 per cent. of all the deaths. 

There were 34 deaths from Puerperal Diseases, against 
58 the previous year. Only 10 of these were females 
born in the United States. | 

Of Dropsy, 83 cases occurred, against 69 the year 
before. Dropsy in the Head presents about ,the same 
number that have been recorded in each of the preced- 
ing five years. 

Lpilepsy.—Ten cases of this malady are recorded, an 


increase of four over the number noticed in any former 


year. 

Erysipelas proved fatal in 36 instances—about the 

average mortality from this cause for the last six 
years. 
Of Typhus, Typhoid, and Scarlet Fever, 12, 78, and 
67 deaths are reported. There is a decrease of 26 from 
the first ; the others do not vary much from last year’s 
report. 

Intermittent Fever.—Three deaths from this cause are 
given ;—one was that of an Irish laborer, which oc- 
curred in May last; the second was that of a Dutch 
sailor, in September last; and the third was that of a 


female child of two years, recently arrived from Wash- 
ington, D. C. 


w 
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A single case of Goud finds its place in this year’s table. 

Homicides.—Deaths from violence number 14—an 
increase of four over last year’s record. Three of these 
were of unknown infants, and are thus designated in 
accordance with the verdicts of coroners’ juries. 

Hooping-cough proved fatal im 78 cases—22 more 
than occurred in 1854. 

The various Diseases of the Heart amount to 92, an 
increase of nine. Many of these cases are to be looked 
on with suspicion. It is a convenient term to apply to 
sudden deaths, even if their cause should chance to be 
in the brain. | 

Intemperance numbers 31 as its total of victims, 14 
less than appeared in last year’s record. It will be un- 
derstood that this term embraces not only those who 
died from Delirium tremens, but those whose death was 
brought about by general dissolute habits. 

Of Diseases of the Liver, 24 cases occurred, 14 less 
than the number of the previous year. 

Two deaths from Tetanus, or Lockjaw, are given ;—in 
1854 there were three. 

The deaths from Diseases of the Lungs amount to 226, - 
making 9.53 per cent. of all the deaths. The year 
previous, there were 260 deaths from the same causes. 
Ninety-six of the present year’s number were of Amer- 
ican parentage; 49 were foreign-born, and 81 were 
children of foreign-born parents. 

Against six deaths from Gangrene in 1854, the pres- 
ent table records four igstances. 

Marasmus is another term deserving of suspicion. 
Like Dropsy im the Head, and Diseases of the Bowels, 
with some, it appears to be a generic designation with 
others, to indicate all those cases of which nothing sat- 
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isfactory could be learnt. Seventy-nine deaths are thus 
reported this year, against 106 the preceding year. Of 
the former number, the children of American parents 
outnumber all others by five. 

The deaths from Measles are stated at 69, of which 
the children of American parents comprise only nine. 
The preceding year there died from this cause 136,— 
nearly double the number of the present record. 

The number reported as having died of Old Age, is 
81,—three less than the number set down in the table 
of 1854. The present number is in the ratio of 1 to 
2,009 of the population. It should be stated, however, 
that several of those thus reported died at an age 
hardly justifying the adjective prefix “old.” Of the 
whole number, Americans by birth contributed 59. 
During the month of April last, 16 thus designated 
died. 

Paralysis proved fatal in 33 cases, and Pleurisy in 
45,—a slight decrease of the latter from last year’s 
report. 

Rheumatism and Scrofula contribute, respectively, 14 
and 19, to the mortality. Of the former there is a de- 
crease of five, and of the latter, eight. 

The deaths from Small Pox amount to 182,—an in- 
_crease of 64 over the number thus reported last year. 
' With the exception of 1850, when there were 192 
deaths from this cause, it has been more fatal the past 
year than it has been for the last five years. 

Teething.—The instances thus designated, amount to 
196,—a greater number than has been reported im any 
one year, except in that of 1853, when it was the same. 
But a small portion of these had exceeded their first 
year. Only 49 were children of American parents. 
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Thrush, or Canker, presents the diminished number 
of 27, against 38 the previous year. 

The 16 deaths reported as from Worms, it will be 
seen were children of foreign parents. | 

The following table embraces all who are known to 
have died from other than natural causes. It may be 
that some here specified really died from some disease 
justly entitled to a “local habitation and a name,” al- 
though it may have been superinduced by a violent 
cause. Such cases, however, it was not possible to as- 
certain. Although the table may not be of much 
practical value, it will serve to apprise the curious, in 
a concise form, of how many “ills flesh is heir to.”

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It will be observed, that 49.24 per cent. of all the 
deaths recorded this year are of children under five 
years of age. The mortality in the corresponding pe- 
riod last year, was less than 44 per cent. Of deaths 
between the ages of five and ten, the difference is 
slightly in favor of the present year. From 15 to 20, 
there is no essential variance between the two records. 
During the 'three decades between 20 and 50, the table 
of this year records 28.55 per cent. of all the deaths ; 
while during the same period of last year, 33.98 per 
cent. was the result. In each of the succeeding de- 
cades (except that between 60 and 70,) there has been 
an increase in the mortality of 1855 over that of the 
previous year. 

Of those who died under five years of age, 91 expired 
on the day of their birth; 85 before they were one week 
old; 123 didnot survive one month; 358 died before they 
were six months old; 388 when they were between six 
months and one year; 558 died ere they had reached 
their second year; 223 fell short of their third; and 
183 only died between their third and fifth years. By 
this analysis, it will be seen that the mortality 
was greatest among children between their first and 
second years; the next most fatal period, was when 
they were between six months and one year old.

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Laborers.—The foregoing table shows, that 305 per- 
sons thus designated died during the year. With the 
exception of about a dozen, it may be, all of these 
were born in Ireland. The previous year, there died 
408 of this class, making 9.18 per cent. of all the 
deaths. There is a decrease of more than a hundred 
in the present record, which makes but 7.47 per cent. 
of the deaths, besides adding a year to the average du- 
ration of life. 

Mariners.—A larger number of this class have died 
the past year, but their average age is higher. 

Clerks, who seem to be less tenacious of life than 
most others, claim an average of almost 33 years, al- 
though an increased number have died. 

Traders, Tailors, Merchants,, and Carpenters, have 
added to their average ages, but a larger number have 

died. 

The average age of Painters has declined from 44.11 
to 40.36, while the number of deaths has increased 
from 17 to 22. — 

Shoemakers.—Four have been added to the list of 
deaths of this class, while their average age has dimin- © 
ished from 41.87 to 34.35. 

Teamsters and Gentlemen have fallen slightly in their 
average ages,—the latter less than the former,—while 
an increased number of the latter, and fewer of the 
former, have died than during the previous year. 

Printers have made an encouraging advance. The 
number deceased is less by four, while their average 
age has risen from 33.20 to 39.45. 

Masons, Machinists, Farmers, Blacksmiths, Ship Car- 
penters, Physicians, and Coopers, present a decreased 
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average age; while Bakers, whose age was the smallest 
in last report, exhibit an advance from 29.50 to 38.62. 

Lawyers.—The average age of this class,—represent- 
ed by four individuals,—appears as 60.20. 

The average age of Clergymen has diminished from 
60.66 to 53.80, while two more have died than during 
1854. 

The number thus tabulated in last report, was 796, 
with the average age of 39.88 years. The present 
statement gives to 706 individuals an average age of 


41.55.

The places marked thus * were closed by the Board 
of Aldermen in 1853, and those thus designated + were 
closed in the early part of 1855. In October last, 
these restrictions were removed, thus allowing inter- 
ments in any cemetery within the city. This brief pro- 
hibition of burials here, has induced many to purchase 
lots in suburban cemeteries ; so that but few intramural 
interments have taken place since the removal of the 
restriction from the city grounds. It is doubtful whether 
many will avail themselves of the privilege of interring 
their dead in the city, as popular inclination appears to 
favor interments in the various cemeteries in the neigh- 
borhood. Beyond a few tombs, which have descended 
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to their present owners through successive generations, 
and are valued because they are the resting-places of 
the remains of their ancestors, and in which they them- 
selves desire to be laid, tombs in the city will not, 
probably, to any great extent, be hereafter used. 
~The interments in the City proper, and at Hast and 
South Boston, during the year, amounted to only 950 
—less than one-fourth of the number that died. Dur- 
ing the same time, there were removed from tombs in 
the City, for re-terment elsewhere, 407 bodies. There 
were brought here, for interment, in the same time, by 
persons owning tombs, the bodies of 71 persons who 
had died in other places. The previous year, there 
were removed only 212 bodies, while there were 
brought into the city 110. 


FUNERAL CARS. 


Bodies of persons who die and are interred in the 
City, are, if ten years of age, conveyed to the places of 
interment in hearses owned by the City. Those who 
are conveyed elsewhere, are generally borne in hearses 
owned by undertakers. ‘The friends of deceased per- 
sons rarely hesitate in their choice between those owned — 
by the latter and those belonging to the City, and fre- 
quently apply for permission to use the hearses of the 
undertakers in the City. These private cars are more 
attractive in appearance, and certainly more convenient. 
At the present time, the fees received from the use of 
the city hearses, are not sufficient to pay the expenses 
of their storage and keeping, to say nothing of the cost 
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of their annual. repairs. Under these circumstances, 
the suggestion is respectfully submitted to the City 
Council, whether it would not be advisable to dispose 
of the hearses owned by the City, (reserving one or 
two for special purposes,) and allow those belonging to 
undertakers to occupy their place. The latter could be 
placed under such restrictions as the City Council might 
deem proper, so as to ensure decorum and propriety on 
funeral occasions.

OFFICE OF THE CocuiTuaTtE WarTeR Boar, 
January 15, 1856. 


To the Crry Covunctt. 


The Cochituate Water Board respectfully submit to 
the City Council, their annual report for the year 
1855. They also, in compliance with the city ordinance, 
transmit the Reports of the City Engineer and Water Reg- 
istrar relating to the same period. They would beg 
leave to refer the City Council to those reports for de- 
tailed statements of all matters relating to the condition 
and progress of the water works, during the year. 

The Water Board have the gratification of again 
being able to report, that the general condition of the 
water works, in every department, is entirely satisfac- 
tory. 

The supply of water at the Lake, has been most abun- 
dant for all the public, domestic and manufacturing 
uses, which were had in view on its introduction into 
the City; and for which it could be required, not only 
by the present population, but by any probable increase 
of it for many years tocome. Our means of conveying 
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the same to the City, in any reasonable supply, are also 
at present, ample. Upon reference, however, to the re- 
port of the City Engineer it will be apparent, so great has 
been the average daily consumption, that there must have 
been a failure of supply on the more elevated portions 
of the City, even now, in this early period of the his- 
tory of the works, whenever the draft much exceeded 
the average. The daily average drawn from Brookline 
Reservoir, for consumption in the City, is calculated to 
have been 10,346,300 wine gallons; near a half a mil- 
lion gallons more than that of the preceding year. 
Whenever, therefore, the draft exceeded the average, 
the means from Brookline Reservoir became insufficient 
for keeping up the supply for the high service, unless 
one of them was entirely devoted to that object; this 
was accordingly done, when it was possible, but it could 
not be persisted in for any considerable time, without 
the most serious effects being felt in the Reservoirs at 
South and East Boston, which were at once drained, to 
supply the low service in the City proper. For the 
purpose, therefore, of equalizing in some degree, the 
supply to different parts of the City, it was necessary 
to keep continually opening and shutting the gates, by 
which the water was let on or shut off from the high 
service. 

During the past year we have also experienced 
not only the insufficiency of the mains. to Brook- 
line, which, indeed, the experience of previous years had 
frequently taught us, but the brick aqueduct has, at 
times, been found inadequate for supplying the enormous 
draft made upon it. With a head of 7 1-2 feet of water 
at the Lake, the brick aqueduct is capable of deliver- 
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ing, at the Brookline Reservoir, fifteen million of gal- 
lons in twenty-four hours. So great, however, has 
been at times the consumption, that with that pressure, 
the head could not be kept up in the Reservoir, but, on 
one occasion, fell ten inches in the course of three days. 
There was a loss at the same. time of four feet in the 
Beacon Hill Reservoir and five feet eight inches in the 
East Boston; both being nearly drained ; the gates in the 
South Boston Reservoir being shut. The consumption 
therefore must have been more than 15 million gallons 
in 24 hours. 

We have been brought, during the past year, still 
nearer, and in fact, close upon the time anticipated in 
former reports, when it will be necessary, in order to 
keep up an equal supply over the whole territory, to 
provide some mode of introducing a further quantity ; or 
to restrict its use to merely domestic purposes, and thus 
lose the income, no inconsiderable amount, which we 
now derive from its use in manufactories and for other 
purposes. There does not seem to be any other alterna- 
tive, except indeed the almost hopeless one, of attempt- 
Ing to produce a greater economy and care in the use 
of the water, and preventing the reckless waste which 
seems everywhere to prevail. If this could be done 
effectually, it would leave, of course, an ample supply 
of water for all the useful purposes for which it could 
be required; as it is probable that at least one half of 
the whole quantity now used, is absolutely and unprofit- 
ably wasted. 

The Water Board will continue their efforts for this 
very important object, so intimately connected with the 
welfare and best interests of the City. For this purpose 
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they will adhere to the plan heretofore adopted, of 
examining periodically, all the water fixtures in use; 
and of causing, at proper seasons, and whenever it is 
practicable, a daily and nightly inspection, to be made, 
of the mode of using the water throughout the City. 
Some good, it is believed, has been already done by this 
course, in the detection of many cases of wanton and 
gross waste. They were cases, however, which being 
obvious to the sight or hearmg of the police, were 
easily detected. The great mass of cases, in which 
almost the whole evil is involved, take place so secretly 
and so silently as to be entirely beyond the cognizance 
of the most sagacious inspector we can employ, and to 
be known in fact only to those who cause them. We 
fear that nothing but a more just and universal appre- 
ciation, than now prevails, of all the ill consequences 
which must necessarily follow the present wastefulness; 
and a very general and serious determination to put a 
stop to it; each one beginning, for this end, with his own 
household, will have much effect in correcting the evil. 
The foregoing suggestions as to our means of supply, 
must be understood, however, to have reference to the 
present population of the City, and its natural increase ; 
and not to an increase of territory and population by 
the annexation of other towns or parts of towns, as has 
been from time to time proposed in relation to Roxbury, 
Charlestown, and Chelsea. The first thing to be done 
in case of any such annexation, will be to lay at once, 
an additional main, of 30 or 36 inches to Brookline, at 
a probable cost of over $300,000, or the supply of the 
‘high service must entirely fail. 
And here, in reference to this subject, we deem it our 
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duty again to ask the attention of the City Council to 
some sources of great and unnecessary waste, which 
seem to be more peculiarly subject to the supervision 
of the Council, and which it is in the power of the 
Council alone to prevent. ; 

One is the large number of wrinals and fixtures of 
similar character, in and about the Pubhe Burldings, 
constructed generally without much reference to econ- 
omy in the use of water; and where a continuous flow 
is kept up, night and day, at all seasons of the year; to 
an extent probably not realized by any member of the 
government, and not at all required for any purposes 
of cleanliness. 

The other is the extravagant use of water for water- 
ing the streets, (an evil sufficiently obvious to all who 
have to walk the streets, ) by which they frequently are 
so covered with mud as to be almost impassable, and a 
vast quantity of water worse than wasted. 

The Water Board would also respectfully ask the 
attention of the City Council to the entire inadequacy 
of the penalty which the present ordinance prescribes 
for any waste of water, nd matter how gross and reckless 
it may be. It merely directs that the water shall be 
cut off from the premises and not let on again except 
on payment of ¢wo dollars. ‘That sum will hardly be 
sufficient to pay the City the actual expense of shutting 
off and letting on under the most favorable circum- 
stances; of course, when the ground is frozen and the 
street encumbered with ice and snow, it becomes en- 
tirely inadequate. We would respectfully suggest that 
the penalty might vary, and be somewhat in proportion 
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to the difficulties which the different seasons of the 
year necessarily occasion. | 

The gates at the outlet dam were closed April 28th, and 
the water retained being then 8 feet above the flume. 
It supplied the City during the summer and fall, and 
gradually fell until the 12th of November, when it 
‘stood 2 feet 4 1-2 inches above the flume, its lowest 
point during the season, and being 3 inches above the 
lowest point of the last year; subsequently it rose in 
the lake, and was 7 feet 8 inches above on the Ist of 
January. 

There has been no complaint of any offensive change 
in the character of the water during the year, similar to 
that of the previous one. The impurities of that year, 
so obvious both to the taste and smell, gradually dis- 
appeared, and were not perceived any where about’the 
middle of February; leaving their cause and origin in 
entire obscurity. We still believe that the most plausi- 
ble suggestion was that made by the Water Board, and 
confirmed by the opinions and able researches of Drs. 
Horsford and Jackson, published with the report of 
last year, that the remote cause of the impurity was to 
be attributed to the long drought and heat of the. 
summer of that year, and the unusually low state of 
the water in the Lake, and was the result of vegetable 
decomposition. If it be so, the evil was one which we 
must probably contend with again; and it becomes 
important that the water in different parts of the lake 
should be continually watched, particularly during the 
summer months, and the slightest deterioration traced, 
if possible, to its source. 

This has been quite satisfactorily done during the 
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past season by the Superintendent of the Lake. We 
regret to state, that for a short period an impurity, 
similar in character to that of the previous year, but 
not so intense, was clearly and obviously distinguish- 
able in the Northern division and at the gate house. 
The water of other parts of the lake was, however, at 
once examined, and the cause of the impurity traced, 
without difficulty, to Whitney’s' meadow, in the South- 
ern division, where it was quite offensive. This 
meadow consists of about 65 acres, and was entirely 
separated by the Commissioners from the other parts of 
the lake by a permanent dam, from an apprehension 
then entertained, of the impurity of the water there ; 
a passage way had, however, been forced on top of the 
dam, through which the water ceuld flow when at a suffi- 
cient height, "and at the time mentioned it was running 
over. This passage way was at once closed, and 
shortly after, the peculiar taste of the water disap- 
peared. | 

The water from Dug Pond was not admitted into the 
lake during the season. 

The water of Snake Brook, also, when raised to such 
a height as to show no evidence of impurity, was 
allowed to pass over the dam heretofore built, with- 
out any ill consequences. 

The extension of the works has been continued during 
the year, and distributing and service pipes have been 
laid in new streets, &c., wherever required, and when 
the water rate to be assessed was equal to the interest 
on the cost. In ane instance, however, the latter 
requirement was necessarily departed from. The City 
Council having directed the pipes to be laid in Wash- 
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ington Village, lately annexed to South Boston, it was 
accordingly done, at considerable cost. It will be proba- 
bly some time before there will be a sufficient number 
of water tenants to pay a water rate equal to the 
interest of the expenditure. 

The length of Distributing pipes of 4, 6 and 12 
inches diameter, laid during the year, is 13,831 feet, 
being 4,817 feet more than the last year. 

The number of new Stopcocks is 19, including one 
in the branch to the State Prison. 

The whole length of distributing pipe now laid, in- 
cluding hydrant branches and bends, is about 113 2-5 
miles. The present number of stopcocks is 980. 

The number of Service pipes laid during the year is 
798, the length of whieh was 26,150 feet. The whole 
number being 18,797. a 

The number of hydrants established during the ae 

was 42. ‘The whole number is 1,252. 

The number of aks repaired in pipes of 4 inches 
and upwards, was 75. In those of less than 4 inches it 
was 219. 

The very important vepaws made upon the upper end 
of the brick aqueduct recently, particularly in the use 
of English cement for stopping the leaks in the part 
which was laid over quicksands and had never been 
made tight, have been eminently successful’; and it 
is believed all those leaks are now permanently 
closed. Other leaks, which from time to time occur in 
other divisions, are more easily closed, and occasion 
little solicitude. 

_ The leak in the East: Boston ils is getting to be 
of serious importance, and complaints are made on the 
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subject by the owners of the neighboring estates ; 
all attempts hitherto made to stop it have been inef- 
fectual.. An earnest endeavor will be made the ensu- 
ing season, to make it tight, either by laying a brick 
ling in the interior, or in some other more effectual 
way, involving as we are afraid, considerable expense. 
Notice was received last summer from the Commis- 
sioners appointed by authority of the Commonwealth, that 
the part of the twenty inch main, laid under the Warren 
Bridge, between the draw and Charlestown, was in the 
way of the alterations and improvements about to be 
made in the bridge, and requesting the City authorities 
to remove the same at the expense of the city. As the 
main was placed in its present position under the super- 
vision of officers appointed by the Commonwealth and 
paid by the city, its authority to call upon the city to 
pay the expense of the removal seemed somewhat ques- 
tionable, and we refused to do it, and protested against 
the right of the commissioners to interfere with the box 
in which the main is placed, they having stated that 
they should remove it. The city solicitor, on applica- 
tion, afterwards gave an opinion as to the rights of the 
city, similar to that of the Water Board. The commis- 
sioners have since altered their plan so as not to inter- 
fere with the present arrangement of the city, and laid 
a plank sidewalk, stating, however, that an application 
would be made to the Legislature, at its present session, 
on the subject. The main referred to, is laid on inde- 
pendent piles, directly under the sidewalk of the bridge, 
and in case repairs should be required, is in a very 
inconvenient position both for the public and those 
having the care of it. Perhaps, therefore, it would be 
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expedient for the city to be at part of the expense 
hereafter, of removing it outside of the bridge and plac- 
ing it upon independent piles, similar to the part on 
this side of the draw. 

The annual report of the Water Registrar contains, as 
required by the Ordinance, “a statement of the number 
of water takers, the number of cases where the water 
has been cut off, the number and amount.~of abate- 
ments, and the expenditures of his department.” The 
list of water takers has been arranged, as usual, into 
different classes, and the amount of water rate paid by 
each class given, the water rate being as usual paid to 
the clerk of the Treasurer in the office of the Water 
Registrar. | 

The whole amount received for water rates was $266,- 
302 77. In this is included receipts for Jamaica Pond, 
$2,280 74, and for water used in previous years, 
$6,551 97. 

‘The amount received for cutting off and letting on 
water, for non payment of water rates, $874. There 
was also received, for cutting off and letting on water 
for repairs and unnecessary waste, and also, for laying 
service pipes by the service clerk, $3,872 20, making 
the whole amount received from every source during the 
year, $271,048 97, or $48,124 27 more than was 
received from the same sources the year previous. Zhe 
number of water takers entered for the present year, is 
19,998, beimg an increase of 805 over the last year. 

The water has been shut off in 2,405 instances, and has 
been let on in 2,716 instances. The estimated receipts 
for the present year are $280,000. 

The usual condensed classification of the various water 
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tenants has been prepared, and a statement of the 
amount of water rate paid by each class; the whole, 
being collated with similar tables for the two preceding 
years, is here inserted.

The amount drawn from the City Treasury has been 
$16,316 02 less than the previous year. The amount 
considered as the current or ordinary expenses, has been

If we add to the above saving of expense, $16,316 02 
the amount gained on the water rates, or 48,124 27 
the amount will be the actual gain to the 
treasury, or over the preceding year, 64,440 29 
The sales of land during the year have been small. 
They consist of an estate in Wayland, embracing of a 
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small house and barn, for $1,400, a lot of land in 
Needham for $200, and land near the Brookline Reser- 
voir, for $3,270 05. In the latter sale an arrangement 
has been made by which part of the land adjoiming the 
Reservoir is to be kept free from buildings, and merely 
cultivated for ornament. , 

_ The Compensating Reservoir Estates at Hopkinton and 
Marlboro’ have been advertised for sale or to be let, as 
yet without success. Negotiations are now making for 
the disposal of the Mill privileges, at Saxonville, and it is 
believed an arrangement will be made. And there is 
some prospect that the board will have to propose: to 
the Board of Aldermen or City Council a sale of the 
Jamaca Pond Aqueduct. It will continue to be the 
wish of the Water Board to dispose of any part of the 
property of the City under its control, which is not 
wanted for the purposes of the Water Works, as often 
as an opportunity may offer.

Str:—The annual report relative to the condition of the 
various structures of the Water Works, is herewith submitted. 


Lake Cochituate, ete. 


During the past summer and fall, the water in the Lake has 
been of its original purity, and no complaints have been made 
of bad water in the City, owing in a great measure to the unim- 
peded circulation of the water through all parts of the Lake and . 
most of its tributaries, and to the care and attention which has 
~ been given to the removal of matters tending to impair its purity 
in the Lake and tributaries. The waters of Snake Brook, and 
of the meadow south of the Lake, were allowed to flow freely 
into it. a few weeks last fall. 

The roads, bridges, dams, ete., connected with ae Lake are in 
their usual good condition. 

The Gate Houses at the Lake, and at Brookline Biioshe 
‘the waste weirs and other structures along the line of the Brick 
Aqueduct, are all in very good condition, not having required 
repairs of any consequence since their erection. 
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Brick Aqueducts and Tunnels. 


A personal examination of the interior of the Aqueduct was 
made during the latter part of December, 1855, in company of 
Mr. Knowlton. The tunnels have undergone no change since 
being finished, the rock through which they were made being of 
such firm texture that exposure to air and water has not had any 
perceptible effect upon it. 

There are still some leaks into the tunnels through & seams in 
the rock, which are not objectionable, as the water is quite pure. 

The section of the conduit through the tunnels is somewhat 
larger than the brick portion, and, as the velocity of the water is 
less through them than through the other portions of the con- 
duit, more sediment deposits in them, requiring to be cleansed 
oftener than other parts of the work. The entire line of con- 
duit should be cleansed out early in the spring. 

A new crack was discovered last spring near a culvert in West 
Needham, one in Newton about 50 feet long, near station one; 
and also another near Dedman’s Brook, of about 100 feet in 
length. All these have, no doubt, been caused by heavy loaded 
teams passing over the conduit at nearly right angles to its 
direction, and up very steep grades. It is advisable to change 
the grades and directions of these roads to prevent more extended 
damage in future. Other cracks, which have been mentioned in 
previous reports, remain stationary, with the exception of two or 
three, which have slightly increased. None of the cracks are 
sufficient to cause any apprehension of trouble. There are also 
a few more leaks into the conduit which may be easily stopped at 
the spring cleansing. 

It will be advisable to repair the conduit near Webber’s Barn, 
by taking out and relaying about 25 feet of the top arch. A 
«rack has existed here for some time, and portions near this 
place have been before renewed. 

A piece also of the conduit, in the third division, near Newton 
Centre, should be coated on the bottom with cement, early in the 
season. 
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Those portions of the aqueduct, which have been repaired with 
English cement, remain perfectly tight. By comparing these 
portions, with others which have been repaired with American 
cement, the superiority of the English is so very apparent, that 
it would be advisable to use it in all the repairs to be made here- 
after. 

The heavy embankment of puddled gravel at Ware’s Valley, 
near Charles River, is, as it has been from the commencement, 
in excellent condition, never having settled enough to cause any 
crack in the conduit since the first season of the introduction of 
water into the City. 

But very few of the peculiar vegetable substances heretofore 
mentioned, were found in the conduit. 


Brookline Reservoir. 


This reservoir is in good order, the grounds and structures 
haying been well attended to. It will be advisable, during the 
present’ year, to take the upright screens out of the gatehouse, 
and replace them with circular ones, similar to the one in the 
gatehouse at the Lake. The circular screens are very easily 
cleared of all leaves and rubbish which collect against them, and 
are not so liable to be broken as the others, and when broken on 
one side they may be turned on their centres, so as still to be as 
effectual as the upright single ones in keeping out leaves and 
fishes. 

The two large meters still remain, but have not ‘been used 
during the past year in determining the amount of water con- 
sumed in’ the city. 


City Reservoirs. 


The usual attention has been paid to these Reservoirs during 
the past year. Neither of them has had any repairs of conse- 
quence. The leakages spoken of in previous reports, in the 
Beacon Hill and East Boston Reservoirs, have increased but 
little. The old wooden fence has been removed from the South 
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Boston Reservoir, and a substantial and ornamental iron one has 
been erected in its place. 

The lands belonging to the Water Works, the compensating 
reservoirs, and the Jamaica Aqueduct, have received all necessary 
care and attention during the year, and are all believed to be in 
as good condition as at any previous time.

The box containing the pipes leading from Chelsea to East 
Boston, has been repaired, a portion of it having been destroyed,

them which were uncovered. The amount of external corro- 
sion was much less than had been anticipated. 

The plans, showing the pipes in the City, are undergoing 
revision for the purpose of adding to them the pipes laid in 
1855.

SIR :— 

In compliance with the 16th Section of the Water Ordinance, 
the Water Registrar has now the honor to submit to the Cochit- 
uate Water Board, his Annual Report for the year 1855. 

The total number of Water Takers now entered for the year 
1856, is 19,998, being an increase since January Ist, 1855, 
of 805. 

The total number of cases where the water has been shut off 
during the past year, is 2,405. Of these 1,415 were for repairs ; 
779 were for non-payment of water rates; and 211 were for 
unnecessary waste of water. 

The total number of cases where the water has been let on 
during the year is 2,716. Of these 1,268 were cases which had 
been previously shut off for repairs; 468 were those which had 
been shut off for non-payment of water rates; 181 were those 
which had been shut off for unnecessary waste of water; and 799 
were let on for the first time. Repairs have been made upon 
the service-pipes, streets, sidewalks, &c., in 257 instances. 

There have been no abatements made during the year.

The Inspectors of Prisons for the county of Suffolk, 
respectfully submit the following Reports: 


HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


On the 28th day of December last, they visited this 
Institution, and examined all its cells, workshops, 
kitchens, bakery, Hospital, store-rooms, yards and 
grounds, and inspected the food and clothing of the 
prisoners, all of which were found in a satisfactory con- 
dition. They also examined the prisoners separately 
and apart from the officers, and with a few trifling ex- 
ceptions, they declared that they were well treated. 
From the master of the House, they have received, 
since their said visit, the return required by law, from 
which the following is taken. 


HEALTH. 


The prisoners have generally enjoyed good health 
since the last inspection, having been free from any 
contagion or epidemic disease. The following tables 
will show the names of those who were sick at the time 
of inspection, and of those who have died since the 
last inpection.

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HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


The Inspectors of Prisons visited this establishment 
on the fifth day of December last, and examined each 
of the prisoners apart from the officers, as to their treat- 
ment. None of them made any complaints, and the 
Inspectors were satisfied that in all respects they were 
well treated. 


HEALTH AND CLEANLINESS. 


The general health of the prisoners was as good as 
could be expected under existing circumstances. Much 
disease is brought to this Institution, because sentenced 
offenders, who are sick and infirm, are not fit subjects 
for the House of Correction. 

The buildings and grounds were clean and in good 
order, and the food and clothing of the prisoners were 
in good and sufficient quality and quantity. 


DISCIPLINE. 


It must be borne in mind that this Institution is not 
exclusively a prison. It is an Almshouse, and allowed 
by law some times to be used as a place of imprison- 
ment. ‘The Inspectors on inquiry were satisfied that 
the discipline was sufficient to ensure good order. 


EMPLOYMENT. 


The males are employed in improvements and farm- 
ing work about the Island and work upon the buildings. 

The females are employed in sewing, house work, and 
care of the sick..

The Inspectors visited this Institution on the eighth 
day of December last, and there were present at that 
time twenty-three men and twelve women, in all thirty- 
five; and upon examination apart from their officers 
all expressed themselves well satisfied as to their treat- 
ment as prisoners. 


EMPLOYMENT. 


Since the last inspection the men have been mostly 
employed upon out door work; but those having 
trades are required to work at them, when it can be 
done to profit. 

The women have done nearly all the washing, iron- 
ing, and cleaning of the Hospital. 


HEALTH AND DISCIPLINE. 


The health of the prisoners committed to this Insti- 
tution has been good, with few exceptions. There 
have been but few cases of punishment, and only for 
short periods, the conduct of the prisoners being gener- 
ally'all that is desirable. No case of disobedience or 
refusal to labor came to the knowledge of the Inspect- 
ors. Good order and neatness seemed to prevail in 
the Institution.

HEALTH. 


Few cases of sickness came to the knowledge of the 
Inspectors. General health seemed to prevail among 
the prisoners. The requisitions of law, as to beds, fuel, 
and drying of clothes, and providing water for drink- 
ing, appear to have been complied with. As to the 
diet of the prisoners, the Inspectors were satisfied that 
the rations were sufficient and of good quality, except 
in the cases above stated. 


CLEANLINESS. 


The Inspectors found the Jail clean and in good 
order and well ventilated, and that the provisions of 
law respecting buckets, covers, vaults, whitewashing, 
shaving, and washing, appear to have been complied 
with.

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BOSTON LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


The Inspectors visited this institution on the elev- 
enth day of December last. At that time there were 
present ninety-nine males, and one hundred and forty- 
five females,—two hundred and forty-four in all.

The general health of the inmates has been very 
good since the last inspection, except in the eases of 
the deaths above named. The recoveries from msan- 
ity have been in fair proportion, and it may be added 
that a much larger number than usual are rapidly con- 
valescing, and the promise for the coming time is high- 
ly encouraging. 


CLEANLINESS AND EXERCISE. 


The Inspectors are satisfied that careful attention 
has been given to the personal cleanliness, diet, cloth- 
ing and exercise of the inmates, So also with regard 
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to ventilation and cleanliness of all the apartments oc- 
cupied by them, and ‘although the means of giving 
occupation to those of the inmates who are disposed 
to work are very limited, yet those means have all 
been improved, and, when wanting, amusements have 
been submitted to a greater extent than heretofore, 
and the experiment seems to have been attended with 
success.

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HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


The Inspectors visited this Institution, on the twelfth 
day of December last. They inspected the food and 
work of the inmates, and examined them in their im- 
provements. They also examined each of them apart 
from their officers, as to their treatment and as to any 
cause of complaint which they might have. Two or 
three desired more bread, which was reported to the 
proper officer. 


HEALTH AND CLEANLINESS. 


Since the last inspection no death has occurred, but 
there is one case of scrofula, which it is feared will 
prove fatal; with this exception the health of the 
inmates has been good. Suitable rooms are appropri- 
ated as a hospital, and Dr. Walker, of the Lunatic 
Hospital, attends the sick when needed. Care has 
been taken to keep the house, in all its apartments and 
passages, clean, whitewashed and well ventilated, and 
with good success. The boys are required to wash 
their face and hands at least three times a day, and to 
bathe once a week. Clean shirts and socks are also 
furnished them each week, and their other clothes are 
changed as often as their condition requires. 


DISCIPLINE. 

There has been no material alteration in the disci- 
pline of the institution since our last report. The 
punishments consist mostly of bad marks and depriva- 
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tion of play. Corporeal punishment is inflicted when 
milder means prove ineffectual, and in cases of great 
obstinacy, solitary confinement, either in a light or 
dark room, is resorted to. The inspectors regret to 
state that a great number of complaints were made 
concerning the severity and frequency of the punish- 
ment inflicted. The Board, for the sake of a more full 
investigation, made a second visit to the institution on 
Feb. 5th. The boys wishing to complain were first 
examined apart from their teachers, and in all cases 
where these charges were thought worthy of notice, 
the person complained of was called in, and a full 
hearing was had. Most of the complaints appeared to 
us either false or frivolous; but it was proved that in 
some cases punishment had been inflicted by improper 
means. ‘The teachers agreed with the board in their 
view of these cases, and we have no doubt, this evil is 
already remedied. We could not fail to see the diffi- 
culties of the teacher’s position, and we confidently 
hope that a better feeling will prevail among the 
inmates of the institution. 


IMPROVEMENT. 


Moral and intellectual instruction is duly imparted. 
The Bible is at all times accessible to each boy. <A 
well-selected library of over seven hundred volumes is 
opened to them once a week. They attend Sunday 
services in the Chapel and a Sunday School. Reading, 
writing, geography, arithmetic, and grammar, are taught 
in the school. Of the whole number in the school since 
the last inspection, one hundred and thirty-eight have 
studied oral arithmetic, one hundred and fifteen written 
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arithmetic, ninety-six have studied geography and twen- 
ty-nine grammar, and one hundred and fifty have 
attended to writing, and all to reading and spelling.

RELATING TO LAYING OUT, ALTERING OR ‘DISCONTINUING 
STREETS IN THE City or Boston. 


Be wt enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
an General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows : 


Section 1. The Board of Aldermen of the City of 
Boston, shall continue to have full power and authority 
to lay out, widen, discontinue, change the grade of, or 
otherwise alter, any street within the said City, and for 
these purposes may take any land, and may remove 
any building which in their judgment may be neces- 
sary ; and if, in the course of such proceedings, the 
safety and convenience of the inhabitants shall, in the 
judgment of the said Board, require that any building 
remaining within the line of the land not taken for the 
purposes aforesaid, should be made secure, the said 
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Board may order the same to be done by the owner or 
person having charge of the same, within a time speci- 
fied; and, in case of neglect or refusal, then, the said 
Board, or any person or persons by them authorized, 
may forthwith put the same into a suitable state of 
repair at the expense of such owner or other person. 

Sect. 2. Whenever the Board of Aldermen shall 
adjudge, that the public safety and convenience require 
that any street shall be laid out, widened, altered or 
discontinued, or that the grade of any street shall be 
changed, they shall make and record an estimate of the 
whole expense thereof, and the order for such laymg 
out, change of grade, alteration, widening or discon- 
tinuance, shall be presented to the Mayor for his 
approval, in accordance with the forty-seventh section 
of the City Charter. If he approve of the same, and if 
the estimate above mentioned shall exceed the sum of 
five thousand dollars, or if such estimate, with the esti- 
mates of any previous alteration, change of grade, or 
discontinuance of any part of such street, during the 
municipal year, shall exceed the sum of five thousand 
dollars, the order for such laying out, change of grade, 
alteration. or discontinuance, together with an estimate 
of the expense thereof, shall be sent to the Common 
Council for its concurrence or rejection, and such last- 
mentioned order shall not take effect or be im force 
until the Common Council shall concur therein: 

Sect. 3. Within ninety days after the said order 
shall have taken effect as provided in the preceding 
section, the Board of Aldermen shall proceed to adjudge 
the damages sustained by any and: all persons,. accord- 
ing: to. their: respective interests, and) shall specifically 
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set forth the amount so adjudged to each person, and 
the nature of his title, so far as can be ascertained, 
whether as owner, sole tenant, tenant in common, or 
otherwise, and when the name of any person so inter- 
ested is unknown, they may adjudge the amount pay- 
able to such unknown person after notice given as 
hereinafter mentioned. But the whole amount so 
adjudged shall in no case exceed the original estimate 
required by the second section. Provided, that the said 

Board’ may, if they deem it expedient, make the 
adjudication required by this section at the time of the 
passage of the order for widening, changing the grade, 
alteration or discontinuance. 

Sect. 4. Whenever in the opinion of the Board of 
Aldermen any lot of land not more distant than twenty- 
five: hundred feet from the part of any street, which 
may be hereafter widened or discontinued by said Board, 
shall receive any benefit and advantage, from such 
widening or discontinuing, then the said Board may 
adjudge and determine the value of such benefit and 
advantage to any such lot of land, and may assess upon 
the same a sum not exceeding in amount, one half-the 
amount of such adjudged benefit and advantage, to be 
paid by the owner or owners, and in case they, or any — 
of them are unknown, that fact shall be stated in the 
adjudication. But this section shall not apply to the 
changing of the grade of any street, or to the: laying 
out of any street. 

Secor. 5. If more tham one person be: interested in: 
any such lot of land as tenant for life, or for’ years, or 
otherwise, the Board of Aldermen shall assess upom 
each of said persons, respectively, a: just: proportion: of 
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the amount assessed upon the whole estate as provided 
in the preceding section ; and when the owners or any 
one of them shall have paid the whole amount so as- 
sessed, he or they may recover such proportional part 
of the other parties respectively, or, in case of a trial 
by jury as hereinafter provided, such sums as may be 
awarded by the judgment of the court. 

Sect. 6. In case of mortgaged real estate, the 
mortgagor for the purposes of this act shall be deemed 
the owner, unless the mortgagee shall be in possession 
at the time of the passage of the order’ mentioned in 
the second section, and in such case he shall be deemed 
the owner. 

Secr. 7. . The whole amount so assessed in any case 
of laying out, widening or discontinuing any street, 
shall not exceed the whole amount of the estimate 
required by the second section, to be made and re- 
corded. 

Seot. 8. Every assessment made according to the 
fourth section, shall be laid within one year from the 
passage of the order to widen or discontinue the street, 
and shall relate to the time of the passage of such 
order. 

Srct. 9. The board of aldermen, before laying out, 
widening, changing the grade, or otherwise altering or 
discontinuing any street; and also before adjudging on 
the damages to be paid to persons injured by the pro- 
posed improvement, shall give public notice that all 
persons in favor of, or opposed to, any such proposed 
laying out, widening, changing of grade, or otherwise 
altering or discontinuing any street, or claiming any 
damages on account thereof, may appear before the

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said board at some fixed day and place, then and there 
to be heard in relation thereto, by publishing a notice 
three times, in at least two newspapers printed in said 
Boston, of the time, place and object of the hearing, 
the first publication to be one week at least, before the 
day assigned for the hearing, 

Sect. 10. The board of aldermen, before assessing 
the amount to be paid by any person, on account of 
the benefit and advantage to his interest in any land, 
arising from the widening or discontinuing any street, 
as before mentioned, shall give public notice of the 
time and place, when and where the said Board propose 
to assess the amount to be paid by the parties respect- 
ively, whose lands receive any benefit and advantage 
thereby, not exceeding one half the adjudged benefit 
and advantage received by any such parties as afore- 
said, and that all parties interested may be present at 
the meeting, and be heard in regard to such assess- 
ment, by publishing a notice of the time, place and 
object of said meeting, three times in not less than two 
newspapers printed in the city of Boston, the first pub- 
lication to be not less than one week before the time 
of the hearing. 

Secr. 11. Any person to whom damages may be 
adjudged under this Act, and any person entitled to 
any interest or estate in any land which the said Board 
of Aldermen may have adjudged entitled to damages 
under this Act, although hisname was not known when 


-the adjudication was made, may recover the same in an 


action of contract against the said City, if not paid on 
being demanded of the Treasurer of said City at any 
time after they are adjudged; but the said City may 
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defend on the ground of total or partial failure of the 
plaintiff’s title, or of error as to the character of his in- 
terest when the adjudication was made ; and thereupon 
he shall recover such proportion of the amount so ad- 
judged as justice may require. If, at any time, it shall 
be made to appear that a petition is pending in the Court 
of Common Pleas, as hereafter provided, wherein the 
plaintiff is a party or terested, the court wherein any 
such action is pending, may continue the same from 
term to term, until the proceedings on such petition 
shall be concluded. 

Sect. 12. The said board of aldermen shall cause 
the city clerk to keep full and proper records of all 
their doings under and by virtue of this act. 

Sect. 13. Any person who shall be aggrieved by the 
doings of the Board of Aldermen in laying out, alter- 
ing, changing the grade, or discontinuing any street, 
either in not allowing such party any damages, or in 
the amount of damages allowed him, or the amount 
assessed upon him, on account of the benefit and 
advantage to his land from any widenmg or discon- 
tinuing any street, as hereinbefore provided, may at 
any time within one year after the adjudication of said 
damages or the making such assessment, and not after- 
wards, petition the Court of Common Pleas, sitting in 
the county of Suffolk, to examine the question of the 
amount of damages or assessment by a jury; and 
thereupon the court shall, after due notice to said city 
in such way as the court may direct, order a trial by 
jury to be had in the case at the bar of the said court, 
in the same manner in which other civil actions are 
tried there, by the jurors there returned and im- 
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panneled, and if either party request it, the jury to 
whom the case may be committed, shall view the place 
in question. 

Sect. 14. Whenever there shall be several parties, 
having several estates or interests at the same time in 
any land or any buildings thereon, and the said land 
or buildings shall be taken or otherwise damaged, in 
whole or in part, by the laying out, changing the 
grade, altering or discontinuing of any street, or when 
there shall be several parties having distinct estates or 
interests in any lot of land assessed as hereinbefore 
provided, on account of the benefit and advantage to 
such land, by reason of any widening, or discontinuing 
of any street, and any one of the parties shall make 
application to the Court of Common Pleas for a jury 
to ascertain what damages he is entitled to receive, or 
what assessment he ought to pay, the said court shall 
order the petitioner to give notice thereof, to all the 
other parties interested by serving each of them, four- 
teen days at least before the next term of the court, 
with an attested copy of said petition and the order 
thereon, that the other parties may, if they see cause, 
appear before said court at the next term thereof, and 
become parties to the proceedings under the said peti- 
tion; and if the name of any party interested in said 
land or buildings be unknown, or if any such party be’ 
absent from the State, then the said court may order no- 
tice to be given to such party by publishing a copy 
of the said petition and of the order of the court 
thereon three weeks successively in some newspaper 
printed in said City of Boston; the last publication to 
be at least one week before the next term of the court ; 
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and at the said next term of said court, or any suc- 
ceeding term as the court may direct, the said parties 
shall all be heard by the same jury, at the bar of the 
court, in such manner as the court may direct. 

Sect. 15. If, on the hearing before the court, the 
jury shall find any of the said parties to be entitled 
to damages, or liable to an assessment, they shall pro- 
ceed to assess the same in the following manner, to 
wit: They shall first find, and shall set forth in their 
verdict, the total amount of damages sustained by the 
owners of such land and buildings, or of the assess- 
ment which the said owners ought to pay, estimating 
the same as an entire estate, and as if the same were 
the sole property of one owner in fee simple, —and 
shall then apportion the said total amount of damages 
or assessment among the several parties whom they 
shall find to be entitled or lable in proportion to 
their several interests, and to the damages sustained by 
them respectively, or the benefit and advantage accru- 
ing to them respectively, and shall set forth such 
apportionment in their verdict; and if they shall find 
any one or more of said parties not to have sustained 
any damage, or not to be liable to any assessment, 
they shall also set forth in their verdict that they 
award no damages, or adyadge no assessment to such 
party or parties. 

Scot. 16. Eimal judgment upon such verdict shall 
be conclusive upon all parties interested, who. shall 
either have had notice as aforesaid, or who shall by 
consent have become parties to the said proceedings. 

Sect. 17. When the verdict of a jury shall return 
the amount of assessment, which ought to be paid by 
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any petitioner or petitioners, and the same shall be 
accepted, and final judgment entered thereon, the 
court shall also adjudge that the said city shall recover 
the amount of the assessment, ‘as found by the jury, 
from the party or parties severally lable to pay the 
same; and may issue an execution or executions for 
the same. 

sect. 18. Nothing herein contained shall prevent 
said board of aldermen from making any contract or 
agreement with any party as to the amount of dama- 
ges to be paid him by said city, for any injury sus- 
tained by his land or buildings in consequence of laying 
out, widening, changing the grade, altering or discon- 
tinuing any street, or as to the amount which any 
party shall pay for the benefit and advantage to be 
received by him from any laying out, altering or dis- 
continuing of any street; but any such contract or 
agreement fairly made, shall be binding on all parties 
thereto. . 

sect. 19. Hach party recovering more damages 
than were adjudged to him by the board of aldermen, 
‘ shall also recover his several costs, and each party 
claiming, and not recovering more damages than were 
adjudged him by said board, shall be liable for costs to 
said city, provided, that if any such party shall, four- 
teen days before the trial under such petition, give 
notice in writing, to said city, that he relinquishes all 
claim for damages, and shall, also, at any time before 
the trial, file in the case a relinquishment of such claim, 
he shall not be liable for any costs in the case. 

Sect. 20. Any party whose assessment shall be re- 
duced by the. jury, below what the board of aldermen 
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had assessed, shall recover his several costs of the said 
city ; if it be not reduced, he shall pay costs to said city. 

Sect. 21. If any person, after having had notice, 
as aforesaid, shall neglect to appear and become a party 
to the said proceedings in court, he shall be forever 
barred from making any application for damages; or, 
for reduction of his assessment. 

Sect. 22. No petition to the court under this act, 
shall abate by the death of any petitioner; but the 
executor or administrator, or the heirs, or devisees, (if 
they shall be persons interested, ) may appear and pros- 
ecute such petition, or present a new petition, in the 
same manner, and with the same effect, as the original 
party might have done if living. 

Sect. 23. If upon the death of one or more of sev- 
eral petitioners, under this act, the executors or admin- 
istrators, heirs or devisees of such petitioners, after due 
notice in such manner as the court may direct, that 
such petition is pending, neglect to appear or to pros- 
ecute, the surviving petitioners may proceed in the 
same manner, as if they only had made the petition. 

Sect. 24. In estimating the damages sustained by 
any person in his property, by the laying out, changing 
the grade, altering or discontinuing of any street, the 
jury shall take into consideration all the damaye done 
to the petitioner, whether by taking his property, or 
injuring it in any other manner; and they shall also 
take into consideration, and deduct therefrom, the 
amount of benefit, if any, to the property of the com- 
plainant, by reason of such laying out, alteration, or 
discontinuance, and shall return their verdict for the 
amount only of the difference between the said damage 
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and the said benefit, and without regard to the benefit 
or damage to other estates. 

Secr. 25. If the jury in any case under this act, 
do not agree on a verdict, or if their verdict is set aside, 
the petitioner shall be entitled to a new trial by jury 
until a verdict is rendered in the case; provided, that 
he may in any stage of the proceedings, upon such 
terms as the court may order, waive his right to trial 
by jury, and accept the damages assessed by the said 
board of aldermen, or pay the amount assessed upon 
him by them. 

Sect. 26. The mayor of the city, whenever author- 
ized by vote of the board of aldermen, may by agree- 
ment in writing, with any party, submit the claim of 
such party for damage, or for the reduction of any 
assessment made under this act, to the arbitration of 
any person or persons, upon such terms as may be 
agreed upon, and without eA to the rights of 
other parties. 

Sect. 27. The sum assessed upon any lot of land, 
under the fourth section of this act, shall be a lien on 
' the same, and it may be taken and sold for the pay- 
' ment of such assessment, in the same manner, and 
subject to the same rules, regulations and statute pro- 
visions, as it could be for a tax assessed thereon, at any 
time after the expiration of one year from the time of 
making such assessment, unless a petition for a reduc- 
tion of the said assessment shall be pending at the 
expiration of the year; and whenever the amount of 
the assessment shall be found by a jury, the said land 
may, in like manner, be taken and sold at any time 
after the expiration of thirty days from the time of the 
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rendition of judgment by the court on such verdict. 
But no land shall be sold for any such assessment more 
than six years from the time of making the same, un- 
less some petition for reducing the said assessment, shall 
be pending at the expiration of six years, in which case 
the right of taking and selling the land shall be ex- 
tended for one year, from and after the time of the 
rendition of final judgment on such petition. And 
such lien shall be discharged at any time durmg 
the pendency of such petition upon the filing of a 
bond, like those now required to dissolve attachments 
on mesne process. 

Sect. 28. If any assessment made on any lot of 
land under the fourth section of this act, shall not be 
paid within one year from the time of making the said 
assessment, the treasurer of the city of Boston, after a 
demand has been made on the party lable for the pay- 
ment thereof, may issue his warrant to the sheriff of the 
county of Suffolk, or his deputy, or any of the consta- 
bles of the said city of Boston, returnable in thirty 
days, requiring them to collect the said assessment, and 
the said officers shall collect such assessments in the 
same manner as they are now authorized to collect 
taxes; provided, that if any petition for reducing the 
said assessment, be pending at the expiration of one 
year, no such warrant shall issue ;. and provided, also, 
that the issuing of such warrant shall discharge such 
lot from the lien mentioned in the preceding section. 

Sect. 29. Theterm “street,” in this Act, shall be 
construed to include highways, townways, courts, lanes, 
and alleys. | 
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Sect. 30. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 31. This Act shall take effect in thirty days 
after the same shall have been accepted by the City

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that in 1724 Peter Faneuil, Esquire, built the building 
known as Faneuil Hall, and gave the same to the town 
for market purposes, which they in public town meet- 
ing accepted, to be improved for a market for the sole 
_ use, benefit. and advantage of the town, and that in accord- 
ance with the gift and design of the donor, thus ac- 
cepted and acquiesced in by the town, the lower part 
of the building and the cellar were devoted to, and 
for more than eighty years were used for, market 
purposes, the upper part being used as designed, for a 
Town Hall. Your Committee are at a loss to see how 
proper regard for the objects and design of the 
donor could ever justify converting said building to 
uses other than for market purposes, or what moral or 
legal right the town or City of Boston would have to do 
this. There are, however, other considerations which 
have had great weight with your Committee in leading 
them to the conclusion to which they have come. Our 
population has increased to more than one hundred 
and sixty thousand, with a surrounding population of 
nearly half a million, more or less dependent upon our 
market for accommodations; meanwhile our market 
accommodations have remained about the same, and 
many complaints are constantly made for want of suffi- 
cient room and market conveniences for buyers and 
sellers to meet in the full competition of free trade so 
desirable in such business. In consequence of this, as 
nearly as your Committee estimate, some six hundred 
provision and produce stores have sprung up in the 
City, involving a large expense which cannot vary 
much, in the aggregate, from a million and a quarter of 
dollars a year, and thereby, of course, tending to en- 
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hance the cost of the necessaries of life to a great ex- 
tent. What seems to be demanded is increased market 
accommodations at or near the Quincy Market, so called, 
and your Committee are of opmion that the cellars 
and stores under Faneuil Hall ought again to be con- 
verted into a market, according to the original purpose. 

They believe this can be done with little expense : 
that when done the income from it to the City will be 
greatly enhanced, and that the effect of it upon the 
price of provisions will be very favorable to the com- 
munity generally. 

It seems to have been contemplated when the pres- 
ent existing leases were given, that the City might 
want the stores for such purposes, before the expiration 
of the leases, as provision was made in some that they 
might be terminated at any time, on six months notice. 

By giving such notice on or before the next rent day, 
the City can cause the premises to be vacated in six 
months from that time. 

These stores are now leased at an annual rent of 
$7,612, with a condition that no tenant or lessee shall 
underlet or assign his lease without a written consent 
of the Mayor and Aldermen first being obtained. 

The Committee however regret to be under the ne- 
cessity of saying that the conditions have been violated 
in every case but one, as they have been informed, and 
that the City property has been, and is a subject of wn- 
warrantable and profitable speculation on the part of the 
original lessees. In one instance, the lessees, who are, 
by the way, non-residents, soon after getting their lease, 
underlet the whole premises hired at an advance of ris- 
ing six thousand dollars, and moved out of the building 
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to other quarters. ‘They have been enjoying for many 
years a profit of this kind to the great loss and detri- 
ment of the City. If the premises in question are taken 
possession of by the City, and converted into a market 
and rented, at the rate at which stalls in the Quincy 
Market are rented, viz.: Two dollars and a quarter per 
square foot, per annum, the stores and cellars under- 
neath would net the city the annual sum of sizteen 
thousand dollars : no increase of superintendent or assist- 
ants would be needed. That stalls in this market would 
rent as high as in the Quincy Market, there can be no 
reasonable doubt, for stalls in the latter are known to 
be worth, and to have been sold for, from ¢hree to siz 
thousand dollars bonus, each. ‘This alteration has been 
agitated in the community for some years, as the pop- 
ulation has been increasing from the time when 
Quincy Market was established, from forty to one hun- 
dred and sixty thousand inhabitants, the present popu- 
_ Jation, and your Committee believe the time has come 
when it should be done. The public good and the 
interests of the City positively require the City govern- 
ment to take the building into their own hands, and 
make the required change, according to a plan here- 
with exhibited: when that is done the result will 
amply demonstrate the wisdom of the policy which 
is recommended.

To the Honorable Board of Aldermen ; — 


GrENTLEMEN : — By an order passed by your Board on 
the 26th of July, 1854, the Committee on Public 
Buildings were authorized to fit up the brick building 
on Deer Island, for a House of Correction, to be used 
as such when completed. 

The work was commenced in the spring of 1855, and 
continued to the present time; four hundred and eight 
cells are in the course of construction, and are nearly 
completed, which is all that was contemplated by the 
order, or for which any appropriation was made. 

On the 7th of May, 1855, another order was passed 
by your Board, directing the Directors of the House of 
Industry to vacate the building, and to surrender the 
care, custody, and charge of the same to this Board. 
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On the 13th of July, 1855, the following communi- 
cation was received from that Board :— | 


OFFICE OF THE Houses oF InpUustRy, 
Boston, July 12, 1855. 


At the regular weekly meeting of the Directors of 
the House of Industry, held this day, it was 
Voted, 'That the new building recently occupied as a 
House of Industry, at Deer Island, is hereby surren- 
dered to the care, custody, and charge, of the Overseers 
of the House of Correction, agreeably to an order of 
the City Council; with the understanding that the fur- 
niture now in the building belonging to the House of 
Industry, be allowed to remain till the City Govern- 
_ment provide a suitable place for the storage, or make 
some other disposition of the same.

On the 27th of July, a communication was sent to 
the Board of Aldermen, containing the views of the 
Master of the Institution, and Board of Overseers, as 
to what further alterations and additions would be 
required to be made, before it would be in a suitable 
condition to be occupied. 

The communication was referred to the Joint Stand- 
ing Committee on Institutions at South Boston and 
Deer Island, and subsequently the following order was 
passed :— 
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In Boarp or ALDERMEN, 
Boston, December 12, 1855. 


Ordered, That the Overseers of the House of Cor- 
rection in conference with the Master, be, and they are 
hereby authorized to obtain plans and specifications for 
the erection of all suitable buildings and walls, for the 
accommodation and security of the prisoners at Deer 
Island, the expense of said plans, &c., to be charged to 
the appropriation for that purpose. 


Approved and Signed. 


An order was also passed by the City Council grant- 
ing an appropriation for that purpose. 

In accordance to the foregoing orders, the plans here- 
with submitted, have been prepared by Samuel C. 
Nottage, Esq., Superintendent of Public Buildings, 
under the direction of this Board in conference with 
Capt. Charles Robbins, Master of the Institution. 

In addition to the four hundred and eight cells nearly 
completed, and which are contained in the east wing of 
the building, it is proposed to erect one hundred and 
fifty-four cells in each of the other wings, making the 
whole number in the three wings seven hundred and 
sixteen, exclusive of cells for hospital, which it is pro- 
posed to erect over the cells in the two last mentioned 
wings. 

There have been at one time in the prison at South 
Boston, seven hundred and twenty prisoners, exceeding, 
by four, the number for which cells can be provided in 
this building. 

The centre of the building will be required for 
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Chapel, Sewing Room, residence of Master and assist- 
ants, Matrons, Clerk, &c. 

In order to comply with the Statutes of the Com- 
monwealth, relating to Houses of Correction, it will be 
necessary to enclose the premises by the erection of a 
fence, or wall of sufficient height and strength to pre- 
‘vent escapes by access to, or communication with, any 
person confined therein, by persons without. 

By the plan it will be seen that it is proposed to 
erect a wall twenty feet in height for that purpose, 
enclosing land sufficient for workshops, garden, and 
other necessary appendages to the Institution. 

In order to accommodate the present contractors, 
fifty thousand square feet of shop-room will be required, 
which must be within the enclosure. 

The plans provide for eating rooms for the prisoners, 
so that instead of taking their rations to the cells, as is 
now the custom at South Boston, they will be marched 
to the room provided for that purpose, partake of their 
meals, and returned to their work, in much less time 
than is now occupied; it is also considered by the 
Master an economical arrangement, as there will be 
less waste of rations, than by the present system. 

Other important improvements are contemplated, as 
will be seen by reference to Mr. Nottage’s description 
of the plans, which is hereto annexed. 

It was considered desirable to have the plans made 
with reference to the future, so that additional cells and 
workshops could be erected, from time to time, as the 
wants of the Institution may require, the quantity of 
land enclosed being sufficient for that purpose. 

The prison at South Boston contains five hundred 
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and sixteen cells, including those used for solitary, and 
hospital, these can be taken down and removed to the 
new location, the principal part of the labor of so 
doing, being performed by the inmates. 

The large workshop, or chapel building, can also be 
taken down, and the material used in the construction 
of the new buildings. 

The other buildings, at South Boston, are built of 
wood, and are of no great value to be removed. 

The worth of this material, when landed at Deer 
Island, is estimated at thirty-seven thousand dollars, 
less the cost of transportation, which has not been esti- 
mated. 

Before removing to the new location, some arrange- 
ment should be made to accommodate the contractors 
with suitable dwellings for themselves, their foremen 
and overseers, on the Island. 

The present condition of the contracts is as follows : 

The American Whip Company employ one hundred 
male prisoners, with the privilege of increasing the 
number to two hundred, provided so many are in the 
Institution, and can be spared without infringing upon 
the rights of other contractors. This contract was 
entered into on the first day of September, 1855, to 
continue five years. 

Alonzo Burdick employs forty-eight male prisoners, 
in making Trunk Nails, Tacks, and Brass castings, and 
this contract can be terminated at three months’ notice, 
by either party. 

P. & T. Hayden employ thirty-five male prisoners in 
making Harness, Buckles, &c. 
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Henry 8. Washburn employs fifty male prisoners in 
making Carriage Axles. 

Messrs. Hayden and Washburn are working under con- 
tracts which have expired, or been terminated, as they 
do not wish to renew the old, or make new ones, until 
something definite is known as to the time of removal 
from South Boston. Other prisoners are employed at 
job work, which will not be affected by removal. | 

Messrs. Arms, Wells & Co., whose contract was ter- 
minated in July last, by their own act, had a valuable 
steam engine, which had been running but a short 
time, and which they proposed to have the Board take 
in part payment of a demand against them for prison 
labor, at two-thirds its cost ; the engine was built by 
Otis Tufts, Esq., and was pronounced by a competent 
machinist, employed to examine it, as worth as much 
as it was when first set up, it having been run just long 
enough to get in good running order. 

As the steam pipes for warming the shop and chapel, 
were connected with the boilers of this engine, and as 
other heating apparatus would have to be provided 
when it was removed, the Board considered it advisable 
to purchase it, which they did in the manner above 
stated, and it is now run at the expense of the Insti- 
tution, but a revenue is derived from it by supplying 
the Whip Company with power sufficient to run their 
machinery. 

Annexed to this communication is a tabular state- 
ment of the average number of prisoners each year, for 
twenty-two years, from 1834 to 1855, inclusive, with 
the amount of receipts, and expenditures during that 
length of time. 
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A portion of the expense of maintaining the insti- 
tution was paid by the Commonwealth of Massachu- — 
setts, until the year 1840, as shown by the table. 

The receipt from towns has also gradually diminished 
from that time, to the present, as will be seen by refer- 
ence to the table. 

Under the head of expenditures, the sum of twenty- 
six thousand eight hundred and fifty-six dollars and 
six cents, was expended from year to year for additions, 
alterations, introduction of water, gas, ventilating and 
heating apparatus, &c. 

The receipts for the years 1854 and 1855, have been 
materially diminished by the failure of Messrs. Hayden 
and Brothers, and by Messrs. Arms, Wells & Co’s ter- 
minating their contract at a time when business of all 
kinds was so much depressed, that considerable time 
elapsed before new contracts could be entered into, 
thereby causing a large number of prisoners to remain 
idle, who would otherwise have been at work contrib- 
uting something towards the support of the institution. 

In submitting this communication, with the accom- 
panying plans, for your consideration, the Board of 
Overseers desire to express their readiness to furnish any 
information in their power with reference to the insti- 
tution, and to co-operate, with you in carrying out such 
plans, as you may, in your wisdom adopt.

Gentlemen: —'The accompanying Plans have been 
prepared in accordance with instructions, and are here- 
with submitted for consideration. 

The edifice, as it now stands, consists of a centre 
building, seventy-five feet square, with four wings run- 
ning at cardinal points, extending therefrom. 

The East wing is two hundred feet in length, and 
contains four hundred and eight cells, nearly completed. 

The North and South wings are one hundred feet in 
length, each, and will contain together three hundred 
and eight cells. 

Directly over these cells, in the north and south 
wings, it is proposed to have the hospital cells erected. 

The centre part of the building, on this story, can be 
used for Dispensary and other purposes. 

The basement of the centre building, now used for 
steam boilers, &c., will be used for storage. . 

The first story for washing, drying, and other laun- 
dry purposes. 

The second story for sewing room and storage of ma- 
‘terials for manufacture of clothing for male and female 
department, Xe. 

The addition proposed to be erected in continuation 
of the east wing, to be two hundred and forty-five feet 
in length, and two stories in height from basement. In 
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the basement will be rooms for bakery, storage of flour, 
provisions and vegetables, and baking purposes; also 
heating apparatus, and storage of fuel. 

On the first story will be receiving rooms for prison- 
ers, kitchen and dining room. 

The second story for female kitchen, dining room, 
and. officers’ and clerks’ room. 

The steam boilers to be located at the extreme end 
of the building, on account of accident. or explosion. 

The yard wall to be built of brick, on stone founda- 
tion, twenty feet in height, with buttresses every seven- 
teen feet, so constructed as to contain privies sufficient 
for prison use. 

At each corner of the wall it is proposed to have a 
Guard House, so constructed that the officers can com- 
mand a view of the roads, both in and outside of the 
enclosure. 

Inside the wall it is proposed to have a road forty 
feet wide, and the work-shops to be erected on the line 
of road. 

The shops to be thirty feet in width, one story in 
height, with flat roof, and properly lighted’ with Wwin- 
dows on each side, and can be extended continuously 
along the line of road to such extent as may from time 
to time be required. -

On assuming the duties of their office, the attention 
of the Committee on Lamps, &c., was called to the exist- 
mg arrangements with the Boston Gas Light Company. 
Contracts have been made with that company from 
time to time, for supplying the street lamps in the city 
proper with gas, and for the care of the same. 

After giving the matter due consideration, the com- 
mittee have concluded that some modification of the 
contracts was necessary for the interest of the city, and 
have made the agreement which they submit herewith. 

The principal change contemplated, is in lighting the 
street lamps on moonlight nights after midnight, by 
which a considerable saving can be made in the ex- 
pense of gas; and it is arranged by this contract that 
the Gas Light Company shall do all the digging and 
underground work, and shall put in the service pipes, 
charging only the actual cost thereof. This work 
has been heretofore done by the city, and it is thought 
that a considerable amount of this expense may also be 
saved to the city by the change. 
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The care of the lamps and a proper administration 
of this department require a great deal of attention, and. 
the Committee have given the subject as thorough an 
investigation as the brief period of their acquaintance 
with the subject would permit. 

The whole number of street lamps lighted on the 
19th day of February last, as reported by the Superin- 
tendent of lamps, was as follows :

making in all 430 new lamps. 


In the city proper there are 28 gas lighters and 7 
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fluid lighters; in South Boston, 2 gas lighters and 2 
fluid lighters; in East Boston, 1 gas lighter and 1 fluid 
lighter. The 28 gas lighters in the City proper are 
paid by the Gas Light Co., and the amount is returned 
monthly with the bill for gas. For all the other light- 
ers a pay roll is made out monthly by the Superintend- 
ent of Lamps, and sent to the Auditor. 

Within the last year Johnson’s patent burner has 
been placed on all the street gas lamps in the City, and 
it has been found to work well, and it prevents, to a 
great extent, the breakage of glass in the lanterns. 

The Committee do not propose any change, at pres- 
ent, in the mode of lighting the lamps, except in the 
City proper, and to accomplish this object, they submit 
this agreement, and would recommend the adoption of 
the accompanying order.

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AGREEMENT. 


In order to secure and maintain an effective and reg- 
ular system of administration of the Public Lamps in 
the City of Boston, it is agreed by and between the 
said City and the Boston Gas Light Company, 


I. Not less than 5 cubic feet of gas shall be furnished 
to each street lamp by the Boston Gas Light Company, 
for which the City of Boston shall pay 1 cent per hour. 


If. The number of hours and time of lighting and 
extinguishing shall be furnished by the City to the Gas 
Light Company, previous to the beginning of each 
month of lighting. 


Ill. The Gas Light Company are empowered to 
light extra hours in addition to the regular hours as 
above, whenever, according to the best discretion of 
their lighters, the public streets or any portion of them 
shall be rendered unsafe for travel in carriage, or on 
foot, by the obscuration of the moon or the stars. The 
Gas Light Company shall furnish, each week, a state- 
ment of the number of extra hours in the preceding 
week. And no part of this article shall be so construed 
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as to prevent the Committee on Public Lamps from 
exercising such control over the hours of lighting as 
they shall deem expedient. 


IV. The City shall pay the Gas Light Company at 
the rate of 50 cents per lamp for 21 nights, lighting 
and care of lamps, or such other sum as shall be actu- 
ally paid by them to the lighters, under the authority 
of the Committee on Public Lamps. 


V. The bills shall be rendered to the City and pay- 
ment made therefor monthly. 


VI. The Gas Light Company shall put in the service 
. pipes for the street lamps, charging therefor the actual 
cost of the labor and materials, it being understood 
that these materials shall be wholly of wrought iron 
and shall consist of heavy wrought iron pipe of not less 
than 1 inch in diameter, with wrought iron couplers, 
bends, or elbows, and the same shall have a regular 
pitch towards the main as great as the nature of the 
ground and the distance to be run will permit. 


VII. The Gas Light Company shall take charge of 
the service pipes now laid or hereafter to be laid, and 
repair the same whenever desired to do so by the City 
Government, or when it is rendered necessary by leak 
or other immediate exigency, charging the actual cost 
of such repairs. 


VIII. No alteration of the burners in use on the 
street lamps shall be made without the consent of both 
parties to this agreement. | 
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IX. This agreement shall continue in force for one 
year and until a new agreement shall be made, or 
either of the parties shall notify its wish to have the 
same discontinued. But it is understood that this 
agreement does not apply to those parts of the City 
known as South Boston and East Boston.

4 ANNEXATION OF CHELSEA. [March, 


CTA BOSTON: 


In Board of Aldermen, March 13, 1856. 


The Joint Special Committee on the order of notice 
on the petition of John Fenno and others, for the an- 
nexation of Chelsea to Boston, 


REPORT: 


That they have met the petitioners before a Com- 
mittee of the Legislature, and, after careful attention to 
the facts and arguments adduced in favor of the annex- 
ation of Chelsea, they have not been able to discover 
any material benefit to the city of Boston from such 
annexation ; on the contrary, they are satisfied that 
it would be attended with great inconvenience and 
expense. 

The population of Chelsea is estimated at about ten 
thousand, its taxable valuation, at about five and one 
half millions, and the rate of taxation does not materi- 
ally differ from that of the City of Boston. The cur- 
rent expenses of the town requiring this rate of taxa- 
tion will not be reduced by annexation, as the expen- 
ses of its town government are merely nominal. The 
town property is of trifling amount compared with the 
property of the city of Boston, while the town debt, 
(about $70,000) bears a greater proportion to its taxa- 
ble valuation, than does the city debt of Boston, exclu- 
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sive of water debt, to the taxable valuation of Boston. 
The only possible pecuniary benefit to the city from 
such annexation, would be in a more equitable assess- 
ment of county expenses, but to this your committee 
consider the City is entitled, whether Chelsea is annexed _ 
or not; and the proportion of county expenses belong- 
ing to Chelsea in any event, is but a few thousand dol- 
lars per annum. 

It is difficult to estimate the great increase of expense 
* to the city which will be rendered necessary by the an- 
nexation of Chelsea. Experience has abundantly proved 
that the annexation of new territory, even where that 
territory is immediately contiguous, involves the city in 
increased expenditures which are by no means compen- 
sated by the benefits received. 

Your committee are satisfied that if the proposed 
annexation is consummated, the expense of paving the 
present streets, of laying out and filling new streets, 
will be very great, as well as the establishment of prop- 
er drainage, in which the town is at present very defi- 
cient, and which will be peculiarly expensive, (even in 
the proportion which the city pays,) owing to the large 
extent of marsh land within the limits of the town. 

But your committee would most particularly call at- 
tention to the supply of water rendered necessary by 
such annexation. It is not to be supposed that the 
inhabitants of Chelsea will be content to share ia the 
payment of interest of the City Water Debt, without 
enjoying the advantages which it secures. On the 
contrary there is reason to believe that the advantage 
of the Cochituate Water is the principal inducement to 
all the petitioners who are not interested for the pur- 
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poses of speculation. The Report of the Water Board, 
just published, indicates an alarming deficiency of 
water for the purposes of the city proper, and alludes 
to the not improbable necessity of confining the water 
to domestic uses only. The report adds, that in the 
case of the annexation of Charlestown or Chelsea, “the 
first thing to be done will be to lay an additional main 
to Brookline, at a probable cost of over $300,000.” 

The expense of laying the water pipes in the town 
of Chelsea cannot but be very great, and it is exceed: 
ingly doubtful if, with the present population, there 
will be a sufficient number of water tenants to pay a 
water rate equal to the interest on the expenditure. 

Your committee have not felt at liberty to take any 
decided action before the Legislature, without instruc- 
tions from the City Council. They do not ask for their 
suggestions the weight of a report, as the considerations 
bearing upon the question are of a public and general 
nature, and are not peculiarly within the reach of the 
committee. They desire instructions on the subject, 
and therefore report the annexed order.

The Joint Special Committee to whom was referred the Audi- 
tor’s Estimates of the amount of money which it will be neces- 
sary to raise for the ensuing financial year of 1856-57, and the 
ways and means of meeting the same, have duly considered the 
subject, and now respectfully submit to the City Council the 
result of their deliberations, with sundry orders for carrying out 
their suggestions. 

They propose the following reductions in the Auditor’s Esti- 
mates for expenditures, viz. : 


From Bridges, - - - $1,000 
From the Common, &e, - =a 2,500 
From Internal Health, - - 600 
From Interest, - - - 5,000 
From Paving and Repairs of Streets, 20,000 
Being a reduction of — - - - $29,100 


The reduction in the Estimates for Paving is made on the 
ground that, in the opinion of this Committee, all the work that 
it will be absolutely necessary to have done in Paving and Re- 
pairing streets during the ensuing year, can be done for the sum 
of $160,000; and that any new paving which may be proposed 
during the year, should be done only on a special vote, authori- 
zing the same, and be provided for by a new appropriation. 

Against these reductions they propose to add, 

For the Public Library, - . $5,000 
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this amount being for the anticipated necessary expenditures on 
a large quantity of Books, the continued bounty of Joshua Bates, 
Hsq., of London, to whose munificence this valuable institution 
is already so largely indebted. Some of these books have 
been received, others are on the way, and the Trustees desire 
that they shail all be properly labelled, covered and catalogued, 
as soon as received, that no time may be lost in giving them a 
proper location in the new Library Building. 

The Committee have made no recommendation in this estimate 
for the necessary sum to complete the Library Building now in 
progress ; nor for the Extension of Friend street, as they consider 
those items more legitimate subjects for Special Loans, than for 
immediate Taxation. 

It will thus be seen that we recommend a total reduction from 
the Auditor’s Estimate of $23,100. Should the City Council 
sanction this change the account will stand as follows:

Which, by making proper allowance for loss and abatements 
would be met by a gross Tax of about $1,950,000, being but 
$4,000 in excess of the amount raised for the year 1855.

Your Committee impressed at the outset with the 
importance of the subject, to the City of Boston, the 
citizens of East Boston, and the two ferry companies, 
have given it their serious consideration and attention, 
and have sought information through every appropri- 
ate channel which might aid them in arriving at a just 
and satisfactory conclusion. 

On the part of the two ferry companies, it was shown 
from the annual reports which they are required by 
the provisions of their respective Charters to make to 
the City Government, and it was conceded by the re- 
monstrants, that the actual receipts had not been sufii- 
cient to defray the actual running expenses of either 
ferry, for the past year, although the aggregate receipts 
of both ferries exceed by about $14,000 the receipts of

every previous year, when but one ferry was in 
existence. 

And these receipts accrued from the rates of toll 
fixed by the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Bos- 
ton, under the provisions of another section of the 
Charters of said companies,.at the request and upon 
the petition of the two corporations, that such rates of 
toll might be established. 

A large and very respectable committee, appointed 
at a meeting of the inhabitants of East Boston, appeared 
before us, and while they conceded that the receipts of 
the ferries had not been sufficient to meet the expenses, 
they offered much evidence, and urged several reasons 
why, in their judgment, these tolls should not be raised. 

In the first place they contended that the actual 
receipts did not express the possible receipts, because 
on both ferries quite a large amount of the travel, 
(though the exact amount could not be ascertained, ) 
had been suffered to pass without paying the prescribed 
toll; and therefore it could not be said that the receipts 
from the present rates of toll were insufficient, until it 
was shown what the actual receipts would have been 
if the authorized tolls had been collected. 

In support of this fact, evidence was produced which 
proved the existence, though it did not the extent of 
the practice; the companies admitted that such was 
the case, but claimed that it would not affect materi- 
ally the result as stated in their returns. 

The remonstrants, in the second place, maintained 
that it was inexpedient to increase these rates of toll, 
with the view and in the hope thereby to increase the 
receipts ; as the opposite result had followed a similar 
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policy pursued on some of the railroads leading from 
Boston, and it was claimed would naturally follow that 
policy whenever it should be tried ; it was furthermore 
argued that, considering the growth of East Boston for 
the last five years,—showing an increase of fifty per 
cent, in the number of inhabitants greater than that of 
any other Ward for the same time,—and the large 
amount of tax flowing annually into the City Treasury 
from the property of East Boston,—the valuation last 
year being about eight milions of dollars,—it was cer- 
tainly hazardous, to say the least, for the City of Bos- 
ton to adopt any measure which might obstruct this 
growth, or diminish this value; and the remonstrants 
held that any increase of these rates of toll would 
necessarily and directly tend to such results. 

Considerable testimony was given by persons largely 
interested in real estate and other property, to establish 
these points; and the corporations offered no counter 
evidence, and did not deny the positions taken. 

The committee of citizens then claimed that these 
two ferry companies should receive assistance to meet 
the deficiency above stated, and that the City should 
grant them aid; proposing as a measure of relief for 
the People’s Ferry Company, that the City should lay 
out as highways, the avenues leading from_the ferry 
landings, on the Boston and East Boston sides, (which 
avenues are now the property of that corporation, ) and 
pay the company the fair value thereof, to be estimated 
by appraisers duly chosen for that purpose. 

This proposition they made in the belief, founded as 
they stated upon communications received from that 
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company, that such a measure would meet their sanc- 
tion and concurrence. 

That company, by its Treasurer, however, claimed 
from the city a purchase of the highway at a sum of 
$100,000, as the only adequate means of relief. 

The East Boston Ferry Company, through its Presi- 
dent, stated to the Committee that they should be con- 
tent with the same sum. 

The Committee have endeavored to state, briefly 
but fairly, the subject as it was presented to them by 
the parties interested, and they proceed to give the 
conclusions to which they have arrived. 

Your Committee presume that the Board of Alder- 
men may rightfully exercise the power, under the pro- 
vision of the second sections of the charters of these 
corporations, to revise the present rates of toll, if, in 
the judgment of the board, upon the evidence adduced, 
justice to all parties required them so to do; but your 
Committee have not been convinced, by the showing of 
the companies, that it is either right or expedient, for 
the Board to revise the tolls as prayed for, believing 
that it would be a doubtful means of increasing the 
revenues of the companies; they therefore recommend 
that the companies have leave to withdraw on their 
respective petitions for an increase of the rates of toll. 

The Committee cannot recommend an appropriation 
in the form asked for by the petitioners for aid, or to 
the amount which was stated would be acceptable to 
the two ferry companies, because, in their judgment, it 
would not rest on any proper basis, neither would it be 
sanctioned by any previous action of the City Govern- 
ment, and such an appropriation would open the door 
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to numerous claims for relief from various quarters, and 
would establish a dangerous precedent. 

Your Committee would have favorably considered 
the proposition to purchase and lay out the highways 
leading to the ferry landings of the two companies, as 
suggested by the petitioners for aid, if they had been 
of the opinion that they could properly entertain the 
subject; but in their judgment such a proposition 
should be founded upon petitions praying specifically 
for the laying out of such highways, and such petitions 
would properly be within the province of the Commit- 
tee on Streets. 

They therefore recommend that the petitioners for 
aid, as prayed for in the aforesaid petitions, have leave 
to withdraw.

CITY SOLICITOR'S OPINION. 


City Soricitor’s OFFICE, 
Boston, March 27, 1856. 


Hon. A. H. Rice, Mayor, 

Dear Sir:—In reply to the question submitted to me 
in an order of the City Council, “‘as to the right of the 
City Council to lease any portion of Faneuil Hall,” I 
have the honor to state, that, in my opinion, they have 
no such right. By the provisions of the City Charter 
(Sec. 39), the City Council “have the care and superin- 
tendence of the public buildings, and the care, custody, 
aud management, of all the property of the City, with 
power to lease or sell the same, except the Common 
and Faneuil Hall.” The same provision was contained 
in the old charter. I cannot see how any question 
can arise upon the construction of this provision of the 
Charter, unless it be what the words “ Faneuil Hall,” 
apply to. It may perhaps be contended that they in- 
clude the stores and cellars underneath the public hall, 
and the rest of the building. It is undoubtedly true, 
that the name of Faneuil Hall, is often applied to the 
whole building in which the hall is contained; and it 
was probably in view of such a possible construction of 
the Charter, that the said order was passed. If so, I 
shall be expected to do more than to answer the ques- 
tion submitted, according to its strict interpretation. I 
am of the opinion, that, the words “ Faneuil Hall,” as 
used in the Charter, apply only to the public hall, and 
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do not mean, or include, the whole building. Such has 
always been the construction put upon the charter by 
the city Government, so far as I have known; and I 
am not aware of any occasion where this construction 
has been brought seriously in question. The city has 
been in the habit of leasing portions of the building, 
constantly, from the beginning; so had the town of 
Boston, before the charter was granted. I cannot con- 
ceive of any good reasons why such a restriction should 
have been made to apply to the whole building. It 
would be entirely inconsistent with the design and plan 
of the original structure, in place of which the present 
one was erected. The original offer of Peter Faneuil, 
Kisq., was, to erect on land of the town of Boston, a 
building, to be improved for a market, for the sole use, 
benefit, and advantage of the town; provided they 
would pass a vote for that purpose, lay the market 
under proper regulations, and constantly support it 
for that use. The vote being passed, the building was 
erected. But it appears that the donor exceeded his 
first offer. He not only erected a structure which con- 
tained ample accommodations for market purposes ; but, 
(to use the words of the record) “superadded a spa- 
cious and most beautiful: Zown hall over it, and several 
other convenient rooms, which might prove very bene- 
ficial to the town for offices or otherwise.” 

The inhabitants of the town, after accepting the gift 
in public meeting, and passing a formal vote of thanks, 
setting forth the full particulars, proceeded to name the 
hall. The record of this proceeding is important, as show- 
ing what was named “ Faneuil Hall.” The motion which 
was made and carried, was in these words: “That, in 
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testimony of the town’s gratitude to the said Peter Fan- 
euil, Esq., and to perpetuate his memory, the town 
would now pass a vote that the Hall over the Market 
place be named Faneum Hatt, and at all times here- 
after be called and known by that name.” 

As the present structure was erected in place of the 
old one, which was burnt down, and is in fact but a 
continuation of the original, in the general plan and 
design, certainly, there is no doubt, as it seems to me, 
as to what the name in question was intended in the 
Charter to apply ; and that the City Council have a right 
to lease those portions of the building which are dis- 
inct from, and form no part of, the Hall.

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MEMORIAL 


IN RELATION TO THE 


SMALL POX. 


To tHe Mayor AND ALDERMEN OF THE City or Boston: 


Tue memorial of the undersigned respectfully repre- 
sents :—That in his judgment the sanitary condition of 
the City should receive the most watchful care of the 
official authorities. Whenever a contagious disease 
prevails, effectual measures should be adopted for its 
irradication and prevention, especially if it be such an 
one as 1s controllable by any remedies within the power 
of the City to use. The justice and expediency of this 
principle has long been acknowledged by the City, by the 
removal of nuisances, by the erection of hospitals for 
the accommodation of persons sick with the cholera, 
and by other means. The long existence and extensive 
prevalence of the small pox, it seems to the under- 
signed, has not received that attention from your hon- 
orable Board which its great importance and the sad 
consequences that have resulted from it demand. 

The Report of the Sanitary Commission of Massa- 
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chusetts, written by the undersigned, and published in 
1850, contains the following among other recommend- 
ations for the promotion of the public health, (pp. 180, 
181). “XXVII. We recommend that every city and 
town in the State be REQUIRED to provide means for the 
perrodical vaccination of the inhabitants.” 

In the illustrations of this recommendation, it is 
stated in the Report that vaccination was first intro- 
duced into this country in 1800; “and that in 1810, an 
act was passed in this State, providing ‘that it shall be the 
duty of every town to choose persons to supermtend 
the vaccination of the inhabitants with the cow-pox.’ 
This law was repealed in 1856; and the Revised Stat- 
utes provided ‘that each town may make provisions for 
the inoculation of the inhabitants.” This substitution of 
the word may for shall left it optional with towns to do or 
not to do it; and it has caused the loss of many lives. 
Under the operation of the old law many towns were 
accustomed once in about every five years, to have a 
general vaccination of the inhabitants; but this cus- 
tom, as far as our knowledge extends, has been gener- 
ally discontinued, and the inhabitants have thus been 
left liable to the disease from every new exposure.” * * 

‘“‘ During the twenty-six years, prior to 1837, the dis- 
ease caused the death, in Boston, of thirty-seven: per- 
sons only ; and most of these were at Rainsford Island. 
It seldom occurred in the City proper. During the 
twelve years ending December 31, 1849, since the 
repeal, it caused the death of five hundred thirty-three 
persons! And in the first six months of 1850, one hun- 
dred and forty siz died! These were unnecessary deaths— 
they might and ought to have been prevented! and so 
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should the thousands of cases of sickness by the same 
disease, which did not terminate fatally. The plan of 
house-to-house visitation, described in our twenty-fourth 
recommendation, [See Report, p. 168,] might have been 
adopted. The City might have been divided in small 
districts, to each of which a physician might have been 
assigned, who should have been required to visit every 
family, whether invited or not, and to vaccinate, or 
revaccinate, every person, if necessary or expedient. 
By this plan the disease would soon have been deprived 
of subjects to feed upon, and must have been starved 
out. It might thus have been expelled from the City 
in less than a month; and the lives of more than one 
hundred persons which have now been lost in less than 
six months might have been saved. The public expense, 
too, of such a measure would have been far less than 
that of the small-pox widows, and the small-pox orphans, 
which have been thrown upon the City for support, to 
say nothing of other expenses; and the various other 
marked effects and calamities of the disease, suffered 
more privately, might have been avoided. 

“ Under existing circumstances, it becomes the special 
duty of every person to protect himself against the dis- 
ease. Any one who permits himself to be sick with it, is 
as justly chargeable with ignorance, negligence, or guilt, 
as he who leaves his house open to be entered and pil- 
laged by robbers, known to be in the neighborhood. 
And upon that State, city, or town, which does not 
interpose its legal authority to exterminate the disease 
should rest the responsibility, as must rest the conse- 
sequences of permitting the destruction of the lives and 
health of its citizens.” 
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These statements were believed to be correct when 
written; and their truth has been fully confirmed by 
the more full details of history. 

The provision of the Revised Statutes required the 
municipal authorities in the State to remove persons 
sick with the small-pox to hospitals prepared for the 
purpose ; or when such removal was impracticable, to 
cut off all free communication with them, and to give 
public notice of the presence of the disease by display- 
ing red flags and other means; and imposed a penalty 
on housekeepers and physicians who did not report 
cases of the disease coming under their care. Under 
these wise provisions a hospital existed on Rainsford 
Island, to which patients in Boston were removed ; and 
to these salutary regulations must be attributed the com- 
parative exemption of the City from the disease, during 
along period. In 1837, an act was passed giving dis- 
cretionary power to the authorities whether or not to 
remove such persons. In April, of the same year, a 
petition signed by John C. Warren and thirteen other 
physicians and seven prominent citizens of Boston, was 
presented to the Legislature, praying for the repeal of 
the 16th, 17th, 38th, 40th, 41st, 42d, 43d and 44th 
sections of the 2lst chapter of the Revised Statutes, 
and for removing all restrictions in regard to the small- 
pox, placing it upon the same foundation as regards the 
sanitary police as measles, scarlatina or any other dis- 
ease. On account of the lateness of the session, the 
committee reported a reference of the subject to the 
next Legislature, (House Document, 1837, No. 65.) 
A similar petition was presented to the Legislature of 
1838, when the Special Committee to whom it was 
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referred reported in its favor, (House Document, 1838, 
No. 63.) The committee recommend the repeal,—1. Be- 
cause “it violates the sanctity of home, by removing 
children from parents, or parents from children, or 
friends from friends, or by invading private rights. 
2. Because its tendency is to give false security to the 
community, which operates as an apology for neglect- 
ing the only proper means of protection against the dis- 
ease, which is careful vaccination.” And 3. “ Because 
it obliges physicians and housekeepers to report cases, 
or exposes them to heavy penalties, the publicity of 
which always creates a panic, disturbing the quiet of 
the neighborhood, unnecessarily interrupting business, 
causing troublesome inconvenience, and unnecessary 
expense.” Although the act of repeal was opposed by 
the undersigned and others as unwise, and the above 
reasons pronounced fallacious, as subsequent history 
has fully proved, yet it was passed. In the meantime 
the subject was under consideration in the City Council 
of Boston; and on the recommendation of the Con- 
sulting Physicians, (See City Document, 1837, No. 1,) 
the removal of patients to Rainsford Island ceased 
after the Ist of March, 1837. Immediately, contrary 
to the predictions of the advocates for the repeal, the 
disease became prevalent in the City, as a statement 
presently to be given will show. Considerable alarm 
prevailed, and the subject was again presented to the 
consideration of the Legislature. The Special Commit- 
tee to whom it was referred, made a long report, (Sen- 
ate Document, 1840, No. 5.) It is devoted principally 
to the efficacy of vaccination, as a preventive of the 
disease, and states many reliable facts, though some of 
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the inferences from these facts do not always seem 
justly warranted. On their recommendation the 43d 
and 44th chapters of the Revised Statutes, requiring 
householders and physicians to notify the proper au- 
thorities of all cases of the small-pox coming to their 
knowledge, was re-enacted. ‘This act, however, was 
entirely inoperative, and in 1848 another act was 
passed removing all restrictions in regard to the disease. 


The following statement, showing the number of 
_ deaths by small-pox, in Boston, each year, for the last 
forty-five years, will illustrate the effects of the differ- 
ent legislation, and other sanitary measures, in opera- 
tion during that period :—

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This is an important and extraordinary statement of 
facts. It appears that during the last twenty years, one 
only (1844) occurred in which there were no deaths by 
the small-pox, and that during that time eleven hundred 
and sixteen deaths took place. While during the previous 
twenty-five years there were fourteen years in which 
there were no deaths, and that the whole number of 
deaths during that period was ¢wenty only. It is the 
opinion of intelligent physicians, that, under the exist- 
ing modes of treatment, the proportion of deaths to the 
total number of cases of small-pox cannot be fairly 
estimated, on the average, at more than two per cent., 
or one death to every fifty cases. By multiplying the 
number of fatal cases by fifty, we obtain the whole 
estimated number of cases. On this basis it appears 
that for the last twenty years (1116 + 50)—55,800 
_ cases have occurred in this City ; for the last ten years 

(734 + 50)—36,700 cases; and for the last five years 
(385 + 50)—19,250 cases. Last year there were one 
* hundred eighty-six deaths, (186 + 50)—9,300 cases. 

If this subject is examined in a pecuniary point of 
view only, it will suggest strong reasons for the adop- 
tion of some remedial measures. It has been supposed 
that each patient will require, on the average, the 
attendance of a physician twenty-five days, and must 
have household accommodation, medicine, nursing, and 
be deprived of income from labor. On this basis the 
pecuniary loss to the City by the small-pox, during the 
five years, ending December 31, 1855, may be fairly 
estimated according to the subjoined statement. Hach 
case may incur— 
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Medical attendance, 25 visits at $1, . $25, 
Board, household accommodations, medicine, 
nursing, &c., : ’ : ; 20. 
Loss of income from labor, 12. 
Total estimated cost of each case, $62. 
19,250 cases, at $62 each, gives $1,193,500. 
The additional cost of paupers made such | 
by the loss of relatives, may be . 106,500. 


Loss to the City for the last five years, $1,300,000. 
Or for each year, on the average, ._ _ 260,000. 
For the last year alone, it was (9,300 + 62,) 566,600. 


This is indeed a great loss; but who can estimate 
human suffering, loss of life, and all their attendant 
train of evils by dollars and cents. It shows, however, 
that the presence of the small-pox among us 1s a great 
evil, pecuniary as well as physical and moral, and calis 
forcibly upon the public authorities for its mitigation. 

Is there an effectual remedy which can be applied 
for the removal of this great evil? In the judgment 
of the undersigned there is; and that remedy is com- 
pulsory vaccination. The City has already provided 
that no unvaccinated child shall be admitted into the 
public schools; and for the class of persons interested 
it is a most excellent regulation. It has also provided 
for the gratuitous vaccination of such persons as may 
apply to the City Physician for that purpose. This 
regulation is also to be commended ; but it does not 
fully meet the public want. Experience has shown, 
contrary to the opinion of the petitioners for the repeal 
of the Revised Statutes in 1837, that even the presence 
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of the disease in the City will not induce the inhabi- 
tants generally, to protect themselves against it by vac- 
- cination, so indifferent is man to the preservation of his 
own health and life, and thousands upon thousands 
remain constantly liable to the disease, and will become 
its victims when exposed. There is, too, still existing 
some prejudice against vaccination. Some disbelieve 
in its efficacy, and some think it may aggravate the 
evil by “tempting Providence.” 

What is now needed is a general vaccination of the 
inhabitants, by house-to-house visitations, enforced by 
the authority of the City; and this might be done some- 
what upon the following plan :— 

Each Ward of the City might be divided into eight or 
more districts, to each of which should be assigned a com- 
petent physician, who should be required to visit each 
house and each family, and to examine and vaccinate, 
and to revaccinate if deemed expedient, every person. 
A blank book constructed upon a proper plan for regis- 
tering the name, age, date of vaccination, and, whether 
it was for the first, the second or other time, the results 
and other desirable particulars, should be kept. Per- 
-gons examined but not re-vaccinated should also be 
noted. Let this plan be carried out thoroughly as it 
might be, and the disease would im a short time be ex- 
pelled from the City, unless introduced afresh from 
abroad which very seldom happens. The unvacci- 
nated coming into the City from other places do not 
bring the disease with them but take it here. Such a 
measure, beside the security it would give the citizens, 
would afford a large amount of information which might 


be made of practical utility. 
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In estimating the expense of this labor, it may be 
stated, that competent physicians might probably be 
obtained to vaccinate so great a number at one eighth 
of a dollar each. Of the whole number of inhabitants 
of the City, estimated at 160,000, it is probable that 
not more than one half, or 80,000, would require vac- 
cination. These would cost, on this estimate, $10,000 
only. But suppose it amount to double of that sum, 
it would still be little more than is expended annually 
for a Fourth of July celebration, or for many other 
matters of no utility when compared to this. It would. 
be an expenditure which every good citizen would ap- 
prove, for the great amount of good which it would 
accomplish. 

Facts and arguments might be further extended in 
favor of the adoption, by the City, of some efficient 
measure for relief from the evils under which it has so 
long suffered ; but this simple statement, will, it is be- 
lieved, be sufficient to call the serious attention of your 
honorable Board to the subject. It has been said by 
the Registrar General of England, in relation to the 
cholera, that, it “is a Health Inspector that speaks in 
language which nobody can misunderstand; it visits 
the prisoner in the hulk on the polluted river, the neg- 
~ lected lunatic in his cell, the crowded work-house, the 
establishments for pauper children, the sides of stag- 
nant sewers, the undrained city, the uncleansed 
street, the cellar and the attic; as well as the fair 
open quarters which strangers frequent and admire. 
The oversights, the errors, the crimes of persons, who 
in responsible offices have charge of the health and life 
of men, are proclaimed aloud by its inexorable voice.” 
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If such language might properly be used in relation to 
a disease to which sanitary measures can be applied 
only with uncertain results, with how much greater 
force may it be used in relation to one, to which meas- 
ures may be applied known to be efficient. 

That the subject may receive that attention which 
its importance demands, is the earnest prayer of the 
undersigned. He desires also to call the attention of 
your honorable Board to the consideration of the sug- 
gestions under the 5th Recommendation of his Sanitary 
Report, already referred to, (p. 115), relating to the 
establishment of a Board of Health in Boston.

The Joint Standing Committee on Public Buildings, 
who were directed by the order of March 18th, to 
consider the expediency of enlarging the present 
City Hall, and if deemed expedient to report Plans 
and Hstimates, respectfully 


Rei Orr 


That they have carefully considered the subject 
referred to them and have unanimously arrived at the 
following conclusions: 

First. The existing building, known as the City 
Hall, is not large enough to accommodate all the offices" 
of the various departments of the government. Be- 
sides the officers now established in the City Hall, there 
are located outside of said building the following Boards 
and officers :—The Cochituate Water Board, the City 
Engineer, the Overseers of the House of Correction, 
the Engineers of the Fire Department, the City Regis- 
trar, the City Physician, the Superintendent of Lamps, 
the Water Registrar, the City Solicitor—while the 
Board of Visitors of the Lunatic Hospital have no room 
at all. 
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As to the offices in the building, it is conceded that 
the City Treasurer’s accommodations are too limited 
for the amount of business transacted at his office ; the 
City Clerk has no safe or secure place for the papers 
and records of mortgages which have largely increased 
in his department ; and many of the other offices are 
now occupied by more than one Superintendent, which 
is often a great inconvenience to each of them. 

Besides, the arrangement of the offices is such that 
those the most nearly connected in their official rela- 
tions are located at a distance from each other. The 
Water Registrar should be nearer the City Treasurer 
than he now is, and the clerk, who receives the Water 
Rates, should be under the immediate eye of the Treas- 
urer ; the City Registrar should be located near the City 
Clerk, at whose office nearly one half of the former’s 
customers now apply. The City Engineer should 
be located at the City Hall, where he is daily consulted 
by the committees on Street and on Paving; and if 
possible this office should have a fire-proof room for the 
deposit of his valuable plans and records. 

in addition to the above, it is pertinent to state that 
a new Ward Room is imperatively needed for the citi- 
zens of Ward Four. 

In view of these considerations, your Committee 
have concluded that an enlargement of the present build- 
ing, or the erection of a new structure, is imperatively 
required at this time. 

Secondly. Your Committee believe that no spot in 
the City is so appropriately and so perfectly adapted 
for a City Hall as the present site: certainly no avail- 
able one can be obtained at a reasonable price, which 
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will combine, as this does, the necessary and whole- 
some advantages of ight and air——retirement from noise, 
and facility of access from the centres of activity mm the 
City. 

The area around the present building so beautifully 
arranged and adorned, and already selected as the site 
for the Statue of Franklin, will be preserved nearly 
intact, so long as the City Hall shall remain in its pres- 
ent location, but if abandoned for a new site, this area 
will doubtless be devoted to the erection of buildings 
to pay the cost of a new structure. 

‘In view of these considerations, and agreeably to 
the direction of the order of March 18th, your Com- 
mittee caused the accompanying plans of the proposed 
addition to be drawn by Nathaniel J. Bradlee, Esq., 
who is well known as a thorough and reliable architect. 

By these plans it will be seen that it is contemplated 
to add about fifty-five feet in a southerly direction to 
the present building. The existing style of architect- 
ure will be preserved, and a large portion of the pro- 
posed addition will be made jfire-proof. 

This enlargement will give accommodations to all 
the officers and Boards which are located outside of the 
present walls, and will give greatly improved accom- 
modations to the officers now in said building. 

The enlargement can be entirely completed within 
the present municipal year, if commenced immediately, 
and it can be effected without serious inconvenience to 
the officers in the building, who can be accommodated, 
if greatly disturbed, in Niles’ Block or elsewhere. 

The expense attending this proposed alteration, 
which has been carefully estimated by competent per- 
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sons, will be about $80,000, the interest of which sum 
will not pay the rents of the rooms outside of the build- 
ing now occupied by City officers. 

If this enlargement be effected, your Committee 
believe it will answer all the possible requirements of 
the City for the next fifty years. Wherefore they 
recommend the passage of the accompanying order.

In compliance with a request from his Honor the 
Mayor, the undersigned respectfully submits, as a report, 
the following statement, which embraces everything of 
interest that has an immediate connection with his 
official duty to the Jail of Suffolk County, since his 
appointment of County Physician, in August last. The 
total number of visits made to prisoners in their cells, 
and the cells of the lock-up, which are attached to the 
jail, is fourteen hundred arid thirty, as follows :

Of this number, there was found, from the helpless 


infant of a few weeks old, to the decrepit octogenarian. 
Three deaths have occurred—one female and two 


males. 


Rebecca Wait, aged thirty-two years, died from 


an enlarged and disorganized liver, the effects of long- 
continued and too free use of alcoholic liquors. Patrick 


_ 
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McCaffery, aged thirty years, from some cerebral dis- 
turbance, similating the symptoms of hydrophobia; and 
George Averill, aged thirty-one years, from delirium 
tremens. ‘There has been an unusual amount of sick- 
ness in the prison within the last eight months, some 
of which has been of great severity and long duration. 
The prisoners, in their narrow confinement, have not 
been exempt from those epidemics, contagious and 
malignant diseases, that prevail in the various seasons 
of the year among all classes and conditions of 
society; such as, for instance, measles, varioloid, small 
pox, erysipelas, dysentery, diarrhoea, typhoid fever, 
influenza, etc. etc. 

During the latter part of December, varioloid made 
its appearance simultaneously among the prisoners in 
two of the wings of the prison, and as a prophylactic 
measure, all of the prisoners that had not been vacci- 
nated within the past five or six years, or were other- 
wise unprotected, were re-vaccinated. Nothwithstand- 
ing this precaution, one of the prisoners in the long 
wing had small pox, and he was removed to the hospital 
at Rainsford Island, where he subsequently died. 

In February, erysipelas of a malignant character 
made its appearance ; and in consequence of many of 
the prisoners having ulcers and fresh wounds, either 
from surgical operations or injuries which would be 
likely to become infected, it was thought proper to 
have the worst case removed to the Island. 

Of the number of visits made to the prisoners, as 
referred to in the preceding table, ninety-eight were to 
those having delirium tremens; most of which were 
attended with the usual labor and unpleasant scenes 
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that the physician encounters in treating this almost 
intractable and singular malady. 

It has not been thought necessary, or even proper, to 
present, in this report, a detailed account of the specific 
causes, or the various cases and forms of disease that 
has come under observation, or presented itself ,for 
treatment; suffice it to say, it has been of the usual 
variety which is seen without as well as within the 
walls of a prison-house. 

It must be apparent that a jail, which is considered 
for the ostensible purpose of a place of detention for 
those persons who violate the laws, and are awaiting 
their trial at the Courts, has ever within its limits 
individuals of all classes, from the lowest walks of life 
and human degradation, to those who may be consid- 
ered a little more refined ; consequently, disease in its 
most loathsome form is often met with and has to be 
treated. 

Legislative enactments have made it obligatory upon 
the part of those to whom authority is delegated, to 
arrest and commit to jail every person found in the 
streets in a state of intoxication. By the enforcement 
of this act, a large number of persons have been com- 
mitted to the Suffolk County Jail during the past year ; 
and it is from among this class of prisoners that gene- 
rally require much attention in order to counteract the 
bad effects engendered by the habitual use of bad 
liquors. ‘Their physical condition, when received at 
the State Prison, or Houses of Correction, is much 
improved from what it was when they were committed 
to the jail; for in most cases they remain in the jail 
for a sufficient length of time to be cured of previously 
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contracted diseases, and from the other effects. of a 
debauched life. 

Since the occupation of the new jail, it has been 
frequently suggested, and urged by several philan- 
thropists, the necessity and propriety of having among 
its officers and assistants, a Matron; but I never yet 
have seen any occasion for the services of such an 
officer. As will be noticed in the preceding table, there 
has been a large number of females who have been 
sick, some for several weeks in succession, and yet 
there has never been a time when assistants and 
nurses could not be obtained from among the other 
female prisoners. 

The diet of the prisoners is wholesome and nutri- 
tious ; but I think the health of those who are confined 
or sentenced for any length of time, would be much 
improved if it could be more varied. 

The heating apparatus that has been in use since the 
first occupation of the present building, having been 
found inadequate to warm it sufficiently for the comfort 
and health of the inmates, it was determined by the 
last City Council to have steam introduced ; but as the 
proper season for testing its capability to warm it was 
far advanced before the completion of the work, I am 
unable to say whether it will be found to meet the 
expectations of its advocates. 

The prison has been visited regularly every morning, 
each visit occupying from one to two hours, besides 
at other hours of the day, as well as by night, whenever | 
the occasion has demanded it, or upon the call of an 
officer of the prison. 
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In closing this report, I cannot refrain from bearing 
testimony to the ever watchful care and good treatment 
which the prisoners receive from William S. Bartlett, 
Esq., the Jailer, and his officers; and also to the many 
kind and benevolent acts of Mrs. Bartlett, rendered 
the poor and unfortunate prisoners in their lonely 
cells.

Aw Orpinance to license and regulate Pawnbrokers. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council 


of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as 
follows :

Section 1. The Board of Aldermen may, from 
time to time, give and grant licenses to such persons 
as shall apply for the same, to use, exercise, and 
carry on the trade or business of a pawnbroker ; 
which said licenses shall continue in force until the 
first day of the month of July following, (unless 
sooner revoked by the Mayor, which he is hereby 
authorized to do, on evidence satisfactory to him of 
a violation of any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance) and no longer; and each person to whom 
such license shall be given, shall pay therefor to the 
City Treasurer the sum of twenty dollars ; but no such 
license shall authorize the opening of more than one 
place for the transaction of the business aforesaid ; 
and no person shall be licensed, who shall have been 


16 convicted of receiving stolen goods. 


Section 2. Every person who shall be licensed 


2 as aforesaid shall, at the time of receiving said license, 
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enter with sufficient sureties to be approved by the 
Mayor into a bond in the sum of one thousand dollars, 
conditioned for the faithful observance of this ordi- 
nance, and of such further ordinances as may hereafter 
be enacted in the premises, and of the laws of the 
Commonwealth relating thereto, which said bond 
shall be held by the City of Boston in trust, for the use 
of every person who may be aggrieved by any viola- 
tion thereof. And every pawnbroker so applying 
for a license shall first effect an insurance against 
fire, for two thousand dollars, on goods pawned, at 


such insurance office as the Mayor or Chairman of 


the Committee on Licenses shall approve ; the policy 
for which shall be deposited with his bond when 
the said license shall be given to him. 


Srction 3. No person shall use, exercise or carry ~ 
on the trade or business of a pawnbroker, without 
first having obtained such license as aforesaid, or 
after the revocation thereof, under the penalty of 
fifty dollars for each and every offence. 


Section 4. No person so licensed as aforesaid 
shall keep his office open for the transaction of 
business on any day in the week before sunrise, or 
after seven o’clock in the evening, except on Satur- 
day evening, when said office shall be closed before 
ten o’clock, under a penalty of fifty dollars for each 
and every offence.

the loan, and the name and residence of the person 
pawning or pledging the said goods, articles or 
things, and also in which shall be written the 
charges on the same as they shall accrue, which 
entry shall be regularly numbered ; and also when 
a watch is pawned, the number and name of the 
maker thereof, if any appears, and all letters or 
marks on goods or articles manufactured of gold 
or silver shall be inscribed therein; which said book, 
as also book No. 2, hereinafter mentioned, shall be 
at all times open to the full and free inspection of 
the owner or owners of the articles, or of any person 
demanding the same. Provided such person shall 
exhibit an order to make such inspection, signed by 
the Mayor or Chief of Police, and in all cases where 
the description of goods in the said book or books 
is alleged to correspond with any goods lost, 
the article or thing shall be exhibited when de- 
manded by the person authorized as above to 
inspect said book or books. And the said pawn- 
broker shall deliver to the person pawning or 
pledging the said goods, articles or things, at the 
time the same are received, a certificate, duplicate 
or note signed by him, and numbered to correspond 
with his said book, and which shall contain the sub- 
stance of the particular entry therein; and every 
pawnbroker who shall neglect to make the entries 
herein required, or to deliver the said certificate or 
note, shall forfeit and pay the sum of fifty dollars 
for each and every neglect; and if any pawnbroker 
shall neglect or refuse to allow the inspection herein 
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provided for to be made, or to exhibit the article or 
thing pledged as herein required, he shall forfeit and 
pay the sum of fifty dollars for each and every refusal. 


Section 6. No pawnbroker shall ask, demand, 
or receive a greater rate of interest than six per 
centum per annum; and, in addition thereto, he is 
authorized and permitted to demand and receive 
for storage, and other necessary expenses, a sum not 
exceeding two per centum per month. And any 
pawnbroker who shall demand or receive any higher 
rate of interest or charges than is herein provided, 
shall forfeit and pay the sum of fifty dollars. 


Section 7. No pawnbroker shall sell any goods, 
articles, or thing pawned or pledged, until the same 
shall have remained in his possession four months 
for dry goods and clothing of all kinds, and eight 
months for all other articles; within which times, 
respectively, such goods, articles, or thing shall be 
delivered on application made by the owner thereof, 
or his or her legal representative, provided such 
applicant shall surrender the duplicate, certificate, 
or note, and pay the sum originally loaned, with the 
interest and charges that may have accrued thereon ; 
and such goods, articles, or thing that shall remain 
unredeemed at the expiration of the time before 
mentioned, shall be sold at public auction in the 
City of Boston, and not otherwise or elsewhere, 
after ten days’ notice of the time and place of sale, 
and the kind of goods, first given in two public and 
daily newspapers in the said City; and the surplus 
money, if any, arising from the said sale, after 
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deducting the amount of the loan, the interest, and 
charges then due on the same, and the expenses of 
the advertisement and sale, shall be paid over by 
the pawnbroker to the person who would have been 
entitled to redeem the pledge in case no such sale had 
taken place. And if any pawnbroker shall violate 
any of the provisions of this section, he shall forfeit 
and pay the sum of fifty dollars for every such vio- 
lation: Provided that no goods, articles, or things 
shall be offered at such sale of forfeited goods, ex- 
cept such as shall have been placed bona fide upon 
pledge, under a penalty of twenty dollars for each 
and every article so sold. 


Section 8. Every pawnbroker shall keep a book 
to be called “ Book No. 2,” wherein shall be entered 
the sales of such goods, articles or things: which 
shall be sold as aforesaid, wherein shall be marked 
the same, with the date thereof, and- before each 
article shall be inserted the number affixed thereto 
in’ Book No. 1,” hereinbefore provided for, and 
opposite thereto shall be inserted the amount loaned 
thereon, the charges thereon, the amount for which 
the same was sold, and the name of the pawner. 
And if any pawnbroker shall violate any of the 
provisions of this section, he shall forfeit and 
pay the sum of fifty dollars for every such violation. 


Section 9. If any goods articles or thing which 
shall be advertised in any public newspaper in the 
City of Boston as having been lost or stolen, and 
which goods, articles or thing shall then be or 
thereafter come into the possession of any pawn- 
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6 broker, he shall on actual notice thereof, imme- 

7 diately thereafter give information in writing at the 

8 office of the Chief of Police that certain goods, ar- 

9 ticles or thing answering to the description of said 
10 advertised goods, articles or thing, are in his posses- 
11 sion, and shall also state from whom the same was 
12 or were received, under the penalty of fifty dollars

The undersigned, on behalf of a large number of the 
Catholic population of Boston, impressed with a lively 
sense of your impartiality and love of justice, do re- 
spectfully petition that the order passed on a portion of 
the (late) Jail Lands, obligating the purchaser to erect 
buildings for dwellings or stores be rescinded so far as 
relates to the lots (from 1 to 10) fronting on Leverett 
street. 

The petitioners beg leave to state that the main ob- 
ject they had in view, in purchasing this estate, was the 
erection of a Church on one side or the other of the 
present granite building —that a church has been 
wanting in the western part of the City for some years 
past — that inferior halls and basements have been re- 
sorted to, to supply this deficiency —that our children, 
boys especially, in the north and west end (where they 
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are very numerous) have been deprived of divine ser- 
vice on Sundays to a certain extent, as also the advan- 
tages of room for Sunday-schools, for want of such an 
edifice as we now propose erecting — a church for di- 
vine service and a spacious basement for Sunday-school 
purposes. 

The undersigned would also state that, although there 
is no intention of erecting any other building at present 
than the contemplated church, they are, however, wil- 
ling to conform at any time hereafter to the conditions 
prescribed in a late order, rescinding the restrictions of 
the lots on Wall street.

A hearing was granted to the remonstrants on the 
19th instant, agreeably to their request. ‘The commit- 
tee now proceed to give a narrative of the doings of the 
city council in relation to the said lands, so that the 
whole subject may be fully understood. 

On the 20th of January, 1851, an order was passed 
in the board of mayor and aldermen, which was con- 
curred in by the common council, that the joint stand- 
ing committee on public lands be authorized to report 
a plan for the disposal of the old jail, court house and 
land situated on Leverett street. 

On the 28th of the same month, that committee vot- 
ed that the said order be referred to a sub-committee 
consisting of alderman Briggs and Messrs. Beal and 
Minot. 
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On the 23d of June, 1851, the committee reported a 
plan to the city council, and, on their recommendation, 
an order was passed, that the joint standing committee 
on public lands be authorized to dispose of the old 
jail, court house and land situated on Leverett Street, 
either by public auction or private sale, and the pro- 
ceeds be paid into the city treasury. 

On the third of July, 1851, the committee voted to 
authorize the superintendent of public lands, to sell 
the old jail lands and buildings, for a sum not less 
than $80,000, and to direct him to advertise the same 
for sale. 

On the 26th of August, 1851, a communication was 
received from Josiah L.C. Amee, proposing to purchase 
the old jail lands, upon certain conditions, which 
proposition was rejected; and it was voted to authorize 
the superintendent to sell the old jail land and build- 
ings at a price not less than $70,000, upon the follow- 
ing terms and conditions, viz; twenty per cent. of the 
purchase money to be paid on the delivery of the bond 
and agreement, and the balance in ten equal annual 
payments, with interest semi-annually on the amount 
remaining unpaid, ‘The exterior walls of the buildings 
to be erected on said lands to be of brick, stone or 
iron, and the buildings to be used for dwelling houses 
or stores, and for no other purpose. 

On the thirtieth of September the committee voted, 
to direct the superintendent of public lands to cause 
the old jail lands to be surveyed, and one thousand 
lithographic copies of a plan of the same to be printed ; 
and that alderman Briggs, Messrs. Beal and Brown be 
a sub-committee to superintend the sale of the jail land 
and buildings, and that the conditions be changed to ten 


aa, 
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per cent. paid on delivery of agreement, with interest 
annually instead of semi-annually. | 

On the 6th of November, 1851, the committee voted 
to accept the proposition of Josiah L. C. Amee to pur- 
chase the old jail lands and buildings, dated November 
6th, 1851, with the following conditions, viz: “ 1st. 
Ten per cent. of the purchase money to be paid in 
cash or security, that shall be satisfactory to the com- 
mittee, given for the payment of the same, the balance 
to be paid in nine annual payments with interest. 2d. 
No materials to be removed from the premises until 
twenty dwelling houses or stores shall have been erect- 
ed on the same. 8d. Whenever Wall street shall be 
laid out by the city as shown on the plan, to be used 
as a public highway, there shall be no charge to said 
City therefor.” It was also voted that the sub-commit- 
tee having charge of the sale of the jail land confer 
with Mr. Amee. 

On the 15th day of December, 1851, the committee 
made their report to the City Council, as follows: . 

«That they have disposed of the estate at private sale 
to Josiah L.C. Amee, for sixty-nine thousand three 
hundred and fifty-five dollars and twenty cents, amount- 
ing to one dollar and fifty cents per foot, including the 
street, or about one dollar and eighty-three cents per 
foot for land used for building purposes. Ten per cent. 
of the purchase money has been secured by a note and 
bond. The estate covers 46,236,%%, square feet of land, 
of which Mr. Amee is to reserve a strip thirty feet in 
width, extending from Wall to Causeway street, which 
the City, have the right to lay out as a public street at 
any time they choose, without being at any expense for 
the land. 
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“The land is divided into thirty-one lots, and the 
purchaser binds himself to erect, within six months 
from April Ist, 1852, ten houses of brick, iron, or 
stone, and not less than three stories high, fronting on 
the northeast side of the proposed street; and also ten 
houses of a similar character, fronting on the southwest 
side of this street, within a year from the first of April 
next. ‘The buildings are to be occupied only for stores 
or dwelling houses. The buildings on the lots fronting 
on Leverett street are to be of similar character with 
the others, but the purchaser is not restricted as to the 
time of building. The materials of the old jail, &c. 
fall to the purchaser, but he cannot move them from 
the lend, until the new buildings are completed, though 
he may move them from lot to lot as the necessity of 
building requires. When two houses are finished, the 
City will take a mortgage upon one for the land of 
both, and give a title deed.” 

This report was read and accepted by the City 
Council. 

In conformity with the terms of the purchase of the 
said lands, separate agreements for the conveyance of 
the several lots were executed to the said Amee, and 
bonds for the purchase money were taken. ‘The de- 
scriptions of the land in the said agreements were made 
in accordance with a plan made by E. 8. Chesbrough, 
the City engineer, dated November 1, 1851, and re- 
corded with Suffolk Deeds at the end of Liber 625, and 
entitled “a plan of 31 lots of the old jail land, to be 
sold at auction on Wednesday, the third day of Decem- 
ber, 1851, at 10 o’clock, A. M., under the direction of 
the committee on public lands.” The following stipu- 
lations were inserted in all the said agreements, viz: 
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“ But this agreement is upon the following conditions, 
which are also to be inserted in any conveyance of said 
premises which may be made by said City, pursuant to 
said agreement, to wit: 

“1. No building shall be erected on said premises 
fronting on said strip of land, less than three stories in 
height, nor of any other material for its exterior walls 
than brick, stone, or iron. 

«2. No building which may be erected on said prem- 
ises, shall be used or occupied for any other purpose or 
otherwise, than as a dwelling house or store. 

“3. The said Amee, or his heirs or assigns, shall 
erect within six months from the first day of April, in 
the year eighteen hundred and fifty-two, on the north- 
easterly side of the strip of land marked ‘ proposed. 
street’ on said last mentioned plan, (which strip is 
thirty feet wide throughout, and runs from a private 
way called Wall street — but which is not a street or 
highway laid out or accepted by said City), in a south- 
westerly direction to Causeway street, ten three story 
buildings of the kind aforesaid, and in other respects 
of the same style as those alleged to have been recently 
erected by the said Amee, on the south side of Indiana 
place, in said City. 

“4. The said Amee, or his heirs or assigns shall 
erect within one year from the first day of April, in the 
year eighteen hundred and fifty-two, ten three story 
buildings on the south-westerly side of the aforesaid 
strip of land, of the kind mentioned in condition num- 
bered one, with basements, and in other respects of the 
same style as those alleged to have been recently erected 
by the said Amee on Shawmut avenue, near Dover 
street, in said City. 
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“5. The materials now on the lots shewn on said 
last mentioned plan, shall not be removed in any other 
way, or to any other place, than from one lot to another, 
until the twenty houses aforesaid, ten on the south- 
westerly side of said strip of land, and ten on the north- 
easterly side thereof, shall have been erected as afore- 
said, unless with the consent of the committee of said 
City, on public lands. 

“6, Whenever the strip of land, aforesaid, shall be 
laid out by said City as a street or highway, no com- 
pensation shall be claimed by the said Amee, or his 
heirs, executors, administrators, or assigns, for the land 
taken to lay out the same, or for damages sustained by 
reason or on account of said laying out. 

“7, When the ten houses hereinbefore provided to 
be erected on the south-westerly side of said strip of 
land are completed, the said Amee, or his heirs or 
assigns, shall construct a sewer through the whole 
length of the passage way marked on said last men- 
tioned plan as four feet wide, and thence through the 
archway on the south-westerly side of said strip of land, 
marked as four feet wide on said last mentioned plan, 
and thence through said strip of land and through the 
archway on the north-east side of said strip of land, 
and marked as four feet wide into the common sewer 
in Lowell street. 

“8. The said Amee, and his heirs and assigns, shall 
pay all the taxes and assessments whatsoever, whether 
in the nature of taxes now in being or not, which are 
or may be payable for or in respect of said lots on said 
last mentioned plan or any of them, or any part thereof. 

“And said City further covenants and agrees with 
the said Amee, and his heirs and assigns, that whenever 
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and as often as he, or they, shall erect two houses on 
any two of said lots, shown on said last mentioned 
plan (one on each lot) of the kind hereinbefore pro- 
vided, said City will, upon his or their reasonable 
request, convey by a good and sufficient deed to him 
or them, such two lots, upon his and their giving to 
said City a mortgage upon one of such lots, and upon 
the house thereon, to secure the payment according to 
said Amee’s bond for the same, of such part of the pur- 
chase money of said two lots as shall then remain un- 
paid. And the deed of conveyance to be given by said 
City, shall contain covenants, that the said real estate 
so conveyed is at that time free from all incumbrances, 
except such as have been made by the said Amee, or 
his heirs, executors, administrators, or assigns, and ex- 
cept said conditions, and that the said City will war- 
rant and defend the same, to the said Amee, his heirs 
and assigns, or to such other person and his heirs and 
assigns as shall be directed and ordered as aforesaid, 
subject however to said conditions and subject to such 
incumbrances as have been made as aforesaid. It being 
understood, that if default shall be made in any one of 
the payments required to be made according to the 
tenor of the condition of said bond for the space of 
sixty days after such payment shall have become due, 
the said City of Boston shall not be holden to make 
any conveyance as aforesaid, and all sums which shall 
have been paid by said Amee and by his heirs, execu- 
tors, administrators, and assigns, before the expiration 
of said sixty days shall moreover become forfeited to 
the use of said City of Boston. Said City has agreed 
by certain agreements bearing even date herewith to 
convey to said Amee the other lots shewn on said last 
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mentioned plan upon the same terms and conditions as 
herein contained except as to price, as will more fully 
appear by reference to said agreements.” | 


On the twenty-seventh day of September, 1852, by an 
order of the Mayor and Aldermen, Wall street was ex- 
tended to Causeway street, thus making the “strip of 
land” mentioned in the said agreements a public high- 
way. “hae ik 

The ten buildings on the north-easterly side of Wall 
street were satisfactorily completed, and deeds of the 
land, and mortgages back for the purchase money, have 
been executed and delivered. But the ten buildings on 
the south-westerly side have not been built, although 
the time limited therefor in the agreements expired on 
the first day of April, in the present year. 

On the seventeenth day of February, 1853, Mr. 
Amee presented the following petition to the City 
Council. 


To the City Council of the City of Boston. 


The undersigned respectfully represents, that by his contract 
with the City of Boston, dated November 25, 1851, he is re- 
quired to erect twenty buildings upon the estate purchased by 
him of the City at that time, and that he has erected within . 
the past: year eleven dwelling houses and one store upon the 
north-easterly side of Wallstreet. ‘That the “ proposed street” 
has been laid out and graded by order of the City Govern- 
ment, and made a public highway, which, as the undersigned 
believes, was considered the most important feature in the 
contract, upon the part of the City, and that in addition, he 
has paid and secured to the City twenty per cent. of the whole 
purchase, which he trusts will be considered security for the 
payment of the other instalments, but should it be deemed 
insufficient, he will willingly give additional security. And 
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the undersigned further represents, that having the larger 
portion of the buildings now on hand, and for other reasons, 
he is induced to ask for some alterations in the conditions of 
his contract; he therefore asks that the conditions numbered 
2, 3, and 4, in his said contract may be rescinded, and the fol- 
lowing words substituted, viz : — 

“ No building so erected upon said premises shall ever 
be used for any manufacturing or mechanical purposes, or for 
a stable.” ' 

This the undersigned thinks will accomplish the object the 
City had in view in imposing the conditions, and whilst it 
affords ample security to the City, will sufficiently guard 
against the erection of any building to be used for any pur- 
pose that would give just cause of offence to the neighbor- 
hood, and at the same time afford relief to

This petition was referred to the joint standing com- 
mittee on public lands, who, at a meeting held on the 
23d of February, granted the petitioner a hearing, and 
then committed the subject to Messrs. Adams and 
Tilton, who, together with the superintendent of public 
lands, had further conference with Mr. Amee on the 
subject. Mr. Amee stated in substance, that he had 
sold, or could sell, to Mr. Dexter E. Wadleigh, a num- 
ber of the lots on the south-west side of Wall street, 
for the purpose of erecting good, substantial brick dwell- 
ing houses, to be commenced at once, provided the re- 
strictions could be removed, or changed, as requested by 
him in his petition. Mr. Wadleigh also stated to the 
superintendent, and to Mr. Adams, substantially the 
same thing. 

The impression distinctly conveyed to the minds of 
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the committee was, that an individual was waiting the 
action of the City Council upon Mr. Amee’s petition, to 
close a negotiation for the purchase of the lots on Wall 
street, for the purpose of erecting dwelling houses 
thereon. 

The result of these conferences was, that, on the 
second day of March, 1853, the following report was 
adopted in committee, and the same was presented to 
the City Council, and the accompanying order passed on 
the 3d day of March in the Common Council, and on 
the 7th in the Board of Mayor and Aldermen. 


“The joint standing committee on public lands, to 
whom was referred the petition of J. L. C. Amee, ask- 
ing that he may be released from certain conditions 
contained in his contract in relation to the old jail 
lands having considered the subject, ask leave to 
report: 

“That the alteration of the contract made between 
the City and your petitioner is expedient so far as con- 
cerns lots No. 11 to 20, inclusive, as shown on a plan 
of the premises in the office of the superintendent of 
public lands: on condition, however, that the petitioner 
shall cause the common sewer, referred to in the seventh 
section of said contract, to be constructed within two 
years from Noy. 25th, 1851. They therefore recom- 
mend to the City Council the passage of the following 
order. For the committee. 


(Signed, ) ISAAC CARY. 


“ Ordered, That the joint standing committee on 
public lands be and they are hereby authorized to re- 
lease J. L. C, Amee from certain conditions or restric- 
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tions, contained in the agreement made between the 
city of Boston and him, so far as the same are applica- 
ble to lots No. 11, to 20 inclusive, on a plan of the old 
jail lands—on such terms as said committee may deem 
for the best interests of the City.” 


The committee on public lands had another meet- 
ing, in pursuance of the foregoing vote of the City 
‘Council, on the 9th day of March, and voted “ that the 
petition of J. L. C. Amee in relation to the jail lands 
be granted, so far as it relates to lots from 11 to 20 
inclusive, on Wall street, upon the following conditions, 
V1Z. ; — 

“ No building, and no part of any building, shall ever 
be used for any manufacturing or mechanical purpose, 
or for a stable, gasometer, bowling alley or billiard 
room, or for any business or pursuit which shall be de- 
clared, by the Mayor for the time being, offensive, im- 
proper or injurious to the neighboring estates. Also 
upon the further condition, of the said Amee’s causing 
the common sewer referred to in the seventh section of 
said Amee’s contract with the City to be constructed 
within two years from the twenty-fifth day of Novem- 
ber, A. D. eighteen hundred and fifty-one.” 


These vote were passed with the full belief, on the 
part of the committee, that Mr. Amee had contracted 
to sell a portion of the said lots to Mr. Wadleigh, and 
that Mr. Wadleigh would proceed immediately to erect 
four or five dwelling houses thereon. 

Certified copies of these votes were furnished to Mr. 
Amee, to enable him to dispose of the lands, in accord- 
ance with the expectations of the committee. It ap- 

3 
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pears, however, that, instead of transferring the lots, or 
a part of them, to Mr. Wadleigh, Mr. Amee negotiated 
a sale of the lots on Wall street, as well as of those on 
Leverett street, to Rev. Mr. McElroy, to be completed 
on his being satisfied that the title was good. Mr. Mc- 
Elroy consulted N. I. Bowditch, Esq., who, after a 
careful examination of all the papers, including the 
certified copies of the votes above-mentioned, reported 
to Mr. McElroy, that, in his opinion, all was right, and 
that the faith of the City was pledged to a conveyance 
of the Wall street lots, subject only to the restrictions 
specified in the recent vote. Mr. Bowditch thereupon 
drew twenty assignments upon the twenty agreements 
of the City, and also a separate deed from Mr. Amee to 
Myr. McElroy, reciting the vote of the City, and trans- 
ferring all rights under the same. Mr. McElroy then, 
in Mr. Bowditch’s presence, paid several thousand dol- 
lars, and the transfer alluded to was forthwith put on 
record. ‘This was on the 23d day of March. 

In the meantime, information was conveyed to mem- 
bers of the committee, that the lots in question had 
been purchased for the purpose of erecting a Catholic 
Church. As soon as this information was. received, a 
meeting of the committee was called, and for the pur- 
pose, if possible, of preventing any innocent purchasers 
from taking or paying for the land, under the idea that 
the removal of the restrictions had been fairly obtained, 
the following vote was passed by the committee, on the 
24th day of March: 


‘“‘ Whereas, the vote of this committee, passed on the 
ninth day of March instant, upon the petition of J. L. 
C. Amee, in relation to the jail lands, was procured by 
false representations, therefore, 
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“ Voted, that the said vote be, and the same is hereby 
rescinded ; and that notice of this vote be given forthwith 
to the said Amee, and to all purchasers, if any there be 
of the said Amee’s rights in the lands referred to in 
the said vote.” 


An attested copy of the said vote was, on the same 
day, left at the residence of Mr. Amee, and another at 
that of Rev. Mr. McElroy. This notice was, of course, 
too late to prevent the transfer of the papers and the 
payment of the money above mentioned. And it may 
be further stated, that on the thirty-first day of March, 
subsequent to all the said votes, Mr. McElroy paid to 
the City Treasurer an instalmeent of ten per cent. of the 
purchase money of the ten lots on Wall street num- 
bered from 11 to 20, and that the same was received by 
the treasurer in part payment. 

The committee considered it to be for the interest of 
the City, that the land upon Wall street should be 
built upon, without further delay, according to the 
original design, and they had reason to believe from the 
statement of Mr. Wadleigh, that this would be done 
if certain restrictions were removed. Under the cir- 
cumstances, it was impossible to guard against the 
alleged false representations of Mr. Amee. The com- 
mittee ask particular attention to the statements of 
Messrs. Whittemore, Adams and Tilton, and also of 
Mr. Tucker, the superintendent of public lands. All 
these statements show conclusively, that it was not the 
intention of the committee to change the conditions, 
with regard to the kind of buildings to be placed on the 
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land, but only to facilitate their erection. The state- 
ment of the Rev. Mr. McElroy, in relation to the facts 
of the case within his knowledge, is also annexed hereto, 
together with the statement of Mr. Wadleigh, as to his 
connection with the transaction. 

It will thus be seen, as the committee believe, that 
they exercised due care and diligence in relation to the 
matters entrusted to them; and that they took the pre- 
caution to impose additional restrictions upon the lots 
in question, in order to guard the interests of the City, 
as well as those of the owners of the neighboring 
estates, from injury. But it appears that they were 
deceived by Mr. Amee; whether intentionally or not, 
they leave the City Council and the public to decide. 
The opinion of the committee upon the conduct of Mr. 
Amee, will fully appear by their doings. 

The committee are advised, that, if the statements of 
facts presented to them are true, and if Mr. McElroy 
purchased the said lots, and paid the money therefor, in 
good faith, and without notice of any fraud or false rep- 
resentation in obtaining the change of the conditions, the 
faith of the City is pledged to give deeds of the lots 
numbered 11 to 20 inclusive, on the westerly side of 
Wall street, according to the vote of the committee of 
March 9th, on the fulfilment, by the purchaser, of his 
part of the contract. 

With regard to the question of changing the condi- 
tions which still remain upon the Leverett street lots, 
or any part of them, agreeably to the request of Messrs. 
Fitzpatrick and McElroy, the committee do not express 
any opinion, but submit it to the wisdom and discretion 
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of the City Council. The committee present the fore- 
going statement of facts in the case, confidently relying 
upon the candor of the City Council, in forming a cor- 
rect judgment in the premises.

Dear Sir: 

Yours of the above date has been received, and the con- 
tents noted; and I will here state my conversation with Mr. 
Amee. Mr. Amee stated to me, that he wished to have the 
conditions relative to the jail lands changed, as he had sold 
four or five lots on Wall street, to a Mr. Wadleigh, who 
would, in connection with him, the said Amee, build, the 
present season, the ten houses on the west side of Wal] 
street, as he was not able to do it all himself;—that he had 
sold but afew of the houses that he had built the last year 
on the easterly side of said Wall street, and that Mr. Wad- 
leigh would not purchase the land unless there was some 
change in the conditions. Mr. Amee referred me to Mr. Bil- 
lings Briggs for the correctness of his statement, and the re- 
sponsibility of Mr. Wadleigh. I saw Mr. Briggs, and he con- 
firmed Mr. Amee’s statement respecting Mr. Wadleigh. Mr 
Wadleigh also stated to me and Mr. Briggs that he had pur- 
chased of Mr. Amee the four or five lots on Wall street, and 
was anxious to pass the papers, and build, the present season, 
in connection with Mr. Amee, as above stated, if the time and 
some of the conditions could be changed.

Mr. J. L. C. Amee, stated in my presence, that he had sold 
or could sell, to Dexter E. Wadleigh, a number of his lots of 
land on the south-west side of Wall street, for the purpose 
of building good substantial brick dwelling houses, to be 
commenced at once; provided he could have the conditions 
of purchase changed. 

Mr. Wadleigh stated that he had purchased a portion of 
Mr. Amee’s lots on Wall street, and should commence im- 
mediately to erect good swell front brick houses on the same, 
if the conditions as to building could be changed. He did 
not like to build on land, held under conditions, some of 
which must be violated. 

Three or four days subsequent to the change of the condi- 
tions, Mr. Wadleigh called at the office, and enquired where 
Mr. Amee was to be found, as he (Wadleigh) had not been 
able to find him since the passage of the vote to change said 
conditions. 

Mr. Wadleigh said he was anxious to know whether he 
was to have the land or not, for if he had it he should com- 
mence building immediately ; if not he must look for another 
place, or must take hold somewhere else.

Dear Sir:— Having been absent from home ina distant 
state, from the 18th ultimo to the 19th instant, I have for- 
gotten somewhat the exact language employed by J. L. C.

I may, 
after further reflection, be able to recall to mind the exact 
language used by him.

so situated, that buyers were deterred from purchasing and 
improving the property.

Dear Sir: — In answer to the communication I received 
from Mr. Tucker, I will state what conversation passed be- 
tween Mr. Amee and myself in regard to the jail lands. 
Mr. Amee called upon me, and stated that he was going to 
ask of the committee on public lands to remove the restric- 
tions, or a part of them, on the lots on the west of Wall 
street, for the following reasons: 

Ist. That he had built eleven houses and a store upon the 
east side of said street, and that, owing to the high price of 
wages and lumber, and the tightness of the money market, 
he could not build the remaining houses at present. 

2d. That he could sell a portion of the lots to a gentle- 
man who would build first class dwelling houses, better than 
he could put up, but he would not buy the land with the 
restrictions upon it; and he said that it would do him a favor 
to have those restrictions taken off, so that he could make the 
sale to this person. By so doing, he said that the City would 
not lose anything, as they would have erected dwelling 
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houses during the summer that would be an ornament to the 
City. I believe this to be a true statement of his words as 
near as I can recollect.

Respected Sir:— At your request I make the following 
statement: 1. Soon after Mr. Amee purchased the jail lands 
he proposed to sell a part to me; I declined on finding there 
was a street to be run through it, and thus not leaving depth 
enough for a church of the dimensions I then contemplated. 
I then purchased the Otis school-house, expecting to be able 
to purchase vacant land adjoining for a church; after many 
unsuccessful attempts, I was disappointed in this— up to this 
spring. I then wrote a note to Mr. Amee, asking an inter- 
view, being aware of the city restrictions. 

2. In the interview, Mr. Amee informed me that the re- 
strictions had been removed by the City Government in its 
official capacity, and laid before me the authenticated copies. 
I then examined the premises, granite building, &c., in open 
day, and informed Mr. Amee that I would consult Mr. Bow- 
ditch, to whom I was introduced for the first time, laid before 
him the papers, which he kept about one week, when he 
assured me all was right, and that I might make the stipu- 
lated payments. 

3. My agreement with Mr. Amee was two dollars ten 
cents per foot — amounting to over thirteen thousand dollars, 
which I paid him in presence of Mr. Bowditch. I.also paid 
the City Treasurer over five thousand dollars, the instalment 
due the Ist of April. 

4, This being done, I received, with no little surprise, a 
copy of the vote of the land committee, rescinding a former 
vote in favor of Mr. Amee. Mr. Bowditch, however, dispelled 
my fears, in saying that the faith of the city was already 
pledged for the fulfilment of my contract, &c. 
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This, Mr. Mayor, is a statement of facts, of my agency in 
the above transaction; I still rely with unaltered confidence, 
that the city government will grant our petition, and thus 
enable me to commence forthwith the erection of our church.

Mr. D. E. Wadleigh states the following, as the substance 
of his transactions with Mr. Amee: 


I think it was in the month of January, 1853, that I en- 
tered into negotiations with Mr. J. L. C. Amee for the pur- 
chase of 10 lots of the land known as the old jail land, 
situated upon Wall street, in order to secure the payment of 
a note held by me against Mr. Amee, which had been due for 
a long time, and upon which neither principal or interest had 
been paid, with the exception of about $500. (Mr. Amee 
had already paid the City 10 per cent. of the purchase money, 
and had given satisfactory security to the City for 10: per 
cent. more,) thus making in all 20 per cent. Mr. Amee was 
to sell me the lots at $1.78 per foot; the twenty per cent. of 
the purchase money was to go towards cancelling the obli- 
gation which I held, and 1 was to become liable to the City 
for the remainder, but in order to do this, I wished particu- 
larly to have the restriction in Mr. Amee’s agreements, as.to 
time, changed, and one or two more unimporant alterations 
made. I do not think I was very particular as to the condi- 
tions respecting the kind of buildings, as the extension of the: 
time for building was my principal object. I knew of no 
other negotiations at this time respecting the land. 

I now urged Mr. Amee to have the bonds assigned to me, 
in order to complete the purchase, which he neglected to do. 
While matters were in this unfinished state, (though I had 
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already made some arrangements for -building, as soon as a 
final settlement should be effected,) Mr. Amee came out to 
my house one morning, and informed me that a company, I 
think he said, was desirous of purchasing all the vacant land 
held by him on Leveret and Wall streets, and would purchase 
the same provided I would release him from the 10 lots on 
Wall street, promising that he would settle my claim as soon 
as the sale with the company was effected. On this condi- 
tion I consented to release him, though he has never paid 
anything as yet on the debt due me. I knew not at the time 
I first entered into negotiations with Mr. Amee, nor till after 
he called on me, that the Catholics were in any part inter- 
ested in the sale of the land, or had negotiated with him for 
the sale of it. My intention, if I had succeeded in obtain- 
ing the land, was, to have proceeded immediately in the 
erection of buildings upon the lots, and I should probably 
have erected as good dwelling houses as those mentioned in 
Mr. Amee’s agreements, intending at that time to erect swell 
front houses. My object in being as explicit as I have been 
in my statement above, is to show the City Government and 
the public generally, that I was a bona fide purchaser, and 
had no collusion with Mr. Amee in the sale of the land.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF BOSTON. 


The following special provisions in regard to the num- 
ber of the School Committee, the manner in which they 
shall be chosen, their terms of service, and their powers 
and duties, are contained in the City Charter, from which 
the following Sections are copied. 


“ Sect. 53. The School Committee shall consist of the Mayor School com- 
of the City, the President of the Common Council, and of the per- apa 
sons hereinafter mentioned. A majority of the persons duly elected 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business; and at all 
meetings of the board, the Mayor, if present, shall preside. 

Sror. 54. At the annual election next after the passage of this eatip is 
act, the qualified voters of each ward shall be called upon to give in mittee. 
their ballots for six inhabitants of the ward, to be members of the 
School Committee; and the two persons who receive the highest 
number of votes, or in case more than two receive an equal number 
of votes, the two persons who are senior by age shall hold their 
office for three years from the second Monday in January next en- 
suing, and the next two persons who receive the highest number of 
votes, or who are senior by age in the contingency aforesaid, shall 
hold their office for two years from said date, and the two other per- 
sons shall hold their office for one year from said date ; and at every 
subsequent annual election, two persons shall be chosen in each 
ward, to be members of the School Committee for the term of three 
years. 

Sect. 55. The persons so chosen as members of the School Com- Organization 
mittee, shall meet and organize on the second Monday of January, ratte sacs 
at such hour as the Mayor may appoint. They may choose a secre- 
tary and such subordinate officers as they may deem expedient, and 
shall define their duties, and fix their respective salaries. 

Srect. 56. The said Committee shall have the care and manage- Duties of school 
ment of the public schools, and may elect all such instructors as °°™™tee- 
they may deem proper, and remove the same whenever they con- 
sider it expedient. And generally they shall have all the powers, 
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in relation to the care and management of the public schools, which 
the selectmen of towns or school committees are authorized by the 
laws of this Commonwealth to exercise.” 

“ Sect. 24. The Board of Aldermen, the Common Council, 
and the School Committee shall have authority to decide upon all 
questions relative to the qualifications, elections and returns of their 
respective members. 

Sect. 25. Whenever it shall appear to the Board of Aldermen, 
that there is a vacancy, by removal from the city, or by death, resig- 
nation, or otherwise, in the Board of Aldermen, the Common Coun- 
cil, the School Committee, or in any of the city and ward offices, 
it shall be the duty of said board to issue their warrant in due form 
to fill all such vacancies, in each and all of said boards and offices at 
such time and place as they may deem advisable; and the same , 
proceedings shall be had and adjournments, if necessary, within 
the same limits, as are herein prescribed for the annual meeting 
for the election of Common Councilmen. But in case of vacancies 
in the Common Council, and School Committee, such warrant shall 
not be issued, until the Board of Aldermen receive official informa- 
tion thereof.” 


The Public Schools of the City of Boston, placed under 
the care and management of the School Committee, are 
the following, viz: 204 Primary Schools, each containing 
about 60 pupils between four and eight years of age; 18 
Grammar Schools, each containing, on an average, about 
650 pupils; one Latin School, and one English High 
School for Boys; and one High and Normal School for 
Girls. Hach of these three schools for the higher courses 
of instruction usually contains about 200 pupils. 


RULES 


OF THE 


BOARD OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


CHAPTER I. 


Section 1. The members of the School Committee organization of 
shall meet and organize on the second Monday in January, irae 
at such hour as the Mayor may appoint, and the certifi- 
cates of the City Clerk shall be considered sufficient evi- 
dence of membership, until after the report of the Committee 
on Elections. At this meeting, the Mayor, who shall be 
styled President of the Board of School Committee, shall 
preside, and the Board shall elect a Secretary by ballot, 
and shall adopt temporarily the Rules and Regulations of 
the preceding Board, and refer them to the appropriate 
committee for revision. 

Sect. 2. At the first meeting of the Board in each 
year, the President shall appoint, subject to the approval 
of the Board, the following Standing Committees, viz :— 

1. A Committee on Elections, consisting of five mem- standing com- 
en! mittees. 

2. A Committee on Rules and Regulations, consisting 
of five members. 

3. A Committee on Salaries, consisting of five mem- 
bers. 

4. A Committee on Accounts, consisting of five mem- 
bers. 

5. A Committee on Text Books, consisting of five 
members. 

6. A Committee on School Houses, consisting of five 
members. 
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7. A Committee on the Latin School, consisting of five 
members. 

8. A Committee on the English High School, consist- 
ing of five members. 

9. A Committee on the Girls’ High and Normal School, 
consisting of five members. ‘ 

10. A Committee on each District into which the City 
may be divided, consisting of more or less members, ac- 
cording to the number of schools in the different Districts. 

Sect. 8. In law, the City is only one District ; but for 
convenience in the management of the schools, the territo- 
rial limits of the City shall be divided into as many Dis- 
tricts * as there may be Grammar Schools in the City, and 
each District shall take its name from the Grammar School 
situated within its boundaries. 

Sect. 4. The member first named on any standing 
or special Committee shall be the chairman thereof, and in 
his absence, the member named next in order, who shall 
be present, shall act as chairman pro tempore. 

Secor. 5. At all meetings of the Board, the Mayor 
shall, if present, preside, and in his absence the President 
of the Common Council shall preside ; and im the absence 
of both, the Board shall choose by ballot a President pro 
tempore. 

Sect. 6. The Board shall hold its annual meeting for 
the election of teachers in the month of July, and shall 
hold a stated quarterly meeting on the first Tuesday of 
February, May, August and November, at four o’clock, P. 
M., at such place as the President may appoint; and the 
Board may hold special meetings whenever they are deem- 
ed necessary. 


* “ School Districts’? must not be confounded with the ‘ School Sections.’’ 
School District, in these Regulations, is applied to a portion of the City, 
containing one Grammar School and such Primary Schools as may be 
grouped with it, all of which schools are placed under the supervision of a 
District Committee. 
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Seot. 7. A majority of the Board shall be requisite to Quorum.

CHAPTER II. 
Powers and duties of the President. 


SEcTION 1. The President shall take the chair precisely Cea 
at the hour appointed for the meeting of the Board, and 
shall call the members to order, and on the appearance of 
a quorum he shall cause the minutes of the proceedings of 
the last meeting to be read, and shall proceed to business 
in the following order, and shall not depart from it unless 
authorized by a vote of the Board:

Sion: 2. The President shall preserve order and deco- Duties of the 
rum in the meetings; he may speak to points of order in ne 
preference to other members, and shall decide all questions 
of order, subject to an appeal to the Board, on motion of 
any member regularly seconded, and no other business 
shall be in order till the queer on the appeal shall have 
been decided. 

Sect. 8. When two or more members happen to rise same. 
at the same time, the President shall name the member 
who may speak first. 

SroT. 4. He shall rise to address the Board, and to put same. 

a question, but may read sitting. He shall declare all 
votes; but if any member doubt the vote, the President, 
without further debate upon the question, shall require the 
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members voting to rise and stand until they are counted, 
and he shall declare the result. 

Sect. 5. When the Board shall determine to go into 
Committee of the Whole, the President shall appoint the 
member who shall take the chair, and at any other time 
he may call any member to the chair, but such substitu- 
tion shall not continue longer than one meeting. 

The President may express his opinion on any subject 
under debate; but in such case, he shall leave the chair 
and appoint some other member to take it; and he shall 
not resume the chair while the same question is pending; 
but he may state facts, and give his opinion on questions 
of order, without leaving his place. 

Seot. 6. When any member shall require a question to 
be taken by Yeas and Nays, the President shall take the 
sense of the Board in that manner, provided one-fifth of 
the members present are in favor of it. 

Szct. 7. All questions shall be propounded by the 
President in the order in which they are moved, unless the . 
subsequent motion shall be previous in its nature; except 
in naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum, and the 
longest time, shall be put first. After a motion is seconded, 
and stated by the President, it shall be disposed of by vote 
of the Board, unless the mover withdraw it before a 
decision or an amendment. 

Sect. 8. The President shall consider. a motion to 
adjourn as always in order, except when a member has 
possession of the floor, and when a question has been put 
and not decided ; and a motion to adjourn shall be decided 
without debate. Any member who moves to adjourn to a 
day certain, shall assign his reasons for so doing. 

Sect. 9. He shall put the previous question in the 
following form: “Shall the main question be now put?” 
and all amendments or further debate on the main ques- 
tion shall be suspended, until the previous question shall 
have been decided. Nor shall any member be allowed to 
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speak on the “previous question” more than once without 
leave. 
Sect. 10. The President shall call a special meeting cam of special 
of the Board whenever in his opinion it is necessary, and amet 
also at the reqnest, in writing, of any five members of the 
School Committee. But no meeting of the Board shall be 
called on shorter notice than twenty-four hours. 
Sect. 11. All Committees shall be nominated by the Appointment of 
committees. 
President, unless otherwise ordered by the Board. 


CHAPTER III. 
Rights and duties of Members. 


Section 1. When any member is about to speak in Duties of mem- 
debate, or to present any matter to the Board, he shall rise 
in his place, and respectfully address the President; shall 
confine himself to the question under debate, and avoid 
personality. No member in debate, shall mention another 
by his name; but may describe him by the Ward he 
represents, the place he sits in, or such other designation 
as may be intelligible and respectful. 

Sect. 2. No member while speaking shall be interrupted Call to order; 
by another, but by rising to call to order, or to correct a 
mistake. But if any member in speaking, or otherwise, 
transzress the Rules of the Board, the President shall, or 
any member may, call him to order; in which case the 
member so called to order, shall immediately sit down, 
unless permitted to explain; and the Board, if appealed to, 
shall decide on the case, but without debate. 

Sect. 3. If a member violate any of the Rules of the Violation of 
Board, and the Board shall determine that he has so 
transgressed, he shall not be allowed to speak, unless by 
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way of excuse for the same, until he shall have made satis- 
faction therefor. 

Sect. 4. No member shal! speak more than five 
minutes at any one time, on any motion or order under 
discussion before the Board, nor more than twice to the 
same question, without first obtaining leave of the Board ; 
nor more than once, until all other members, choosing to 
speak, shall have spoken. 

Sect. 5. When a motion is made and seconded, it 
shall be considered by the Board, and not otherwise ; and 
no member shall be permitted to submit a motion in 
writing, until he has read the same in his place, and it 
has been seconded. Every motion shall be reduced to 
writing, if the President direct, or any member of the 
Board request it. 

Sect. 6. When a question is under debate, no motion 
shall be received but to adjourn; to lay on the table; for — 
the previous question; to postpone to a day certain; to 
commit; to amend; or to postpone indefinitely ; which 
several motions shall have precedence in the order in which 
they stand arranged. 

Sect. 7. When a motion has once been made, and 
decided in the affirmative or in the negative, it shall be 
in order for any member voting in the majority to move for 
a reconsideration, and if such motion is seconded, it shall 
be open to debate, and be disposed of by the Board. And 
in case the motion be made at the same meeting, it shall 
be competent for a majority of the members present to 
pass a vote of reconsideration:—but if it be made at a 
subsequent meeting, the subject shall not be reconsidered, 
unless a majority of all the members of the Board shail. 
vote therefor. But no more than one motion for the re- 
consideration of any vote shall be permitted. 

Sect. 8. Hvery member who shall be present when a 
question is put, shall give his vote, unless the Board, for 
special reasons, excuse him. 
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Szot. 9. All motions and reports may be committed or 
recommitted, at the pleasure of the Board. 

Sect. 10. The division of a question may be called 
for, when the sense will admit of it. 

Sect. 11. When the reading of a paper is called for, 
and the same is objected to by any member, it shall be de- 
termined by a vote of the Board. 

Sor. 12. The consent of three-fourths of the mem- Stapenstig 
bers present at any meeting of the Board shall be requisite 
for the suspension of any standing Rule of the Board, or 
Regulation of the Schools, unless the proposal for the same 
shall have lain upon the table for at least one week. 

Sect. 13. Whenever any proposition is submitted to Repeal or 
the Board to repeal or to amend any Rule of the Board, of rules 
or any Regulation of the Public Schools, no action shall be 
had on said proposition before it has been referred to the 
Committee on Rules and Regulations or to such other com- 
mittee as the Board may designate, who shall report in 
writing, such recommendations in regard to the proposed 
repeal or amendment as they may deem expedient. 


CHAPTER IV. 
Duties of Standing Committees. 


Section 1. Immediately after the appointment of the imepre Ce 
Standing Committees, at the meeting for organization, the 
Committee on Elections shall receive the Certificates of 
election of the members and examine them, and report the 
result of their examination without any unnecessary delay. 
Whenever any person shall be elected to fill any vacancy 
that may have occurred in the Board, this Committee shall 
examine his Certificate of election, and report as above pro- 
vided, and said Committee shall hear and report on all 
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Sect. 2. As soon as may be, after the organization of 
the Board, the Committee on Rules and Regulations shall 
revise the Rules and Regulations of the preceding Board, 
incorporating all the amendments and additions in force 
that may have been made by the Board, during the year, 
and shall report in print, a revised edition of the Rules and 
Regulations, for the approval of the Board, for the ensuing 
year. And this Committee shall also take into careful con- 
sideration every proposition presented to the Board, to re- 
peal or to amend any Rule or Regulation, whenever the 
same shall be referred to them, and shall report in writing, 
stating their reasons for or against the proposed alteration. 

Sect. 3. Whenever any proposition is submitted to 
this Board to extend the salary of any teacher beyond the 
time of actual service, or to change the regular salary of a 
teacher in any way, or to pay for any extra service in teach- 
ing, such proposition shall not be acted upon before it has 
been referred to the Committee on Salaries, who shall 
report, in writing, such recommendations as they may deem 
expedient. 

Sect. 4. The Committee on Accounts shall have the 
control of all expenditures for those articles used in the 
schools which are not otherwise provided for, or granted by 
a special order of this Board: such as Outline Maps, a 
large Map of Massachusetts, Terrestrial Globes, and such 
pieces of Philosophical Apparatus, as may be required to 
complete the sets now in school ; and all other means of il- 
lustration which the teachers may call for, or their District 
Committees recommend. They may authorize the Super- 
intendent to furnish all the record books and the blanks 
needed for the use of the schools, all text-books wanted for 
indigent children, and such of the above named articles as, 
in their opinion, the schools really need. But no Sub-Com- 
mittee, nor any persons connected with this Board, shall 
expend any money for these supplies without authority from 
this Committee ; and no bills for such expenditures shall be 
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paid without the signature of the Chairman of this Com- 
mittee in approval. 
Sect. 5. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Committee on 
Books to give early notice to the Board of any application 
made by any author or publisher, to introduce any new 
text-book into the Public Schools, and to see that such 
author or publisher furnish every member of the Board 
with a copy of such text-book for examination, as a condi- 
tion of its being presented to them for acceptance ; and 
said Committee shall fully consider such application, exam- 
ine thoroughly such text-book, and at such time as they 
may be prepared within three months from the date of the 
application, they shall make a written report to the Board, 
setting forth the reasons for or against the introduction of 
said text-book into the Public Schools. In the month of 
June annually, this Committee shall examine the course of 
studies prescribed for the schools, and shall recommend to 
the Board at the quarterly meeting in August, such im- 
provements in the course of instruction, and such changes 
in the books used in the schools as they may deem 
expedient. 
Sect. 6. Whenever any new text-book is adopted by Introduction of 
new books. 
the Board, to the exclusion of another already in use, it 
shall be on the condition that the publisher will exchange 
the former without cost to those pupils who may have been 
provided with the latter; and it shall be the duty of the 
Committee on Text-Books to see that this condition is ful- 
filled, and that said Book comes into use at the commence- 
ment of the Public Schools, after the August vacation, at 
which time only shall any new text-book be introduced. 
Szor. 7. Whenever any application shall be made for Committee on 
ool houses. 
the erection or alteration of a school house, such applica- 
tion shall be referred to the Committee on School Houses, 
who shall consider the same and shall consult with the 
District Committee who may have charge of the school or 
schools to be accommodated, and shall report to this Board 
in writing such recommendations in each case as they 
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may deem expedient. It shall also be the duty of the 
Committee on School Houses to exercise a general super- 
vision over the warming and ventilation of the several school 
houses throughout the year. 
EN teed Seot. 8. The Committee of the Latin School, the 
English High School, and the Girls’ High and Normal 
School, shall have charge of their respective schools. They 
shall visit and examine them and make report thereof to 
this Board, and in all matters relating to said schools and 
the appointment of teachers therein, said Committees shall 
respectively observe the same rules, and perform the same 
duties, so far as applicable, as are herein prescribed for the 
several District Committees in relation to the Grammar 
Schools under their charge. 
Duties of district SECT. 9. Each District Committee shall have charge 
me of the Grammar School and the Primary Schools in the 
District, and may arrange the studies and classify the 
pupils in the latter in such a manner as they may consider 
most advantageous to the schools. Within ten days after 
its appointment, each District Committee shall divide itself 
into a suitable number of Sub-Committees, for the Primary 
Schools in its District. Said Committee shall then divide 
the Primary Schools in the District, into as many divisions 
as there may be Sub-Committees, and shall assign each 
Care of primary division to a Sub-Committee, who shall have the special 
ar charge of the schools in such division, and shall examine 
them quarterly and shall report in writing, their standing 
and progress, to the Chairman of the District Committee, 
at least ten days before each quarterly meeting of the 
Board. Each Sub-Committee shall refer all matters of 
importance pertaining to the schools under its care, to the 
District Committee, for consideration and action. 
Additional Pri: Snot. 10. Whenever any District Committee shall 
mary Schools. 
deem an additional Primary School necessary for the proper 
accommodation of the children under their care, they shall 
state the facts in the case to the Board in writing, which 
communication shall be referred to the Committee on School 
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Houses who shall consider and report on the same, before 
the Board shall take final action on the subject. 

Sect. 11. The District Committee shall examine the Quarterly ex- 
Grammar Schools in their respective Districts at least once 
in each quarter; and shall visit them not less than once 
each month without giving previous notice to the instruct- 
ors, and shall, at each quarterly meeting of the Board 
make a Report in writing, giving the results of their 
examinations and visits ; also stating any occurrences affect- 
ing the standing and usefulness of the schools, and mention- 
ing the condition of the school houses, and yards and out- 
buildings connected therewith. They shall also state in 
their reports the names of all children admitted to the 
schools under their charge (except the primary schools, ) 
who do not reside inthe city, and the reasons for their 
admission. 

Sseot. 12. At each quarterly meeting, the chairman of Quarterly re- 
each District Committee, or any member thereof, who may 
be present, shall be called upon for a report on the condi- 
tion of the schools in the District ; and in case of omission 
to make it, the Board shall pass a vote, enjoining the 
delinquent Committee to proceed without delay to the 
performance of their duty, and shall adjourn to receive 
their report. 

Secor. 18. The District Committee shall determine on Medals and 
the scholars who are to receive the medals and certificates" 
of merit in their respective schools, and return the names 
to the Secretary, at least four days previous to the annual 
exhibition. It shall also be their duty, on the day of 
exhibition, to present the medals and certificates to the 
pupils to whom they have been awarded. The number of 
medals and certificates of merit to be awarded, in each 
school, shall be based upon the number of pupils belonging 
to the school. Each school shall be entitled to one medal 
and one of each of the certificates of merit for every sixty 
scholars upon the School Register. But, in any school 
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where the number of scholars in the first class is compara- 
tively small, the number of medals awarded shall be 


_ proportionably less; and it shall never exceed one-third of

the number of candidates examined, nor shall any pupil 
be promoted for the purpose of increasing the number of 
candidates. In any school where there are no scholars 
much advanced in improvement, no medal shall be awarded. 
General scholarship and more especially good conduct 
shall be taken into consideration in awarding the medals 
and certificates; and, in order that a just assignment may 
be made, the District Committee shall critically examine 
the candidates, and inspect the school records of their 
standing. 

Secor. 14. No pupil shall be admitted to or retained in 
any school, except that for the Section in which such pupil 
resides, without the written consent of the District Com- 
mittee, both of the school to which the pupil belongs, and 
of that where he seeks to be admitted or retained. 

Sect. 15. The District Committee shall nominate to 
the Board, for confirmation, some suitably qualified person 
as teacher of vocal music, in the Grammar School of which 
said Committee has charge, and said teacher shall give 
two lessons of thirty minutes each, every week, to the first 
and second classes in said schools, and his compensation 
shall be one hundred and twenty-five dollars per annum for 
each school ; this sum shall include the consideration for the 
use of a piano-forte, which each teacher shall provide for 
himself. The time when these lessons shall be given, shall 
be determined by the master of each Grammar School, act- 
ing under the direction of his District Committee. Each 
teacher of music shall be required to instruct personally, 
in his school, except when prevented by sickness, or other 
unavoidable casualty. 

Szct. 16. Instruction may be given in Sewing to all 
the pupils in the fourth class in each of the Grammar 
Schools for girls, whenever in the judgment of the District 
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Committee, such a course shall be for the best interest of 
the school. The District Committee of each school in 
which such instruction shall be given, shall nominate to 
this Board, for confirmation, some qualified person as 
teacher of Sewing, who. shall give to each pupil two les- 
sons of not less than one hour each, every week. 
Szot. 17. Whenever any new teacher, except a iis Hicaminaitoni 
ter, is in the opinion of the District Committee, needed for 
any school under their charge, said Committee shall, de- 
fore making any appointment, examine the candidates in 
the manner required by law,* and with especial reference 
to the place which is then to be filled; and in regard to 
teachers in the Grammar Schools, they shall consult with 
the master in whose school such teacher is to be appointed. 
And the same course shall be pursued in all cases where it 
is proposed to transfer or to advance a teacher from one 
grade of school to another. Teachers so appointed shall 
be nominated, by the District Committees, to this Board 
for confirmation, and they shall be considered entitled to 
the established salary from the time of their entering upon 
their duties. 
Sect. 18. In the month of June, annually, the Com- Canvassing the 
mittee on the Latin School, the English High School, 
the Girls’ High and Normal School, and each District 
Committee, in a meeting regularly called, shall canvass 
the list of teachers in their District, and, after consultation 
with the Master, they shall decide upon the persons whom 
they will recommend for re-election, and said Committee 
shall, at the annual meeting in July for the election of teach- 
ers, nominate the persons thus approved, who shall be consid- Nomination of 
ered the regular candidates for their respective ‘offices. re-election. 
And in case any Committee have decided not to nominate 


* The school committee shall require full and satisfactory evidence of the 
good moral character of all instructors, who may be employed in the public 
schools in their town, and shall ascertain, by personal examination, their 
literary qualifications and capacity for the government of schools. [Rey. 
Stat. ch. 23, § 18. 
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any teacher for re-election, such Committee may, if they 
deem it expedient, give notice of their intention to the in- 
dividual so situated, before the annual election. 

SEeoT. 19. The District Committee shall give their 
advice to the instructors in any emergency; and take 
cognizance of any difficulty which may have occurred 
between the instructors and parents of pupils, or between 
the instructors themselves, relative to the government or 
instruction of their schools. An appeal, however, to the 
whole Board is not hereby denied to any citizen or instruct- 
or. In addition to these specific duties of the District 
Committees, it shall be their duty, generally, to make any 
temporary arrangement which they may find necessary for 
their schools, or for the convenience of the instructors, 
provided that nothing shall be done contrary to the School 
Regulations. 

Sxcor. 20. Hach District Committee shall keep a record 
of its proceedings, and shall elect one of its members to 
perform the duties of Secretary; and all its official acts 
shall be done in meetings duly called, at not less than 
twenty-four hours notice, and shall be expressive of the 
sense of a majority of said Committee, and, when reported 
to the Board, shall be submitted in writing. 

Sxot. 21. Each District Committee may transfer their 
own Primary School Teachers from one Primary School to 
another, and may change the location of their Primary 
Schools from one school room to another as they may think 
proper, always giving immediate notice of any such trans- 
fer or change, to the Secretary of the Board, and reporting 
the same in their next quarterly report. 

Snot. 22. The Committees on the Latin School, the 
English High School, the Girls’ High and Normal School, 
and each District Committee shall, during the month of 
July, make a thorough examination of their respective 
schools, and shall present their reports at the quarterly 
meeting in August, stating the results of their examina-

tions, together with such suggestions for the improvement 

of the schools as they may see fit to offer, and in each 

instance the report shall be approved by a majority of the 

Committee who present it. ‘These reports shall be re- 

ferred to a Special Committee of the Board, who shall 

make from them such selections as they shall deem im- 

portant for public information, and shall add thereto such 
suggestions and remarks as they shall deem expedient, and 

their report, when accepted by the Board, shall be printed Annual reports.

CHAPTER V. 


Election of Instructors of Public Schools. 


Section 1. The School year shall commence on the School year. 
first day of September, and end on the thirty-first day of 
August. 


Secor. 2. In the month of July annually, ‘he Board Annual election 
shall elect the Instructors of the Public Schools, and fix 
their salaries" for the ensuing year. Said instructors shall 


* The Salaries of the Instructors in the various Schools have been estab- 
lished as follows, for the present school year, viz: 

The Masters of the Latin, the English High, and the Girls’ High and Nor- 
mal School, shall have a salary of $2,400 each per annum. 

The Sub-Masters in the Latin and the English High School, shall have 
$1,500 for the first year’s service, with an increase of $100 for each addi- 
tional year’s service, until the salary amounts to $1,800 perannum. The 
Ushers in these schools shall have $1,000 for the first year’s service, with an 
increase of $100 for each additional year’s service, until the salary amounts 
to $1,500 per annum. 

The Masters of the Grammar Schools shall have $1,500 for the first year’s 
service, with an increase of $100 for each additional year’s service, until the 
salary amounts to $1,800 per annum. The Sub-Masters in these schools shall 
have $1,000 for the first year’s service, with an increase of $100 for each 
additional year’s service, until the salary amounts to $1,200 perannum. The 
Ushers in these schools shall have $700 for the first year’s service, with an 
increase of $100 for each additional year’s service, until the salary amounts 
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rank as follows: ist, Masters; 2d, Sub-Masters; 3d, 
Ushers; 4th, Head Assistants; 5th, Assistants; 6th, Pri- 
mary School Teachers. 

Sect. 3. The Masters of the several schools having 
been duly nominated by their respective District Commit- 
tees, shall be elected by ballot, and thirty votes at least 
shall in all cases be necessary to a choice, and the other 
instructors shall be elected by confirmation on nomination 
of their respective Committees, but no Teacher, except a 
Master, shall be elected by this Board without having 
served on trial at least three months in the Boston schools. 

Sect. 4. Whenever a new Master is to be elected for 
any of the Public Schools the Secretary shall give notice 
thereof in such newspapers, and for such length of time, 
as the Board may direct, specifying in such notice that all 
applications for the office must be made in writing, and 
lodged with the Secretary, together with any written evi- 
dence of qualifications which the candidate may wish to 
present, on or before a day named in such notice. 

SEcT. 5. In case the vacancy to be filled is in the 
Latin School, the English High School, or the Girls’ High 
and Normal School, the committees of those Schools shall 
together, constitute a committee for the examination of 
candidates. But in case of a vacancy in any of the 
Grammar Schools, the Examining Committee shall be com- 
posed of the District Committee of the School in which 
the vacancy exists, and of the members for the two Wards

Teachers of Vocal Music have $125 per annum for each school instructed in 
this branch, and the Teachers of Sewing in all the schools for Girls have $200 
per annum, except those in the Hancock and Winthrop schools, who have

Srot. 6. The Examining Committee shall take from Same. 
the Secretary’s files all the applications and written evi- 
dence, and shall have personal interviews with the appli- 
cants, and make inquiries as to their qualifications, and at 
a meeting appointed for the purpose, shall carefully exam- 
‘ine the candidates in the manner required by law [ Rev. 
Stat., ch. 23, § 18], and always with reference to the 
office that is then to be filled. And none but said Com- - 
mittee, the members of this Board and the candidates 
under examination shall be present. | 

Sect. 7. The Examining Committee shall report to Examining 
the Board, at some subsequent meeting, the names of all report. 
the applicants who have been examined by them, together 
with such other facts and circumstances respecting the 
candidates, their recommendations and qualifications as 
they may deem necessary for the information of the 
Board. They shall also designate in their report the 
names of two or more of the candidates whose examina- 
tions were most satisfactory, with the opinions of the Ex- 
aming Committee on their qualifications severally, and the 
Board shall then proceed to a choice by ballot. 

Szor. 8. The instructors elected at the annual meet- 
ing, shall hold their offices for one school year, unless 
sooner removed for cause by vote of the Board. 


CHAPTER VI. 


Duties of the Secretary. 


SEcTION 1. The Secretary shali have charge of the Records and 
Records of the Board, and of all papers directed by them ma 
to be kept on his files ; he shall keep a fair and full record 
of all the proceedings of the Board. 
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Notices to be Sot. 2. He shall notify all stated and special meet- 

ea ings; he shall notify the Chairman of every Committee 
appointed, stating the commission, and the names of the 
members associated with him; he shall notify the meet- 
ings of all Committees when requested by the Chairman ; 
he shall notify the instructors of their appointments; and 
shall give such other notices as the Board may require. 

Report to board SECT. 3. He shall prepare the annual report required 

cnet by the statute of the Commonwealth, and he shall transmit 
the same, legally signed, to the Secretary of State, on or 
before the 20th day of April. [ev. St. ch. 23, §§ 62, 
63, 64. ] 

Abstract of semi SxcT. 4. At the quarterly meeting, in February and 
in August, he shall present to the Board an abstract of the 
semi-annual returns of the Public Schools, and a schedule 
showing the number of teachers then employed in the 
schools. 

Votes to be Sect. 5. He shall transmit copies of all votes, resolu- 
tions and documents which are to be sent to the members 
of the Board, and to the various Committees, to the 
Teachers, and to other persons. 

Medals to be Sect. 6. He shall see that the Medals and Diplomas 

ae awarded to the successful candidates in the Public Schools 
are procured, properly inscribed and sent to the appropriate 
Schools at least one day preceding the Annual Exhibitions. 

Sect. 7. He shall receive a suitable salary, which salary 
shall be determined and voted by the Board at the time of 
his election. 


CHAPTER VII. 


Duties of the Superintendent. 


_ Election. Section 1. The Superintendent of Public Schools shall 
be elected annually by ballot, at the quarterly meeting of 
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the Board in May, to enter upon the duties of his office on 

the first day of June next ensuing. . At the same meeting 

the salary of the Superintendent shall be voted, and no Salary. 
alteration in the amount of said salary shall be made during 

the year for which he is elected. 

Sect. 2. He shall devote himself to the study of the Contes a 
Public School System, and to an examination into the con- 
dition of the schools, and shall keep himself acquainted 
with the progress of instruction and discipline in other 
places, in order to suggest appropriate means for the 
advancement of the Public Schools in this City. 

Sect. 8. He shall, as far as practicable, have a personal visitingschools. 
knowledge of the condition of all the schools, visit and ex- 
amine each of them as often as his other duties will permit, 
and shall endeavor to suggest improvements and to remedy 
defects in their management. He shall also advise the 
teachers, in relation to the best modes of instruction and 
discipline for their respective schools, and shall see that the 
regulations of the Board in regard to the schools are car- 
ried into full effect. 

Sect. 4. He shall make investigations as to the number apsentees from 
and the condition of the children in the City who are not~ aa 
receiving the benefits offered by the Public Schools, and as 
far as is practicable, he shall find out the reasons and sug- 
gest the remedies. | 

SzoT. 5. He shall at times render such aid, and com- aia rendered te 
municate such information to the various warttntiees a eee 
they may require of him; and he shall also assist the Dis- 
trict Committees in the quarterly examinations. 

Secor. 6. He shall consult with the different bodies School houses. 
who have control of the building and altering of school 
houses, and shall communicate to them such information on 
the subject as he may possess; and he shall suggest such 
plans for building and altering school houses as he may 
consider best for the health and convenience of the teachers 
and pupils, and most economical for the City ; and he shall 
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advise with those through whom, either directly or indirectly, 
the school appropriations are expended, that there may 
result more uniformity in their plans and more economy in 
their expenditures. 

Srot. 7. At the quarterly meeting in February, he 
shall present in print, for the use of the Board an annual 
report on the condition of the Public Schools, and shall 
suggest by what measures their efficiency and usefulness 
may be increased and whether by any means the expenses 
of our school system can be diminished without prejudice 
to its interests. 

Sxot. 8. Twice at least in each year, on Wednesday 
afternoon, he shall call together the teachers in their respec- 
tive Districts or elsewhere, to interchange their views upon 
the various points of instruction and discipline, in order to 
create harmony of action, and to cause the whole system to 
tend toward a uniform standard of excellence, to the end 
that all the children in this City, who are instructed in the 
Public Schools, may obtain the best education which these 
schools can be made to impart. 

Sect. 9. He shall examine all Bills for Salaries, and 
the Bills for all articles purchased by order of the Board 
or by the Committee on Accounts, and shall perform such 
other duties as the School Committee shall prescribe, or 
from time to time direct. 


CHAPTER VUI. 
General Regulations of the Publie Schools. 


Ssction 1. All teachers in the Public Schools are 
required to make themselves familiar with the provisions of 
these Regulations, and especially that portion of them 
relating to their school duties. They are also required to 
take special pains to observe and carry into full effect all 
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the Regulations of the School Committee in relation to the 
instruction and discipline of their respective schools. 

Sect. 2. The instructors shall punctually observe the General duties 
hours appointed for opening and dismissing the schools ; 
and, during school hours, shall faithfully devote themselves 
to the public service. In all their intercourse with their 
scholars they shall strive to impress on their minds, both by 
precept and example, the great importance of continued 
efforts for improvement in morals, in manners and deport- 
ment, as well as in useful learning. 

Seot. 3. ° From the first Monday in May to the first School hours. 
Monday in October, the Grammar and Primary Schools 
shall commence their morning sessions at 8 o’clock, and 
close at 11 o’clock; and shall begin their afternoon 
sessions at 2 o’clock, and close at 5 o’clock. From the first 
Monday in October to the first Monday in May, they shall 
commence their morning sessions at 9 o’clock, and close at 
12 o’clock, and shall begin their afternoon sessions at 2 
o’clock, and shall close at 5 o’clock, except from the first 
Monday in November to the first Monday in March, they 
shall close at 4 1-2 o’clock. Provided that nothing in this 
Section shall be so construed as to prevent the Teacher from 
the judicious. exercise of the right to detain a pupil for a 
reasonable time after the regular hour for dismissing school, 
either for purposes of discipline, or to make up neglected 
lessons. 

Sect. 4. The School rooms of all the schools shall be sent aaa 
opened, and the teachers are expected to be present, both school early. 
morning and afternoon, fifteen minutes before the time 
prescribed for commencing schools, and the teachers shall 
require their scholars to be in their seats punctually at the 
appointed hours, and shall commence their schools without 
allowing any time after those hours for the scholars to 
assemble. They shall also close their respective schools 
punctually at the prescribed hours. 

Sect. 5. ‘The morning exercises of all the schools shall Opening the 
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commence with reading, as a devotional exercise, a portion 
of Scripture, in each room by the teacher, and the Board 
recommend that the reading be followed with prayer, 
at least with the audible repetition of the Lord’s Prayer, 
by the teacher alone, or by the teacher and children in 
concert. The Board also recommend that each teacher 
instruct the pupils under his or her charge, to repeat the 
Ten Commandments audibly, at least once a week. 

Sect. 6. Good morals being of the first importance to 
the pupils, and essential to their highest progress in useful 
knowledge, instruction therein shall be daily given in each 
of the schools, in conformity with the provisions of the 
Rev. Stat. ch. 23, § 7.* The pupils shall be carefully 
instructed to avoid idleness and profanity, falsehood and 
deceit, and every wicked and disgraceful practice, and 
to conduct themselves in an orderly and proper manner ; 
and ‘it? shall be the duty of the instructors, so far as 
is practicable, to exercise a general inspection over them in 
these regards, both in and out of school, and also while 
going to the same and returning home; and on all suitable 
occasions to inculcate upon them the principles of truth and 
virtue. | 

Sxct. 7. The principal teacher in every school shall 


keep a register in which shall be recorded the names, 


ages, dates of admission, and places of residence of the 


* “Tt shall be the duty of the president, professors, and tutors of the Uni- 
versity at Cambridge, and of the several colleges, and of all preceptors and 
teachers of academies, and all other instructors of youth to exert their best 
endeavors, to impress on the minds of children and youth, committed to their 
care and instruction, the principles of piety, justice, and a sacred regard to 
truth, love to their country, humanity and universal benevolence, sobriety, 
industry and frugality, chastity, moderation and temperance, and those ~

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scholars. In addition to this register, other records shall 
be kept, in which shall be entered the daily absence of 
the scholars, and such notes of their class-exercises as may 
exhibit a view of their advancement and standing. 

Sect. 8. All school registers and other books for Blanks for 
records, as well as all blanks for monthly reports and 
circulars required in the several schools, shall be after 
uniform patterns, to be determined by the Superintendent 
of Public Schools, to whom all teachers are expected to 
apply whenever such articles are needed by them. 

Sect. 9. Hach master shall examine the pupils under 
the care of the other teachers in his school, as often as he 
can, consistently with proper attention to those who are 
under his immediate charge. 

Sect. 10. During the week preceding the quarterly Semiannual 
meeting in February and in August, the principal teacher 
in each school shall make to the Secretary of the Board 
semi-annual returns of the number of pupils belonging to 
the school, conformable to the blanks furnished for this 
purpose. ‘They shall also include in their reports the 
names of those pupils belonging to their respective schools 
who do not reside in the city, with the dates of their 
respective admissions. 

Sect. 11. Each master shall, within one week after Notices to be 
the appointment of a teacher, send to the Secretary of this secretary. 
Board the full name of such teacher, with the precise date 
of his or her commencing service in his school; and if the 
person appointed has previously been in the service of the 
City as a teacher, he shall state where, when, and how 
long such service was rendered. In like manner he shall 
give notice when any teacher shall have relinquished ser- 
vice in his school. 

Sect. 12. The instructors may, for the purpose Napa io 
observing the modes of discipline and instruction, visit 
any of the Public Schools in the City, but such visits shall 
not be made oftener than once a quarter, nor till provision 

ve 
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satisfactory to the Chairman of the District Committee, or 
of the Sub-Committee, has been made for the proper care of 
the pupils under their immediate charge. 

SxotT. 18. Allinstructors shall aim at such discipline 
in their schools, as would be exercised by a kind, judicious 
parent in his family, and shall avoid corporal punishment 
in all cases where good order can be preserved by milder 
measures. And it shall be the duty of the several mas- 
ters and teachers in the public schools to keep a record 
of all instances of inflicting corporal punishment, which 
they shall submit to their respective Committees at each 
quarterly examination, when said record shail be erased. 

Secor. 14. For violent or pointed opposition to author- 
ity in any particular instance, a principal teacher may ex- 
clude a child from school, for the time being; and there- — 
upon shall inform the parent or guardian of the measure, 
and shall apply to the District Committee for advice and 
direction. 

Sect. 15. When the example of any pupil in school is 
very injurious, and in all cases where reformation appears 
hopeless, it shall be the duty of the principal teacher, with 
the approbation of the committee on the school, to suspend 
or expel such pupil from the school. But any child under 
this public censure, who shall have expressed to the teacher 
his regret for his folly or indiscretion, as openly and ex- 
plicitly as the nature of the case may require, and shall 
have given evidence of amendment, shall, with the previous 
consent of said committee, be reinstated in the privileges 
of the school. 

Sect. 16. In cases of difficulty in the discharge of 
their official duties, or when they may desire any temporary 
aid, the instructors shall apply to the District Committees 
of their respective schools for advice and assistance. 

Sect. 17. Whenever any instructor shall be absent 
from school, and a temporary instructor rendered necessary, 
the amount required to pay said substitute shall be with- 
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drawn from the salary of the absentee; unless upon a 
representation of the case, by petition, and areport on said 
petition from the Standing Committee on Salaries, the 
Board should order an allowance to be made. And no 
substitute shall be employed in any of the Primary Schools 
for more than one day at a time, without the approbation 
of one or more of the sub-committee of the school; nor in 
any department of the Grammar Schools without the appro- 
bation of two or more of the District Committee, the Chair- 
man being one of them. And all substitutes shall receive 
as compensation, not less than two-thirds of the usual salary 
of the teacher in whose place such substitute 1s employed. 

Snot. 18. It shall be the duty of all the instructors to 
give vigilant attention to the ventilation and temperature of 
their school rooms. A regular system of ventilation shall 
be practised, as well in winter as in summer, by which the 
air in the rooms shall be effectually changed at each recess, 
and at the end of each school session, before the house 
shall be closed. 
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Secor. 19. There shall be a recess of fifteen minutes for Recesses. 


every pupil each half day, including the time occupied in 
going out and coming in. 


Szor. 20. The masters, ushers and teachers, in the Physical exer- 


Public Schools, shall so arrange the daily course of exercise 
in their respective classes, that every scholar shall have 
daily in the forenoon and afternoon some kind of physical 
or gymnastic exercise ; this exercise to take place as nearly 
as practicable, midway between the commencement of the 
session and recess, and between recess and the end of the 
session.

Secor. 21. The principal teachers of the several schools Care of school 
premises. 


shall prescribe such rules for the use of the yards and out- 
buildings connected with the school houses as shall insure 
their being kept in a neat and proper condition, and shall 
examine them as often as may be necessary for such purpose, 
and they shall be held responsible for any want of neatness 
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or cleanliness on their premises; and when any thing is 
out of order, they must give immediate notice thereof to the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings. 

Secor. 22. No instructor in the public schools shall be 
allowed to teach in any other public school than that to 
which he or she has been appointed, nor to keep a private 
school of any description whatever, nor to attend to the 
instruction of any private pupils before 6 o’clock, P. M., 
except on Wednesday and Saturday afternoons, nor to en- 
gage as editor of any newspaper, or of any religious or 
political periodical. 

Szot. 23. The instructors shall not award medals or 
other prizes, to the pupils under their charge. 

Seot. 24. No subscription or contribution, for any pur- 
pose whatever shall be introduced into any public school. 

Sect. 25. No person whatever shall read to the pupils 
of any school, or post upon the walls of any school build- 
ing, or fences of the same, any advertisement. Nor shall 
any agent or other person be permitted to enter any school 
for the purpose of exhibiting either to teacher or pupils, any 
new book or article of apparatus. 

Szot. 26. The books used, and the studies pursued, in 
all the public schools, shall be such, and such only, as may 
be authorized by the Board, and the teachers shall not 
permit any books, tracts or other publications, to be dis- 
tributed in their schools. 

Sect. 27. No pupils shall be allowed to retain their 
connection with any of the public schools, unless they are 
furnished with the books and utensils regularly required to 
be used in the respective classes. 

Secr. 28. In cases wherechildren are in danger of. 
being deprived of the advantages of education, by reason 
of inability to obtain books, through the poverty or negli- 
gence of parents or guardians, the Committee on Accounts 
are authorized, on behalf of the School Committee, to carry 
out the provisions of the statute on this subject. [fev. 
Stat. chap. 23, $§ 20, 21, 22. Stat. 1855, chap. 456, § 1. 
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SEeoT. 29. ‘Tardiness shall be considered a violation of Tardiness. 
school regulations, and shall subject delinquents to such 
penalty as the nature of the case may require. 

Srcr. 80. Pupils shall not be absent from school except rien 
on account of sickness, or other urgent reason; and no 
pupil shall be allowed to leave school before the appointed 
time for closing, for the purpose of attending to any music 
lessons or writing lessons, or for any other cause whatever, 
except in case of sickness or some pressing emergency ; and 
the teacher’s consent must first be obtained. 

Sor. 31. No child whose residence is not in this city, eis 
or who has only a temporary residence here for the purpose ~ 
of attending the public schools, shall be permitted to attend 
them (excepting always those for whom provision is made 
by an Act of the Legislature, passed March 24th, 1855,) 
and it shall be the duty of the several Committees on the 
Schools to see that this rule is strictly enforced.” 

Szot. 32. No pupil shall be admitted to the privileges same. 
of one school, who has been expelled from another, or 
while under suspension, unless by vote of the Board. 

Szcr. 33. No pupil shall be admitted into any of the Certificate of 
Public Schools without a certificate from a physician that 
he or she has been vaccinated or otherwise secured against 
the small pox, but this certificate shall not be required of 
pupils who go from one public school to another. 

Szot. 34. No child who comes to school without cieantiness of 
proper attention having been given to the cleanliness of Peay haem 
his person and of his dress, or whose clothes are not 
properly repaired, shall be permitted to remain in school, 
but shall be sent home to be prepared for school in a 
proper manner. 

Sror. 35. If in the schools under their charge there truants. 
are any pupils who are habitually truant, the principal 
teachers shall report their names, their residences and

the names of their parents when known, to the truant 
officers. 

Annual exhibi: SECT, 86. There shall be an annual exhibition of the 
Latin School on the Saturday, of the English High School

The following holidays and vacations shall 
be granted to the schools, viz: —every Wednesday and 
Saturday afternoon, throughout the year; Christmas day, 
New Year’s day, and Fast day; May day; Artillery 
Election ; the Fourth of July; Thanksgiving week; one 
week commencing with the first Monday in March; one 
week commencing on the Monday preceding the last Wed- 
nesday in May; seven weeks after the exhibition of the 
Latin School in July to said Latin School; the remainder 
of the week after the exhibition of the English High 
School, in July, and the six succeeding weeks to said 
English High School; the remainder of the week after 
the exhibition of the Girls’ High and Normal School, and 
the six succeeding weeks to said school; and the remain- 
der of the week after the exhibition of the Grammar - 
Schools in July, to the first Monday in September, to said 
Grammar Schools and the Primary Schools; and the Presi- 
dent of the Board is authorized to suspend the schools on 
such public occasions as he may think proper, not exceed- 
ing three days in the year.

the two days of public exhibition at Harvard University. 
No other Holidays shall be allowed except by special vote 
of the Board. 


CHAPTER IX. 


Regulations of the Primary Schools. 


Section 1. Every teacher shall admit to her school, Admission of 
all applicants of suitable age and qualifications, ah aah 
nearest to the school under her charge, provided the 
number in her school will warrant the admission, and in 
all cases of doubt or difficulty in the discharge of this 
duty, she shall apply to her Sub-Committee for advice and 
direction. 

Sect. 2. When any child shall apply to be admitted Brana terse 
from another Primary School, the teacher shall require 
a Certificate of transfer from the teacher of the former 
school ; which certificate shall serve instead of a Certifi- 
cate of Vaccination. And if qualified for the First or 
Second Class, said child shall be entitled to admission 
into a Primary School, although more than seven years 
of age. 

Srot. 8. Whenever any scholar is absent from school, absence of 
the teacher shall immediately ascertain the reason; and sp Papi 
such absence be continued, and is not occasioned et sick- 
ness, or other sufficient cause, such child with the consent 
of the Sub-Committee, may be discharged from the school, 
and a record of the fact be made. 

Srot. 4. The regular promotion of scholars to the Promotion of 
Grammar Schools, shall be made semi-annually, on the 
first Monday in March, and on the first Monday in Sep- 
tember. But occasional promotions may be made on Mon- 
day of any week, whenever the Sub-Committee of the 
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Primary School and the Master of the Grammar School 
may deem it necessary. 


Schools for SECT. 5. One or more schools for the special instruc- 
special instruc- |. : ° 
tion. tion of children over seven years of age, and not qualified 


for the Grammar School, may be established in each Dis- 
trict. Children over seven years of age are not to be 
admitted into any of the Primary Schools, unless by trans- 
fer, or for special reasons satisfactory to the Sub-Commit- 
tee. Any scholar over eight years of age, and not in the 
first or second class may be removed from any Primary 
School to a school for special instruction, at the discretion 
of the Sub-Committee. 

Srot. 6. Zhe School on the Western Avenue shall be 
connected with the Phillips School District. Children 
over eight years of age may be admitted into this school, 
at the discretion of the Sub-Committee ; and their studies 
shall conform to the Regulations of the Grammar Schools. 

parca of Sect. 7. The teachers shall attend to the physical 
school. education and comfort of the pupils under their care. 
When from a state of the weather, or other causes, the 
recesses in the open air shall be impracticable, the chil- 
dren may be exercised within the room, in accordance 
with the best judgment and ability of the teachers. In 
the schools which are kept in buildings occupied by Gram- 
mar Schools, the recesses shall be arranged by the masters 
so as not to interfere with the exercises of those schools. 
Holidays and Szor. 8. . The holidays and vacations of the Primary 
Schools shall be the same as are granted to the Gram- 
mar Schools, either by the rules of the School Board or by 
the order of the Mayor; and they shall also have the day 
preceding, and the day of the Annual Exhibitions of the 
Grammar Schools. 

No school shall be suspended on any other occasion, 
except for special and important reasons relating to a par- 
ticular school, and then only by express permission of the 
Sub-Committee. 
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Sect. 9. The schools shall contain as nearly as prac- Classes. 
ticable, an equal number of pupils; it being desirable that 
the average number of daily attendants should be fifty to 
each teacher, and the pupils in each of the schools shall be 
arranged in six classes, unless otherwise ordered by the 
District Committee. ' 

Szot. 10. Simple oral lessons in Arithmetic, adapted 
to the ages of the scholars, shall be given in the several 
classes, and the Addition, Subtraction and Multiplication 
Tables, must be thoroughly learned by the first and 
second classes. very scholar shall be provided with a 
slate, and employ the time not otherwise occupied, in 
drawing, or writing words from their spelling lessons, 
on their slates in a plain script hand. The teachers 
are expected to take special pains to teach the first class 
to write —not print —all the letters of the alphabet on 
slates. 

Sect. 11. Plain Sewing may be introduced into any 
Primary School, at the discretion of the Sub-Committee, 
and Singing shall form part of the exercises of every 
session. 

Sect. 12. The following Books and Studies shall be 
attended to in the respective Classes.

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In the schools organized on this plan, each department 
shall be instructed by a master, a head assistant, and three 
or more female assistants, or by a master, usher, a head 
assistant, and one or more female assistants. 

Second Plan. The Bigelow, Brimmer, Bowdoin, Boyls- 
ton, Eliot, Franklin, Hancock, Hawes, Lyman, Lawrence, 
Mayhew, Phillips, Quincy, Wells, and Winthrop Schools, 
are each under the charge of one head master, who has the 
direction of the school. 

The Boys’ Schools organized on this plan, shall each be 
instructed by a master, a sub-master, an usher, a head 
assistant, and three or more female assistants. 

The Girls’ Schools organized on this plan, shall each be 
instructed by a master, and a head assistant for each story 
in the building, and three or more female assistants. 

Any existing exceptions to the foregoing organizations, 
authorized by special votes of the Board, shall remain until 
otherwise ordered. 

SEot. 8. Hach school shall be allowed a teacher for every 
sixty pupils on the register, and an additional female assist- 
ant may be appointed whenever there are thirty scholars 
above the complement for the teachers already in the school, 
if the District Committee deem it expedient ; and whenever 
the number of pupils on the register shall be reduced to 
thirty less than such complement, one female assistant may 
be removed from such school, if the District Committee 
recommend it. : 

Sor. 4. Any pupil may be admitted into the Gram- 
mar Schools, who, on examination by the master, or any of 
his assistants, shall be found able to read at first sight, easy 
prose ; to distinguish and name the marks of punctuation ; 
to perform mentally such simple questions in addition, sub- 
traction and division, as are found in Part First of Emer- 
son’s North American Arithmetic; to answer readily to 
any proposed combination of the Multiplication Table, in 
which neither factor exceeds ten; to read and write Arabic 
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numbers containing three figures, and the Roman numerals 
as far as the sign of one hundred ; and to enunciate, clearly 
and accurately, the elementary sounds of our language. 
And no pupil who does not possess these qualifications, shall 
be admitted into any Grammar School, except by special 
permit of the District Committee. 

Sect. 0. Within the two weeks preceding the first zxamination of 
Monday in March annually, the master of each Grammar irs for promo- 
School shall visit each Primary which is expected to send mar School. 
pupils to his school, and he shall examine the first class in 
each of said schools, and shall give certificates of admission 
to the Grammar School to such as he may find qualified in 
accordance with the foregoing requirements. But in the 
month of July annually, each teacher in the Primary 
Schools shall accompany her first class to such Grammar 
School house in the vicinity as the master may designate, 
when he and his assistants shall examine the candidates 
for admission to the Grammar School in presence of their 
instructors, and shall give certificates to those who are found 
to be properly qualified. If however, the parent or guar- 
~ dian of any applicant not admitted on the examination of 
the master, is dissatisfied with his decision, such person 
may appeal to the District Committee for another examina- 
tion of said applicant. 

Sect. 6. Pupils admitted from the Primary Schools Times of admit. 
are expected to enter the Grammar Schools on the first Grammar 
Monday of March and of September ; but all other appli- 
cants residing in the District, found on examination, quali- 
fied in all respects, may enter the Grammar Schools by 
applying to the master at the school house, on Monday 
morning of any week when the schools are in session. Pupils 
regularly transferred from one Grammar School to another, 
may be admitted at any time, on presenting their certifi- 
cates of transfer, without an examination. 

Szot. 7. In assigning lessons to boys to be studied out ont-ofschool

extended education, an also to fit such of them as desire 
it to become teachers. ‘The following are the regulations 
of this school, in addition to those common to all the schools. 

Scr. 2. The instructors shall be, a master, and as Instructors. 
many assistants as may be found expedient; but the whole 
number of assistants shall not exceed the ratio of one for 
every thirty-five pupils. 

Szor. 8. The examination of candidates for admission ee 
to the school, shall take place annually, on the Thursday 
next succeeding the day of the annual exhibition of the 
Grammar Schools in July. 

Sect. 4. Candidates for admission must be over fifteen Same. 
and not more than nineteen years of age. They must 
present certificates of recommendation from the teachers 
whose schools they last attended, and must pass a satisfac- 
tory examination in the following branches, viz: Spelling, 
Reading, Writing, Arithmetic, English Grammar, Geogra- 
phy and History. 

Szor. 5. The examination shall be conducted by the same. 
instructors of the school, both orally and from written 
questions previously prepared by them, and approved by 
the Committee of the school. It shall be the duty of the 
said Committee to be present and to assist at the examin- 
ation, and the admission of candidates shall be subject to 
their approval.

It was instituted in 1821, with the design of furnishing the its object. 
young men of the City, who are not intended for a collegi- 
ate course of studies, and who have enjoyed the usual ad- 
vantages of the other Public Schools, with the means of 
completing a good English education, and fitting them- 
selves for all the departments of commercial life. The 
prescribed course of studies is arranged for three years, 
and those who attend for that period and complete that 
course, are considered to have been graduated at the school. 
Those who wish to pursue further some of the higher de- 
partments of mathematics, and other branches, have the 
privilege of remaining another year at school. This insti- 
tution is furnished with a valuable mathematical and _philo- 
sophical apparatus, for the purpose of experiment and illus- 
tration. ‘To this school apply the following regulations, in 
addition to those common to all the schools. 

Sect. 2. The instructors in this school shall be a mas- Instructors. 
ter, two sub-masters, and as many ushers as shall allow 
one instructor to every thirty-five pupils, but no additional 
usher shall be allowed for a less number. The Sub-Com- 
mittee may furnish the master with an assistant in his 
room whenever the number of pupils remaining in the 
school through the fourth year shall in their judgment 
make it necessary. The salary of said assistant shall not 
exceed the salary paid to an usher in this school during 
his first year of service. It shall be a necessary qualifica- 
tion in all these instructors, that they have been educated 
at some respectable college, and that they be competent to 
instruct in the French language.

Individuals, however, shall be advanced accord- 
ing to their scholarship and no faster; and no one shall 
remain a member of the school longer than four years. 

Sect. 6. It shall be the duty of the master to exam- 
ine each division as often as may be consistent with the 
attention due to those under his immediate instruction. 
Each class or section shall be occasionally reviewed in its 
appropriate studies, and once a quarter there shall -be a 
general review of all the previous studies of that quarter. 

Sect. 7. From the first Monday in November to the 
first Monday in April, the School shall hold one session . 
each day, — commencing at 9 A. M., closing at 2 P. M. 
From the first Monday in April to the first Monday in 
November, there shall be two school sessions each day, — 
one from 8 A. M. to 111-2 A. M.—another from 3 P. M.

The rudiments of the Latin and Greek lan- 
guages are taught, and scholars are fitted for the most 
respectable colleges. Instruction is also given in Mathe- 
matics, Geography, History, Declamation, English Gram- 
mar, Composition, and in the French language. 

The following regulations, in addition to those common 
to all the schools, apply to this school. 

Srot. 8. The instructors in this school shall be a mas- 
ter, a sub-master, and as many ushers as shall allow one 
instructor to every thirty-five pupils, and no additional 
usher shall be allowed for a less number. 

Srot. 4. It shall be a necessary qualification for the 
instructors of this school that they shall have been edu- 
cated at a college of good standing. 

Secor. 5. Hach candidate for admission shall have at- 
tained the age of ten years, and shall produce, from the 
master of the school he last attended, a certificate of good 
moral character. He shall be able to read English cor- 
rectly and fluently, to spell all words of common occur- 
rence, to write a running hand, understand mental arith- 
metic, and the simple rules of written arithmetic, and be 
able to answer the most important questions in Geography, 
and shall have a sufficient knowledge of English Gram- 
mar to parse common sentences in prose. A knowledge 
of Latin Grammar ‘shall be considered equivalent to that. 
of English. 

Sect. 6. Boys shall be examined for admission to this 
school only once a year, viz: on the Friday and Saturday 
of the last week of the vacation succeeding the exhibition 
of the school in July. 
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Sect. 7. The regular course of instruction shall con- Pupils may re- 
tinue six years, and no scholar shall enjoy the privileges 
of this school beyond that term, unless by written leave of 
the Committee. But scholars may have the option of 
completing their course in five years or less time, if willing 
to make due exertion, and shall be advanced according to 
scholarship. 

Szot. 8. From the first Monday in April, to the first School hours. 
Monday in November, annually, the forenoon session of 
this school shall begin at 8 1-2 o’clock, and end at 12 1-2 
o’clock, and the afternoon session shall commence at 38 
o’clock, and end at five o’clock. 

Tke Master shall, however, be allowed to keep school 
until 2 o’clock on days when the weather is stormy, and 
to dispense with the afternoon sessions on such occasions, 
from April to November.
